Sherter Case 

Suspect Held For Grand Jury

Newton District Court Judge Franklin 
Flaschner found probable cause last week to bound 
over for a Middlesex Superior Court grand iurv a 
38-year-old Tewksbury man charged with the 1972 
murder of Leon Sherter of Newton. 

Flaschner found probable cause after a two 
hour hearing last Friday. The judge heard two 
witnesses describe events connected to the June 19, 
1972 shooting death of Sherter, 78, of 11 Pembroke 
St., Newton Corner. 

James G. Doherty is charged wth murder, 
armed assault in a dwelling house, and assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon. When asked to 
plead to the charges, Doherty's lawyer, Frank 
Marchetti, said that his client was "standing mute 
at this time.” 

Doherty was. arrested at his home in 
Tewksbury Nov. 19 by Det. Robert Whelan and Sgt. 
James B. Cox of the Newton Police Department 
and State Police Lt. William C. Nally. 

Flaschner upheld bail of $50,000 on the armed 
assault charge, $10,000 for assault and battery with 
a dangerous weapon, and no bail on the murder 
charge, which was set by Special Justice Monte G. 
Basbas at Doherty’s arraignment. 

Marchetti said that he "will exercise the right 
of immediate appeal” on the bail. 

The two witnesses testifying were Mrs. 
Jeanette Sherter and Lawrence Goldman of 
Dorchester. Goldman, 33, is presently serving a 
breaking and entering sentence at the Danbury, 
Conn, federal prison. The sentance is not related to 
the Sherter case. 


Goldman testified that he, Doherty, Robert 
Stewart and Ralph Anzalone broke into the Sherter 
home early in the morning of June 19, 1972. 

Goldman stated that he and Doherty had ob¬ 
served the Sherter house "three or four times" 
prior to the night of Sherter’s death. 

Goldman added that the men went to the 
Sherter home the night of June 19 “with the pur¬ 
pose of robbery.” 

He claimed that the four men drove by the 
Sherter house several times the night of June 18, 
but noticied lights or activity and continued on. 

They allegedly arrived a third time "around 
11:30 p.m." and parked their car on Arlington 
Street, around a comer from the Sherter home. 

Goldman pointed out the parking place and the 
Sherter house on a map in the courtroom. 

Goldman testified that the men got out of their 
car and "walked single file, 20 to 25 steps apart, to 
a clump of bushes by the Sherter home." 

Goldman said that he tried to pick the lock of 
the Sherter home around midnight, but a light went 
on and a woman inquired who was there. 

After returning to the bushes, Goldman 
claimed he tried the front door a second time, but 
could not gain entry. 

“The four of us walked to the rear of the 
home,” Goldman added. "We stayed in the area 
for three to four hours." 

Goldman said that in the interim three to four 
hours he cut the telephone wire to the Sherter 
home. 

Goldman testified that the four men went to the 
back porch of the Sherter home, and a kitchen 
window was pried open with pry bars. 

Goldman said that Doherty entered through 


the window and opened a kitchen door for the other 
men. 

“We were in the kitchen 15 to 20 minutes, 
waiting for noises," Goldman added. The four men 
allegedly all had stockings on their heads. 

“My role was to keep watch on the front 
window, Ralph was to stay at the back door, and 
Doherty and Stewart were to go upstairs," 
Goldman testified. 

Goldman said that after the men went up¬ 
stairs, he heard a “lot of noise and screaming.” 

"It was hard to tell who," Goldman continued. 
“Then there was a shot." 

Goldman said that someone yelled "let’s go," 
and the four men left the home through the back 
door. 

After reaching the car, "Doherty opened the 
trunk and told Ralph and I to get in," Goldman 
continued. 

Goldman said they were let out of the car after 
it arrived in Dorchester. 

“Doherty made mention that his hand (finger) 
was shot,” Goldman stated. "A person had 
awakened in a bedroom, and when he beat a 
person, the gun went off.” 

Goldman said that he treated Doherty’s 
wound, which was on the small finger of the right 
hand, across the second joint on the side. 

"Doherty said that he was glad that the 
fingertip hadn’t been shot off," Goldman added. 
“Else there would have been a fingerprint.” 

Goldman said that Doherty said never to 
discuss the incident at the Sherter home.

Towers, Agent File Suits Against Each Other

Three suits for nonperformance of contract 
have been filed by Saunders Associates against the 
Chestnut Hill Towers Trust, Donald Saunders, 
president of the firm, former selling agents for the 
Towers, revealed this week. 

Jason Sacks, who is now the sole sales agent for 
the Towers, commented the same day that he did 


* According to Mayor Theodore Mann's recently 
announced proposal for the acquisition of the 
Webster Vale, the city will pay the land's owner 
$40,000 for six house lots on Madoc Street, and will 
in turn be given outright ownership of the 
remainder of the Vale with the exception of four 
house lots. 

The six house lots comprise 1.6 acres. The 
portion to be deeded to the city by Vale owner 
Robert Cohen consists of 4.6 acres.

Acceptance of the proposal does not mean 
necessarily that the city will assume the full $40,000 
purchase price, since state funds may be available 
for up to 50 per cent of the cost of acquisition of 
open space. 

Over 4,500 citizens signed petitions in favor of 
acquisition of the Vale, and more than 1,300 con¬ 
tributed a total of $3,400 to a fund to be applied 
toward the purchase price 


which the Towers was building was found to have 
expired in 1971. 

The permissive use was extended by the Board 
of Aldermen Nov. 5, but no building permit was to 
be issued until the Board approved the site plan, 
which is substantially different from that approved 
in 1966, when the original permissive use was 
granted. 

Saunders said, in explanation of why his firm 
had withdrawn from sales of the 428-unit luxury 
condominium, "We could not work with the 
developers. They defaulted on terms of the con¬ 
tract. It is not possible to sell apartments when 
there is no construction going on." 

"Our firm is 75 years old,” Saunders con¬ 
tinued, "and we have a good reputation. We don't 
want to be associated with what we consider a 
questionable project." 

“The trustees (Albert Goodman of Detroit and 
Mario DICarlo of Newton) are being very difficult, 
most uncooperative," Saunders said, 

"We are very embarrassed and very upset by 
all of this," Saunders added. 

When Saunders withdrew from the Towers 
sales, he said, 70 units had been sold. 

His firm is not involved in refunding deposits to 
prospective purchasers, but said that some had 
asked for deposits to be returned. 

The Chestnut Hill Towers Trust has put 
deposits in an escrow account, according to 
Saunders, but he does not know whether any 
refunds may be made. 

Sacks denied that any purchasers had 
requested return of their deposi's. 

Sacks would not comment further on the 
Towers’ suit against Saunders. 


City Will Acquire Webster Vale 


School Committee 
Delays Ordinance 


The Newton School Committee decided 
this week to postpone action on a proposed 
ordinance which would establish a new ad¬ 
ministration for the Community Schools 
Program. 

The School Committee also voted 
unanimously to authorize the School 
Department to prepare a proposal for ob¬ 
taining 1974-75 federal funding for the Newton 
METCO program. 

School Committee Chairman Manuel 
Beckwith rend a letter from Florence Rubin, 
volunteer director of the Community School 
Program, requesting that action on the or¬ 
dinance be delayed. 

Mrs. Rubin stated that it would be 
preferable for the School Committee to get 
"feedback" from the Community School 
Council before acting. 

The Community School Council will 
review the ordinance Dec. 14, and will meet 
with the School Committee Dec. 17. 

Four members of the School Committee 
and Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
met with the aldermanic Education Com¬ 
mittee last Thursday to discuss the proposed 
ordinance. 

It was hoped at that time by Education 
Committee Chairman Louis Egelson that a 
final draft could be made which would have 
been acted on by the School Committee and 
the Board of Aldermen last Monday. 

Instead of producing a final draft 
amendable to everyone, the Educaton 
Committe meeting created new con¬ 
troversies. 

Dispute arose over funding for the 
Community Schools Program. Egelson asked 
that "when community schools request 
recreation programs, they would include 
payment for recreation leaders in their 
budget." 

Fink responded that "the School Com¬ 
mittee could conceivably end up paying for 
part of the Recreation Department’s budget." 

The proposed ordinance states that the 
Community Schools Program would be 
funded in equal amounts by the Board of 
Aldermen and the School Committee. 

Egelson claimed that recreation ex¬ 
penses should be included in the total Com¬ 
munity Schools budget so that the total cost of 
the program can be known. 


It was suggested that funds can be 
transferred from the Recreation Commission 
to tiie Community Schools to pay leaders, 
although the expense would still show up in 
the Community Schools budget. 

This accounting mechanism could be an 
incentive for the Community School Program 
to use Recreation Department personnel. 

"The Community Schools Program 
should use the facilities and expertise we 
have," Egelson commented. 

Recreation Commissioner John Penney 
had previously expressed fear that the . 
Community School Program might hire non- 
Recreation Department personnel for 
recreational activities. 

Tye Recreation Department presently 
runs a variety of programs at community 
schools, and Community School Council 
members expressed gratitude for their 
services. 

Mrs. Rubin summarized doubts about 
funding by saying that the proposed Com¬ 
munity Schools Commission "should fund the 
programs it manages, or manage the 
programs it funds, but should not fund the 
programs the Recreation Commission it 
manages. 

The Community School Program is 
costing approximately $55,500 this year. It 
receives $10,000 from the School Committee 
and $5,000 from the Department of Com-

That Frightening Feeling 
Quite A Message To Deliver

There is the documentary; there is the 
drama. 

Now, there is the documentary-drama. 

Channel 5, Friday will air a "documen¬ 
tary-drama" on heart disease entitled, “The 
Frightening Feeling You're Going to Die," at 
10 p.m. It deals with heart disease and heart 
attacks in the guise of three cases, and its 
impact must really be seen to be appreciated. 

The title alone suggests impact. 

Not to mention the dead seriousness of the 
station on this subject. 

And the station may have devised the best 
method yet on making the facts of this 
nation’s number one killer known to the 
public. 

It’s painless and it’s painful; it informs, it 
entertains. 

What the program does is take three 
representative cases of heart disease and 
follow them to their eventual conclusions. 

What it does not do is preach. 

Instead, there is the voice of Dr. Timothy 
Johnson, the host of the show, giving heart 
disease statistics and facts while the action, 
while the lives of three people spin to their 
inevitable culminations, progresses. 

The viewer can see the lives unfold, cun 
hear the facts. It is almost like those records 
that purport to teach a foreign language while 
the listener is asleep. 

The facts of heart disease, visually and 
verbally, are inescapable. 

The characters in the show, viewed in a 
special screening Monday, are all portrayed 
by actors, with the notable exception of the 
two doctors. Massachusetts General 
Hospital’s Doctors Adolph M. Hutter Jr. and 
Peter C. Block are the physicians in this 
drama, proving that doctors can play doctors 
on television and sound like doctors. 

The documentary follows the lives, in the 
way of illustration, of three people. They are 
Carl Mason, Ann Gordon and Frank Parker. 

One of them dies. 

Carl Mason is the executive. He drives 
himself. For an account, he will toil until 
daybreak. He worries, he smokes, he does not 
rest. His life is work. 

Aqn Gordon is the suburban housewife in 
her 40's. She has a home and a family. She is 
involved in charity work. She is an active 
woman. 

She is also a woman with an inherited 
cholesterol problem and high blood pressure, 
but she does not know it, 

F rank Parker supervises a truck ter¬ 
minal. He is a man in pain and pops the 
nitroglycerin tablets to prove it. He has 
"angina”, heart pains. Despite his problem, 
he continues to overwork, overeat, remain 
overweight, and smoke. 

Every day, he finds it necessary to pop 
more of his pills. 


These three people all wind up in the 
same place. Inexorably, they are drawn 
toward their stays in the hospital, their 
"heart attacks," small and large. 

And as their drama unfolds, Dr. Johnson 
is delivering these facts: 

Here is Carl Mason. It's late at night and 
he's still working . . . 

"The coronary personality," Johnson 
says while Mason works, "has been identified 
as someone with a sense of time urgency, as a 
person who must always win." 

Here is Ann Gordon, rushing to find a 
dress to wear to a charity outing, concerned 
about the logistics of moving into a new 
house. 

"The incidence of heart disease in women 
is changing,” Dr. Johnson says. 

Ann is healthy. Her problem goes un¬ 
suspected. 

Why"' 

She feels "good." Why, then, should she 
go and sec a doctor? 

Abnormally high cholesterol levels run in 
her family. Her father died of a heart attack 
at an early age. 

But she feels "good." 

She has the "small” heart attack.

Going South 

Students Take 
Historic Trip

November 13, a group of 13 Newton South High students 
and close to 100 of the city's elderly citizens took a trip to 
historic Plymouth, Massachusetts. 

The trip, which was organized by South student Bob 
Dichter in conjunction with City Hall, was the first in what 
will be a series of projects and events aimed at bringing 
about an interaction between students and elderly. 

Last Decmeber, some 80 South students participated in 
a City-Hall-sponsored survey designed to determine the 
"needs and concerns” of the city's elderly. The Plymouth 
trip, however, was the first real activity fully involving both 
students and elderly, and involving them on a personal 
basis. 

During the course of the day, those on the trip visited 
the Plimouth Plantation, Plymouth Rock, and the 
Mayflower. But the real value of such a trip certainly did 
not rest solely in the sightseeing, though that was en¬ 
joyable. What was really important, and the most fun, it 
seems, was the interaction between the students and the 
senior citizens, two groups of people that live in the same 
city but don't often get to associate with one another. 

One of the students on the outing later said, "It really 
was fantastic. On the bus coming back from Plymouth, I 
talked with one woman for about an hour on just a whole 
range of subjects: school, travels, history, and even 
television. She really was great, as were the other people I 
got to know. As a matter of fact, I talked with one woman, 
and at the end of our conversation found out that she lives 
on my street! I guess that might be sort of a commentary in 
itself. ” And one of the senior citizens on the trip summed up 
the day, calling it "really enlightening.” 

Most who went on the trip agree that it was quite suc¬ 
cessful, and most enjoyable. 

Other activities involving South students and senior 
citizens are now being coordinated. In early December, for 
example, groups of South students will begin regular 
visitations to various nursing homes in the city, to meet and 
talk with, and provide entertainment for the elderly 
residents. Coordinator Bob Dichter says, "One of the 
benefits of this program is that it helps the student realize 
the various problems of growing old, and helps him realize 
that one day, he, too, will have to face those problems.” The 
programs in the works at Newton South seem to be helping 
to ease some of those problems.

Highlands Works 
On Area Council 

The Newton Highlands community took one step 
forwnrd and a half-step back last week in its efforts to 
form a neighborhood service area as permitted by the 1971 
charter. 

The neighborhood service area provision of the 
charter was designed to give residents a greater voice in 
the governing of their community than is afforded by a 
neighborhood improvement association, 

Newton Highlands, almost unique among Newton’s 14 
villages, does not have an improvement association. 

The first step, taken after a meeting of the 25-member 
committee on working out details of the service area, was 
tlie setting of boundaries for the area, which by consensus 
were established to coincide with the present Hyde School 
district. 

Hyde School, it was felt, represents the focus of in¬ 
terest of many of the Newton Highlands residents, 
especially those whose children attend the school and 
those who use the community school facilities. 

The Hyde School district also encompasses the entire 
business district, changes in which aroused the hope of 
establishing the neighborhood service area. • 

Cold Spring Playground is bordered by one edge of the 
district. 

At a general meeting attended by more than 85 
residents last week, the concept of and need for the neigh¬ 
borhood service area were explained again, and a 
preliminary outline given of the objectives to be stated in 
the petition to the Board of Aldermen. 

Under the charter, a petition signed by at least 20 per 
cent of the registered voters of a given area must be 
presented to the Board, which then must hold a public 
hearing within 30 days on the Petition. 

Within 30 days after the public hearing the Board shall 
approve or disapprove the establishment of the requested 
neighborhood service area. 

The charter allows the Board of Aldermen to 
authorize to the neighborhood area advisory or sub¬ 
stantive authority, or both, with respect to such programs 
as a community action program, planning and zoning 
actions and other physical development programs, crime 
prevention, and recreation, among oilier activities. 

Also permitted are self-help projects, such as a 
beautification program and the establishment of a 
community center. 

Money may be raised from private or public sources, 
but cannot be received from the city of Newton. 

The territory outlined — the Hyde School district — 
has a voter population of 2,441 registered voters, ac¬ 
cording to Barbara Kaplan, co-chairman of the neigh¬ 
borhood service area committee. 

The committee hopes to obtain signatures from at 
least luilf, or about 1,200 voters. 

Setting back the momentum somewhat were ob¬ 
jections raised at the meeting about the wording of the 
petition by several residents, including alderman-elect 
Joan Saklad. 

The meeting was attended also by Ward 5 alderman- 
electSusan Schur. She and Ward 6 alderman Ernest Dietz 
will be ex-officio members of the neighborhood service 
area council, a body to be elected from the service area. 

The petition has sent back to the committee which 
drew it up for clarification of the wording and objectives. 

Meanwhile, the group that is looking for a 
replacement for the Woolworth’s store moving out this 
month will continue its search. 

No date has been set for a general meeting, but it will 
probably be called within two or three weeks.

Panacea Or Cure-All 

With the spectre of an energy crisis 
looming more ominously every day, the 
mayor's advisory committee on transpor¬ 
tation this week delivered its recommen¬ 
dations for improving mass transit service 
here. 

In general, the recommendations 
seem sensible, practical and easy to es¬ 
tablish. and we hope that the mayor in 
recommending them, and the MBTA in 
considering them will give them serious 
thought. 

Mass transit has become the plea of 
today and could well be the necessity of 
tomorrow. It has been, for all intents and 
purposes, the most continuously neglected 
form of transportation for people in 
modern society. 

What more clear indication of this 
than the fact federal highway funds were 
so long limited solely to the construction of 
more super speedways? 

"Mass transit." the pols now seem to 
be saying in unison, "is the answer.” 

Unfortunately, it is not all that simple. 

Neglected, mass transit across this 
country has fallen into grievous decay. Bus 
companies can no longer support 
themselves, fares go up and up, vehicles 
are so antiquated a rider could almost 
j expect a conductor to come along at any 
moment and light the gas lamps or stop to 
, get the cows off the tracks. 

While everyone may now be quick to 
hop on the mass transit bandwagon, we in 
Newton can at least rest assured that this 
advisory committee worked for many 
months before this became such an issue 
on its recommendations. 

The committee suggests the MBTA 
increase its visibility, increase its dis¬ 
semination of information, adjust its 
routes here to really accommodate the 
bulk of Newton riders, and, in particular, 
use Newton Corner to greater advantage. 

Newton Corner, for pedestrians, bus 
riders, and drivers, probably should be 
priority No. 1 in any improvement 
program. Bight now it is downright 
dangerous. 

But, as the committee points out, it 
has untapped assets as a long-distance 
commuter center; a true point where all of 
Newton can come and go. 

The committee suggests: 

—The MBTA should more adequately 
advertise its routes. 

—Schedules and maps should be 
posted in city bus shelters, City Hall, and 
libraries and should be available for in¬ 
dividual routes from bus drivers. 

—The MBTA should use a uniform bus 
stop sign in Newton which is identifiable-to 
potential riders. 

—Buses should display a number and 
destination on their right sides. 

—Newton should investigate the 
possibility that TOPICS funds are available 
for re-vamping Newton Comer so all buses 
can wait at bus stops, that bus shelters 
could be installed on more routes, that 
traffic lights be adjusted to accommodate 
buses. 

Finally, Newton Corner as a long¬ 
distance center. 

The committee notes the convenient 
Turnipke entrances and exits in this loca¬ 
tion lend themselves to such a plan. 

If mass transit is ever to be the 
solution to growing transportation problem 
in this country, it must be given priorities 
in funding, serious attention and 
meaningful public support. 

Is there a better place to start the 
movement than in Newton? 


Police Have Handy Suggestions For Women

We've apparently come to the time of the 
year when everybody is replete with 
suggestions. 

We're experiencing handy tips on saving 
gas, fuel, and heat; and this week, the Newton 
Police Department has a succinct little group 
of suggestions for us women on how not to get 
mugged, raped, rohbed, harassed on the 
telephone, surprised in our cars, or trapped in 
elevators. 

The handy explanations appear on one of 
those sliding cards wherein one lines up a 
disaster and receives a corresponding set of 
suggestions labeled: ‘‘prevention,” 
“suspicious circumstances,” and "actual 
attack or harassment." 

The police point out that one is to read the 
entire card ahead of time; not wait until a 
disaster is in progress to peruse it for vital 
information. 

These cards, according to the police 
department, arc available at headquarters 
and will be routinely distributed with 
Operation IdentificaUon kits. The force has 
2,000 on hand now. 

Here are some of the suggestions: 


For problems at home the card suggests 
the following measures: 

Prevention; "make sure peepholes, 
window and door screens and locks are 
working and are used. Get a dead fall lock. 
Draw window shades when dressing. Don't

open your apartment or building doors to 
strangers. Make a security room with locks 
on the insides of all doors and windows, 
telephone and concealed weapon." 

Suspicious Circumstances: "If you're 
home and think someone has broken in, be 
silent. It's better to be robbed than hurt! 

If you have a security room, and won’t be 
observed going to it, do so, and lock yourself 


in. As soon as possible, without calling at¬ 
tention to yourself, contact police." 

Artual Attack : "If someone breaks in and 
knows you're there, run to your security room 
and lock up. If you're in the security room and 
can do so safely, call the police. Try’ to gain 
time and make noise. Be prepared to use your 
blunt-edged club. If you witness an attack on 
a neighbor, notify police." 

Other topics tackled on the card are: 
public transportation, in public, your 
neighborhood, going away, phone episodes, 
your house key, darkness and self protection, 
in your car, elevators. 

Safety, of course, is a serious matter and 
the better informed people are, the more able 
they would be to protect themselves. As the 
blunt-edged weapon frequently referred to on 
this card, one officer suggested a man's 
umbrella as a possibility. 

As for a "security room" in the home, 
that's one I haven't heard before. 

There is only one real question, as I see it: 
what eliminates violence? 

Does anyone know what really does? If 
violence begets violence, will it help to go 


around braining people with an umbrella or a 
"blunt-edged weapon?"

Ted's Friends Predict 
He Won't Run 

Persons close to Senator Edward M. Kennedy now 
express the strong opinion that he will not accept the 
Democratic nomination for President in 1976. 

Ted, himself, did not sound like a candidate for 
President when he declared on a television show that the 
members of his family are unanimously opposed to his 
standing for the Presidency but that this did not 
necessarily mean he would not do so. 

However, persons in a position to know say that Ted is 
being influenced by the feelings of his mother, his wife, his 
sisters, his nephews and nieces and that they are all 
pleading with him not to run. 

If Ted Kennedy does not seek the Presidency in 1976, 
the guessing is that he never will do so, for it is unlikely 
Unit the prospects for a Democratic Presidential nominee 
ever will be any brighter than in 1976. 

Ted Kennedy's adult life has been marred by one 
tragedy after another, first the assassination of his 
President brother in Dallas a little more than 10 years 
ago, most recently the amputation of the cancerous leg of 
his 12-year-old son. 

Those things have to do something to a man as sen¬ 
sitive as Ted Kennedy. So it would not be surprising if he 
yields to the wishes of his family and remains out of the '76 
Presidential race. 

The prediction from persons close to Ted Kennedy 
that he will not be in the next Presidential race came only 
a short time after Democratic Senate Leader Mike 
Mansfield voiced the belief that the Democratic 
Presidential nomination will be Ted’s for the taking in 
1976. 

If Ted does deride to remain in the Senate, where he 
asserts he finds the work satisfying and rewarding, it 
could well opeu the way for the nomination of Boston 
Mayor Kevin H. White as the Democratic candidate for 
Vice President in ‘76. 

Ted Kennedy and Kevin White could not be on the 
same national ticket since they are both from the same 
shite. Ted’s refusal to enter the Presidential race could 
well push Kevin to the forefront as a Vice Presidential 
possibility. 

Sacco Makes Believers 
Of Quinn's Skeptics 

Political pundits on Beacon Hill were skeptical when 
Attorney General Robert H. Quinn told them he will seek 
the Democratic nomination for Governor next year but 
that he is not yet ready to officially announce his can¬ 
didacy. 

They felt that Quinn might change his mind and stand 
for re-election as Attorney General. 

Paradoxically, they believed Quinn when 
Representative George L. Sacco of Medford, a hard¬ 
working and popular law-maker aud vice chairman of the 
powerful House Ways und Means Committee, announced 


himself a candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Attorney General. 

They know that Sacco and Quinn are close political 
and personal friends, that Sacco undoubtedly cleared it 
with Quinn before announcing his candidacy and that 
Sacco either would have remained in the House or sought 
the nomination for Lieutenant Governor if there was any 
possibility Quinn would stay where he is. 

Sacco, incidentally, followed the rather silly but 
growing practice of disclosing the net worth of himself 
and his wife. All this serves is to let the public know how 
much a candidate has in savings accounts, insurance 
policies, pension funds, bonds and securities, how much 
his home, furniture and automobile are worth. These are 
really private and personal matters which actually have 
no part in a political campaign. 

Representative Sacco will be opposed in the 
Democratic primary by Edward F. Harrington of 
Needham, former head of the New England Organized 
Crime Strike Force. 

It is anticipated that State Senator David M. Locke of 
Wellesley and Administration Secretary William Cowin in 
Governor Sargent's Cabinet will battle it out for the 
Republican nomination for Attorney General. 

Drinan Would Admit 
Refugees From Chile

Congressman Robert Drinan of Newton has filed a bill which 
would allow 50,000 Chileans to be admitted to the United States as 
political refugees. 

Samuel Dash, chief counsel of the Watergate Committee, was 
ruther complacent about leaks from the committee until he read 
an article quoting a "majority staffer as saying Dash was an 
"egomaniac." That upset Dash so much he suspended Scott 
Armstrong, a committee investigator. "That kind of leak just has 
to be stopped," announced Dash. 

A Congressman regarded as an expert on the Middle East 
situation declares that if nuclear weapons are not there now, they 
will be soon. He adds that Israel has been working for some years 
on the development of nuclear weapons. 

The same expert says that militarily the Russians are very 
conservative people and that if they ship nuclear weapons into the 
Middle East, they would insist on maintaining control of them and 
would not turn them over to the Arabs. 

A reader wunts to know if President Nixon is doing what he is 
asking the American people to do in saving gasoline, fuel oil and 
energy. She points out that his trips in Air Force One involve the 
use of a substantial amount of gasoline. 

Perhaps we're short-sighted, but if energy is to be iu short 
supply this coming winter, we do not see why any part of it should 
be used to manufacture synthetic snow in the north country when 
un adequate amount of the real stuff is not supplied by Mother 
Nature. 

Most discussions as to the seriousness of the oil and energy 
shurlages end with the questions of how cold the coming winter 
will be and how long the arab embargo on oil will last. 


Sarge Imports Rated 
To Pick Biggest Flop 

When this writer began covering politics, most 
Governors made a practice of utilizing the very sub¬ 
stantial talent within Massachusetts when filling the top 
jobs in the state government. 

They would have considered it a slight to the Com¬ 
monwealth to go outside Massachusetts to hire a high 
state official. 

Governor Sargent has changed that procedure to the 
point where now he puts on an act of conducting a nation¬ 
wide talent search whenever he has an important state 
post to fill. 

One of the jokes on Beacon Hill is that no 
Massachusetts citizens need apply to the Sargent ad¬ 
ministration for a key state job. 

That, of course, is an exaggeration of the situation. 

Mr. Sargent has appointed a large number of • 
Massachusetts residents to high, well-paying state jobs. 

But he also has imported more persons from outside 
Massachusetts and placed them in major positions in the 
state government than any other Governor in the Bay 
State's history. 

The list of out-of-state imports doesn't stop there. 
After Boone was fired by Sargent because conditions were 
getting too dangerous at the Walpole State Prison, youth¬ 
ful Frank A. Hall was brought here from North Carolina to 
replace Boone. Many observers felt Sarge would have 
done better to pick a career man in the much-abused 
Massachusetts prison system to boost morale, if for no 
other reason.

Dear Editor: 

This is to comment on one of the issues 
raised by "Auburndale Reader," whose 
person and leashed dog were attacked by a 
dog at large—a more realistic coping with the 
dogs in Newton. 

Unfortunately, some owners, owing to 
ignorance or carelessness, allow their dogs to 
run loose all or part of the time. Such owners 
seem to feel that the law does not mean them 
and their dog in their neighborhood at that 
particular time. 

The law that became effective in 
February, 1969, in Newton regarding dogs 
states that no person owning or harboring a 
dog shall suffer or allow it to run at large in 
any of the streets or public places in the City 
of Newton or allow it upon the premises of 
anyone other than the owner or keeper. . 
.without the permission of the owner or oc¬ 
cupant of such premises. It further states that 
no dog shall be permitted in any street or 
public place. . .unless it is effectively 
restrained by a chain or leash not exceeding 
10 feet. . .If owners of dogs are informed of 
this law when they apply for licenses and if 
new residents in the city are so informed, then

we can discount ignorance. Is there any 
provision for this information to be given? 

About 5400 dogs were declared to be in 
Newton at the time the law was passed. At 
• that time, in my immediate neighborhood of 
Randlett Park within a few houses in any 
direction, were about five dogs. Now in this 
same area there are 12 resident dogs. 

A metropolitan paper recently reported 
on a meeting of the American Public Health 
Association. There an investigator stated that 
we need a new view of the man-dog relation- 
that dogs have passed from benign ac¬ 
ceptance as man’s best friend to being a 
source of concern at the political, social, and 
medical levels. 

Dog-related diseases have increased; dog 
contact is increasingly suspected in other 
diseases; bites are responsible for thousands 
of people in the United States having to 
receive the rabies vaccine treatment. Fecal 
disposal is a public health problem. The in¬ 
vestigator noted that adding to the problem is 
the increasing number of animal owners who 
let their pets "roam free, bark, and soil the 
landscape." 

One or more loose dogs cross my lawn 
dally. Two days ago, a pack of four large ones 
passed by at school dismissal time—all 
strangers to the neighborhood. 


With Newton Dogs 


Yesterday, when I walked out, I passed 
on the public street a neighbor's dog that is 
regularly loose. An unaccompanied dog 
comes daily to visit next door from another 
neighborhood. And on and on. Each loose dog 
is an invitation to the next person to let his dog 
run free-just for a little. If even half of say 
5400 dogs in Newton run loose, that is a lot of 
loose-dog hours. 

Keeping one's dog off the street does not 
mean, either, restraining it to the back yard 
for hours or even all day, whether one is home 
or not, for it freely to bark at whim. The issue 
is control. If say just half of the 12 dogs in my 
immediate range are allowed to bark freely 
for two hours over the day, and that seems to 
be the average, that is a lot of nerve-wracking 
noise pollution. 

Dogs have been a problem In Newton that 
I can remember since the grandfathers or 
great-grandfathers of dogs today were 
walking around. In daily walking with a small 
child, I had to fend off gangs of dogs near the 
high school. That was about 22 years ago. We 
have made progress in control-more dogs are 
on leashes more of the time; they are not 
allowed in food stores. But more needs to be 
done, more effectively. 

The dog problem is not only a 
neighborhood problem, and it is apparently 


one that cannot be settled person-to-person. 
Some dog-owners are not willing to believe 
that their lack of control of their particular 
pet could possibly be annoyance or more to 
anyone except an eccentric crank. Possibly 
the only answer is freely to use the available 
services of the dog officers so that the 
magnitude of the problem will be kept before * 
the city officials. Often, the courteous and 
prompt responses of the officers must be 
unrewarding, since the offense that is 
probably part of a pattern will have ceased to 
exist; but a sufficient number of complaints 
can pinpoint the regularity of offenders. 

It seems a shameful waste of public 
money and important police time to ask the 
police department to remind a neighbor of 
something that he should out of personal and 
civid pride automatically practice. But there 
seems no suitable alternative. 

People cannot be coerced into obeying 
this law, really, if they do not want to and if 
they feel they can get away with disregarding 
it. But if the whole business of maintaining 
obnoxious dog situations is sufficiently 
publicized and made sufficiently socially 
unacceptable, both the human and the canine 
societies can be made better off.

munity Affairs. The Recreation Department 
expends $17,500 for recreation leaders and 
custodians at community schools, and the 
School Department contributes $18,000 worth 
of personnel. 

It was noted at the meeting that many of 
the recreation programs and expenses 
preceded the Community Schools Program. 

Fink objected to a part of the proposed 
ordinance which stated that the Recreation 
Department would have priority over the 
needs of the Community Schools Commission 
in the use of gyms, swimming pools, and other 
indoor and outdoor sports facilities. 

Fink stated that "the School Committee 
has final power over the use of schools." 

Fink added that the School Committee 
has done everything possible to accomodate 
the needs of the Recreation Department. 

Beckwith called the language of the or¬ 
dinance "an intrusion on the School Com¬ 
mittee." 

"Our main concern is to get the com¬ 
munity schools to use the recreation depart¬ 
ment; not to separate them,” commented 
Elgelson. 

Penney had pointed out that in other 
towns recreation programs have been ousted 
by community school programs. The in¬ 
clusion of the priority system in the ordinance 
was an attempt to avert this possibility. 

Mrs. Rubin remarked that "up until now 
the Community School Commission and the 
Recreation Commission have gotten along 
fine. We haven’t tried to usurp them." 

A proposal for METCO funding will be 


presented to the School Committee at a 
special meeting, Dec. 19, 

According to a report by Director of Pupil 
Personnel Services John Culllnane, It had 
previously been assumed that the METCO 
program was part of a two-year program 
under the Interdistrict Transfer (IDT) sec¬ 
tion of the Emergency School Aid Act 
(ESAA). 

"We learned in mid-November that the 
IDT section of ESAA will not be funded next 
year," reported Cullinane. 

Cullinane added that “there is a 
possibility of 1974-75 funding for the essential 
parts of this year’s ESAA program under the 
basic grants section of the law. 

It has been decided that towns previously 
part of the IDT group will seek Individual 
funding. The deadline for submitting a 
proposal to the United States Office of 
Education is Dec. 26. 

Mrs. Katherine Jones, METCO coor¬ 
dinator, gave a report to the School Com¬ 
mittee on the IDT program. 

Tye program has included faculty 
workshops and student Interns at ESSA target 
schools. Mrs. Jones remarked that “a lot of 
things developed in the program can be used 


in curriculum In schools." 

In other action, the School Committee 
heard discussion of an Arthur D. Little study 
on business management services. 

School Committeeman Richard Douglas 
commented that "the A D. little report deals 
with scarce resources. This is one of the most 
important problems a school system can 
face." 

Douglas referred to a part of the report 
which claimed that “tension between the 
Business Services Division and other parts of 
the school system is at a level which is higher 
than in any other school system In which we 
have worked.” 

“We may have to make a kind of leap 
where clients (teachers and principals) and 
business personnel have a sharing of in¬ 
formation to bring about trust,” Douglas 
remarked. 

"We need an equitable distribution of 
scarce resources," Douglas added. "We are 
going to have to share the dilemma of scar¬ 
city." 

Fink commented that “we are not putting 
the A. D. little report aside. We went through 
every item on the report and decided whose 
responsibility it was.”

A little girl is brought to the 
emergency room of a suburban 
hospital suffering from a rare 
skin infection that the attending 
doctor has neither seen nor read 
about since leaving medical 
school several years ago. 

How should treatment begin? 
Have any advances been made 
in arresting the condition since 
the doctor studied it six years 
ago? 

A while ago these questions 
might have become nightmares 
for a doctor practicing far from 
a major medical school library. 
Today doctors affiliated with 
one of the 12 hospitals belonging 
to the West Suburban Hospital 
Association (WHSA) have rapid 
retrieval of information at their 
disposal thanks to the newly 
formed Consortium for Infor¬ 
mation Resources (CIR), whose 
office is at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

The 12 hospitals now pool 
th°ir education and training

Using the “strength in| 
numbers” theory, the hospitals 
hope to pool their resources so 
that they can avoid duplicating 
purchases of rarely used 
journals yet have these 
materials available for the 
combined use of all members. 

A 12-member board will vote 
on which materials to acquire to 
suppliment existing library 
collections. Where these books 
will go will depend largely on 
the orientation of the hospital, 
the si7.e and supervision of its 
library facilities and the needs 
of its patient population. 

All hospitals are encouraged 
to own the basic books included 
in the core library concept, 
which suggests that some 100 
books and 60 journals be 
available permanently for users 
at each hospital setting. 

These 160 items were 
regarded as indispensible by 
some 2,000 doctors and allied 
health personnel who par¬ 
ticipated in an extensive survey 
concerning what they would 
take with them before setting up 
practice in some remote out¬ 
post. 

The pioneers of the core 
concept were Dr Norman 
Stearns, former director of 
medical education at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, and Wendy 
Ratcliff Fink who is also project 
coordinator for the Consortium 
and drafter of the original grant 
proposal funded by the National 
Library of Medicine for three 
years. 

It is hoped that the Con¬ 
sortium will serve as a pilot 
model which could be replaced 
in other parts of the country. 

“The pooled medical library 
is designed not only to help the 
doctor deal with the vast 
aggregation of medical 
literature but also to serve the 
nursing staff and allied medical 
personnel," Mrs. Fink is quick 
to point out.

and where he gave information about the Sherter 
case to police.

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Instead Of Weekend Trips 
Visit The Museum Of Science 


The gasoline shortage doesn't 
have to mean an end to weekend 
trips. 

Now is the ideal time to 
weekend In your own backyard - 
- at some of the many out¬ 
standing cultural institutions in 
greater Boston. A good place to 
start is Boston's Museum of 
Science, on the MBTA Green 
Line. It's only a five-minute 
walk from the Science Park 
stop to the Museum's main 
entrance. 

The Museum's diversified 
schedule includes a 
Planetarium program and a 
science show twice a day on 
both Saturday and Sunday. In 
addition, brief demonstrations 
of live animals, electricity, and 
chemistry usually alternate 
with the Talking Transparent 
Woman demonstration. 

During December the 
Museum is also showing a color 
film, “Adventures in Per¬ 
ception,” which relates to the 
exhibition of prints by the Dutc 
artist, M.C. Escher, now 
Museum's Design Acs 


Gallery. The free, 20-minute 
film runs Saturday anil Sunday 
at 12:30, 2:15 and 4:15 p in. If 
organizations wish to see the 
film at another time during a 
group visit, they may arrange 
to do so through the Education 
Department. 

The current Planetarium 
program (Dec. 4-30), 
"Bethlehem Star over Boston," 
considers several astronomical 
theories cxplaing the Christmas 
star. A view of Santa Claus and 
his elves at the North Pole is 
traditionally a part of the 
program. In January when 
Comet Kohoutek is expected to 
be visible to the naked eye, the 
Planetarium program will be 
devoted to this spectacular 
event and to comparisons with 
comets of the past.

packaged set of rules that will 
serve for all time or a 
collection of various laws and 
reports on zoning, open space, 
recreation, traffic, and so on. 

The big problem is that the 
charter does not define the 
comprehensive plan, nor does 
it prescribe its method of 
formulation. 

The present City Charter 
was adopted in 1971, and there 
is still nothing that can be 
called a "comprehensive 
plan." 

The charter, besides 
requiring the existence of a 
comprehensive plan, requires 
the plan to be submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen by the 
mayor. The board shall then 
refer the plan to the Planning 
Board for its recom¬ 
mendations. 

After these steps the Board 
must hold a public hearing on 
the proposed comprehensive 
plan and mast by resolution 
adopt it with or without 
amendment. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas sees the com¬ 
prehensive plan as a fluid, 
ever-changing program. 

In a "background paper" on 
tiie comprehensive planning 
process.

what he believes are the 
shortcomings of previous 
attempts at formulating a 
comprehensive plan and sets 
forth his approach to the 
development of the plan. 

In traditional planning, 
Thomas says, the needs for 
revision become manifest only 
after parts of the plan have 
been adopted and im¬ 
plemented, not during the 
process. 

Other defects suffered by 
the planning process have 
been questionable validity of 
goals and objectives and 
ineffective citizen par¬ 
ticipation, Thomas says. 

To remedy these defects, 
Thomas proposes that 
Newton’s comprehensive 
planning process "blend 
citizen participation with a 
structured set of Planning 
Department staff activities. 

In this process citizen input 
concerning goals and ob¬ 
jectives would be obtained in 
two phases-on a city-wide 
basis, expressed in 
generalities, and on a 
"village" basis, with citizen 
participation in each iden¬ 
tifiable village in the city. 

The Planning Department 
staff has been continuously 
preparing an "inventory" of 
the city-a collection and 
tabulation of data about many 
facets of the city. 

The next step in the com¬ 
prehensive planning process 
would be an evaluation of 
these data in relation to the 
goals and objectives ex¬ 
pressed by citizens.

Elm Trees 
Doing Well 

The 15 Newton elm trees 
treated for Dutch elm disease 
by Ixtwden, Inc., of Needham 
are doing as well as can be 
expected, Dr. Arthur Costonis 
of the Lowden firm said this 
week. 

Although the full effect of the 
antibiotic infusion will not be 
known until the trees leaf out in 
the spring, Costonis said, “The 
prognosis is good.” 

The treatment was begun 
Aug. 21. An evaluation was 
made on Sept. 9 and again in 
October. 

So far none of the trees have 
died, although six were "in bad 
shape," Costonis said. Six 
control (untreated) trees will 
probably be dead by next July, 
he estimated. 

The October visual ob¬ 
servation and biopsy showed 
the trees originally in the 
poorest condition to be in fair 
condition now, and some trees 
in good condition.

pressed goals and the city's 
capabilities to achieve those 
goals. 

The ne:.. step in the com¬ 
prehensive planning process 
would be an evaluation of 
these data in relation to the 
goals and objectives ex¬ 
pressed by citizens. 

Another participatory 
process would be next, in 
which citizens would be asked 
to express a set of priorities 
based on previously expressed 
goals and the city's 
capabilities to achieve those 
goals. 

After the establishment of 
priorities, the plan alter¬ 
natives would be presented for 
public review. At this stage 
revision of priorities may 
have to take place, which 
might require revaluation of 
goals and objectives. 

During these phases a 
continuing relationship bet¬ 
ween Planning Department 
and citizens should be 
developed, aimed at a con¬ 
tinual review process. 

The program to be created 
by the Planning Department 
to implement results of the 
comprehensive planning 
process would include the 
annual capital improvement 
program, amendments to the 
zoning and other ordinances, 
development of new municipal 


services, and other activities. 

Thomas emphasizes that the 
process is complex, requiring 
a substantial investment in 
time and resources on the part 
of the citizens of Newton and 
the city’s Planning Depart¬ 
ment. 


"However, this investment 
should result in plans and 
programs for the city of 
Newton the background paper 
concludes, "which will, when 
implemented, direct the city 
toward the goals it wishes to 
attain.”

THE NEWTON 
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Program 
At The Hayden 
Planetarium 

Was the original Christmas 
star a comet? 

Some astronomers theorize 
that it could have been. Others 
advance different explanations 
for the celestial light that 
heralded the Nativity. This 
year's Christmas program at 
the Charles Hayden 
Planetarium, Museum of 
Science, offers a visual 
discussion of these various 
hypotheses. 

If that bright beacon was an 
astronomical phenomenon, it 
might have been a planet of 
unusual brilliance, the product 
of a meteor shower, a super¬ 
nova, or a great comet. The 
Christmas Planetarium 
program, "Bethlehem Star 
Over Boston," gives Museum 
visitors a chance to weigh the 
evidence supporting each of 
these intriguing possibilities. 

The Planetarium projector 
rolls back the centuries to show 
the sky as it appeared between 4 
and (i b.c. A comparison of the 
original Christmas sky to this 
year’s winter sky points up 
similarities that could be clues 
to the nature of the Bethlehem 
star. 

If the Christmas star was a 
great comet, it could have been 
sitnilur to Comet Kohoutek, 
predicted to illuminate the 
January night sky this winter. 
Visitors will learn where and 
when to look for the Comet so 
that they may witness this 
celestial event themselves. 

The other traditional 
Christmas vision in the sky, 
Santa and his reindeer making 
their yearly rounds, will not be 
overlooked in the Planetarium 
program, and special holiday 
treats will include a visit to the 
North Pole. 

“Bethlehem Star Over 
Boston" will be given daily 
from December 4 through 
December 30. As with all 
Planetarium programs, there is 
a 50 cents entrance fee in ad¬ 
dition to Museum admission. 


Balance 
Wheels 
For Comfort

Balancing your car's wheels 
requires a relatively small 
investment that can provide big 
dividends in terms of better 
steering control, extended life 
for tires and front-end com¬ 
ponents, and smoother riding. 

There are two types of out-of¬ 
balance comlitions-static and 
dynamic-arid both should be 
checked. Static imbalance 
means that a heavy spot exists 
on the circumference of the 
wheel and tire assembly. By 
attaching lead weights to the 
wheel rim opposite the heavy 
spot, this condition can be 
corrected. If not corrected, the 
effect of the heavy spot is 
magnified as the speed of the 
car increases, causing the 
wheel and tire to hop or bounce 
up and down. This condition is 
referred to as "wheel tramp" 
and can occur in the front and 
rear wheels, causing vibrations 
throughout the entire car. 

Dynamic imbalance indicates 
a heavy spot toward the inner or 
outer edge of the lire or wheel 
which causes the wheel 
assembly to shake from side to 
side or to shimmy at certain 
speeds. This condition is 
transmitted through the 
steering column to the steering 
wheel where you can feel the 
vibration. It is corrected by 
placing lead weights on the 
inside or outside of llie wheel 
opposite the heavy spot. 

Wheels should lie balanced 
every time your tires are 
rotated or replaced, or when 
brake drums or discs are 
replaced or resurfaced. In the 
latter case, the replacement 
brake drum or disc brake rotor 
is assembled with the tire and 
wheel and all three should be 
balanced as a unit, either on or 
off the car. Driginal equipment 
drums and rotors are balanced 
at the factory, so it is normally 
not necessary to have them 
balanced with the tire and 
wheel when the wheels are 
balanced off the car. 

While wheel balance is 
suspect whenever you feel 
vibration, other items that 
could cause or contribute to the 
problem are poorly adjusted or 
worn wheel bearings, weak 
springs, worn shock absorbers, 
steering components and 
universal.

Question: Would you please reprint the 
recipe for Mamma Leone’s Italian Rum 
Cake. Alice Pitts, Norwood 

Answer: A mouth-watering dessert at 
any time, here is the delectable: 

MAMMA LEONE’S 
ITALIAN RUM CAKE 
6 egg yolks 
6 tablespoons oil 
1 cup sugar 
Pinch of salt 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
Vi teaspoon lemon juice 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups cake flour, sifted 
6 tablespoons water 

6 egg whites 
1V4 cups sugar 
14 teaspoon cream of tartar 
V » cup white rum 

Take two mixing bowls; one large and 
one small. In the large bowl place the egg 
yolks, oil, sugar, salt, baking powder, lemon, 
vanilla, sifted cake flour and water. With an 
electric mixer set at medium speed, beat for 8 
minutes. Wash and dry prongs of mixer. In 
second bowl place the egg whites. Set mixer 
at high speed and beat until frothy. Add sugar 
and cream of tartar and beat for 3 minutes, or 
until mixture holds peaks. Carefully fold egg 
white mixture into egg yolk mixture until all 
egg white mixture disappears. Pour mixture 
into a large 9 or 10-inch greased and floured 
cake pan and place immediately into a 
preheated 350 degree oven. Bake for 50-60 
minutes. Test to make sure cake is done. Cool 
cake in pan for 10-15 minutes. Remove and cut 
cake lengthwise into three layers. Sprinkle 
the rum on top of each layer. Set aside. 

FILLING 
4 cups of milk 
1 cup sugar 

4 tablespoons cornstarch 
4 eggs 

3 tablespoons cocoa (or melted chocolate) 
Bring 3 cups milk and the sugar to boil. 

Add corn starch and eggs to the remaining 
cup of cold milk; beat lightly. Add to boiling 
milk and cook for 2 minutes, stirring con¬ 
stantly. For chocolate layer, add cocoa or 
melted chocolate to half of the filling. Mix 
thoroughly. Cool fillings. On a cake 
platter, place bottom layer of cake. Spread 
evenly with chocolate filling. Cover with 
second layer of cake and spread evenly with 
white filling. Spread whipped cream or your 
favorite butter frosting over the top and sides 
of the cake. Keep in refrigerator at least one 
hour before serving. Serves 20 people.

BAKED TEMPLE ORANGES 
6 Florida Temple oranges 
Raisins 
2 cups sugar 
lVi cups orange Juice 
4 whole cloves 

1 3-lnch piece stick cinnamon 


Wash oranges. Make 6-8 vertical cuts in 
skin of each orange from the blossom end to 
about 1-inch from the bottom. Pull peel down 
and turn the pointed end in. Remove white 
membrane. Loosen sections at the center and 
pull apart slightly.

Vi teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon soy sauce 
One-third cup corn oil 

2 cups uncooked rice 
2V4 cups chicken stock 

Y« cup minced green pepper 
4 cup thinly sliced scallions or white 
onions 

Y« cup thinly sliced celery 
Vi cup finely shredded Chinese cabbage 
or lettuce 

Combine chicken, salt and soy sauce and 
let stand 10-15 minutes to blend flavors. Heat 
com oil over medium heat or In electric 
skillet set at 350 degrees. Add rice and fry, 
stirring frequently, until golden brown. 
Reduce heat to simmer and gradually add 
marinated chicken and chicken stock. Cover 
pan and cook 15 to 20 minutes (time varies 
with the type of rice used). Remove cover the 
last few minutes of cooking. Increase heat to 
moderate, add pepper, onions, celery; mix 
into the rice. Continue cooking uncovered a 
few minutes or until rice is tender—not soft, 
and liquid is absorbed. Stir in cabbage or 
lettuce and serve immediately. Serves 6.

Due to the energy crisis that 
the nation is faced with, Chief 
Frederick A. Perkins, Jr., of the 
Newton Fire Department, 
realizes that many people will 
improvise various means of 
heating their homes. With this 
thought in mind the Chief is¬ 
sues the following warnings: 

Space heaters: Section 25 of 
Chapter 148 of the General I-aws 
of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts forbids the use 
of this unit in a building used for 
habitation. 

Electric heaters: When 
purchasing an electric unit, for 
use, make sure that it carries 
the approval of either the 
Underwriters laboratories or 
Factory Mutual Testing 
Laboratory. If the cord is not of 
sufficient length to reach the 
outlet, you must use a heavy 
duty cord which is of adequate 
carrying capacity for the 
voltage required. 

Sun bowls and other portable 
electric units: These units 
create a very definite fire 
hazard due to the exposed 
heating coil. They must be 
properly located—away from 
exposed flammable material, 
not blocking an exit, securely 
set so as not to tip over, and 
positively shut of when leaving 
the room. Never leave unit 
unattended. 

Fireplaces: If the use of a 
fireplace is contemplated have 
it checked by a qualified 
chimney or fireplace person to 
make sure it is properly con¬ 
structed and in good operating 
condition.

stoves must be connected to 
non-combustible masonary 
permanently Installed chimney. 
The use of smoke pipe or metal 
chimnevs carried throueh the 
roof or side walls is prohibited. 
They must be raised off the 
floor and located a safe distance 
from the walls to allow proper 
circulation of air. 

Oil burning kitchen ranges: If 
you convert your oil burning 
kitchen range back to a solid 
fuel burner make sure that a 
draft device is re-installed in 


the smoke pipe. 

Before using any type of 
electric heaters have your 
wiring checked by a licensed 
electrician. 

When burning wood in 
fireplace make sure that a 
proper spark screen is in place. 
Use only wood that does not 
shower a large amount of 
sparks when burning. 

It is illegal to store gasoline in 
any amount without first ob¬ 
taining a permit from the Chief 
of the Fire Department. 


If using a gas log or charcoal 
in your fireplace or barbecue 
grill make sure they arc 
properly vented and that there 
is a sufficient amount of oxygen 
entering the area for complete 
combustion. 

Chief Perkins feels sure that 
if people consider fire safety as 
as the most important fact 
before installing temporary or 
make shift heating uits in their 
homes they shall come through 
this energy crisis with a 
minimum amount of discom¬ 
fort.

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Energy Crisis Hits Home 


. NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
energy crisis, unlike some 
headline-making news, is one 
that hits home. Every home. 

It behooves each homeowner 
to do what he can to save 
energy—fuel oil, heating gas, 
electricity. If he doesn’t, it 
won't be a faceless "somebody” 
that suffers the consequences. 
It will be his own family. 

From the experts come a 
welter of tips on how to keep 
warm using less fuel, how to use 
appliances most efficiently. 

"The single most effective 
way in which to save heating 
fuel without sacrificing comfort 
is to install a humidifier that 
puts from 15 to 25 gallons of 
moisture into the air each day,” 
according to John P. Farrell, 
marketing manager of the 
Tappan Air Conditioning 
Division, Elyria, Ohio. 
Evaporation Reduced 

"Installation of a humidifier, 
in conjunction with the govern¬ 
ment recommendation for turn¬ 
ing down your thermostat six 
degrees, could save the home- 
owner as much as 25 per cent of 
his fuel bill, while maintaining a 
lower but acceptable level of 
comfort. A humidifier, alone, 
could save 15 per cent of that,” 
Farrell said. 

He explained the physiologi¬ 
cal reactions and laws of 
physics governing this. 
‘‘Perspiration evaporating 
from the skin cools the body. 
The rate of evaporation and, 
consequently, cooling of the 
body, is much higher when the 
humidity is very low. By in¬ 
creasing the humidity in the 
house, the rate of evaporation is 
reduced and the body's natural 
cooling mechanism slowed.” 

Farrell recommended also 
the following general practices 
for conservation of heat and 
fuel: 

—Wear warmer clothing and 
turn down the thermostat a few 
extra degrees. 

—Turn the thermostat still 
lower at night, when you go to 
bed; 

—Install storm windows; 

—Caulk and weatherstrip all 
windows and doors against 
leaks; 

Add Insulation 

Guy 0. Mabry, vice president 
of Owens-Coming Fiberglas 
Corp., says adding insulation to 
a poorly insulated home can 
lower home heating costs by as 
much as 30 per cent—for 
savings of more than $100 a year 
for the owner of an average size 
“home in an area with moderate 
winter temperatures.

Boston College Closes Season 
With Victory Over Holy Cross

Nine-hundred and ninety-nine yards? 

Some defensive battle. Nine-hundred and ninety-nine? 

Yep. A game filled with runs, passes, touchdowns and 
most of all, yards. Boston College rumbled past Holy Cross, 
42-21, last Saturday in Worcester. 

BC completed its season at 7-1 by piling up 535 yards 
and letting its defense (which allowed a mere 464) do the 
rest. 

The meetings of the arch-rival Jesuit schools was 
supposed to be a massacre, but while BC won by three 
touchdowns, it definitely faced more firepower from a 
Crusader team which finished 5-6, than it expected. 

These guys were not fooling around on a cold December 
afternoon. They wanted to keep moving and they did. 

The Eagles, who have been known to go berserk on 
offense, like a week earlier when they creamed UMass, 59- 
14, were 17-point favorites. Holy Cross, which lost 5-3 to 
Syracuse this season had no excuse for its offensive energy, 
other than staying warm. 

Mike Esposito, the wild halfback from Wilmington, 
rushed for 192 yards and upped his season and career school 
running marks to 1,282 and 2,219 yards, respectively, and 
his point total to 108 with his 18th touchdown. He received 
the O'Melia Award as the Most Valuable Player in the 
game. 

Flanker Mel Briggs also collected some notable marks. 


Briggs scored three times on two pass receptions and one 
end-around play. Briggs eclipsed school records for most 
career catches, 88. and yards receiving, 1,401. 

Phil Bennett, who had his day in the sun last week, 
totaled 75 yards on the ground. 

But the Holy Cross show was also worth watching. 
Fullback Steve Buchanan bulled his way for 107 yards 
rushing, and quarterback Pete Vaas completed 24 of 42 
passes for 292 yards. 

BC was in a close game through three quarters. It was 
7-7 after one, 14-14 at the half, and still only 28-21 after three. 

In the fourth quarter, the Eagle defense, which has 
faced tougher people than Holy Cross has all year, finally 
got mad and shut off the hosts while BC tallied its last 14 
points. 

So the season is complete. BC beat its local rivals, beat 
a southern team seemingly for the first time since the end of 
the Civil War, and totaled up some mighty fance offensive 
statistics. 

But there was no bowl game. Games the Eagles should 
never have lost, to Syracuse and Miami most notably, 
darken the record. 

The losses to Pittsburgh and Tulane were simply games 
the Eagles didn’t deserve to win. 

Not bad, though, 7-4. Certainly a heck of a lot better 
than 1972's 4-7.

Legislation which will require 
mental health insurance 
coverage in medical insurance 
policies was enacted in the 
Massachusetts House and 
Senate on Wednesday, Nov. 28, 
and sent to the Governor for 
signature. 

Rep. Lois G. Pines, (D- 
Newton) who spoke in support 
of this bill at the public hearing, 
held by the Insurance Com¬ 
mittee of the Massachusetts 
Legislature, stated: “This 
legislation will guarantee 
coverage for mental illness on 
an in-patient and out-patient 
basis in all health insurance 
policies issued on or after 
January 1, 1976.” 

She continued: "While we 
have made great advances in 
the past 50 years for the men¬ 
tally and emotionally ill - from 
chain and shackles and prison 
cells to viable drug and 
psychiatric therapy, we have 
not made commensurate gains 
in providing for uniform 
treatment for all who need it. 

“The public still shies away 
from confrontation with the 
complex and controversial 
issue of mental health,” Rep. 
Pines added. "At a time when 
the social stigma which is 
historically attached to mental 


illness be discarded, it is 
patently absurd that many 
health insurance policies 
provide full or 80 percent 
coverage for a broken leg or 
physical examination >'t no 
coverage for a psychic injury or 
condition which may very well 
be equally severe or 
debilitating. 

"This legislation represents a 
substantial step forward in 
providing health care to all 


citizens of the Commonwealth 
and eliminating discrimination 
against mental illness.” 

Rep. Pines, an active sup¬ 
porter of quality medical care 
was a sponsor of a recently 
enacted law which upgrades the 
quality of Emergency Medical 
Care in the Commonwealth. 
This legislation was originally 
filed by the Massachusetts 
Association for Mental Health, 
Inc. 


Propane Experiment 
Fizzles Out Slowly 


As the city’s supply of 
propane fuel runs out, so will 
the great propane experiment 
of 1972. 

In November, 1972, two city 
vehicles - one street Depart¬ 
ment sedan and one packer 
truck - were converted to burn 
propane instead of gasoline. 
The conversion was done at no 
cost to the city by the Petrolane 
Co. of Coventry, R.I. 

Director of Public Works 
Richard Dudman said this 
week, “From our records, 
propane showed no major gain 
over gas usage, and there 


seems to be no change in 
maintenance required." 

“We will probably continue 
using the propane until it is 
gone, then return the vehicles to 
gasoline,” Dudman said. 

Reports presented by 
Petrolane showed equivalent 
mileage and operating 
characteristics, but lower fuel 
and maintenance costs, in 
propane-burning vehicles. 

Major benefits of propane are 
a 70-90 per cent reduction in. 
harmful emissions and less 
engine wear.

From One Card 
To Billions 



Most of the traditions of the 
Christmas season have evolved 
over the centuries from so 
many obscure sources and 
different cultures that their 
exact origins are almost im¬ 
possible to trace. 

But there is one outstanding 
exception: the exchange of 
greeting cards. This social 
custom, which is now almost 
universally observed, is one of 
the youngest of our holiday 
traditions. 

The very first card, 
authorities now agree, is the 
[celebrated Cole-Horsley, 
designed and printed in I/indon 
in 1843. Only a dozen of the 
original 1,000 copies are known 
to exist and two of these, in¬ 
cluding the only unsigned and 
unposted specimen are part of 
the Hallmark Historical 
| Collection, the world's largest 
private repository of greeting 
cards and related memorabilia. 
Safekeeping 

When not on display in 
museums and similar in- 
stutitons, the collection is filed 
in a specially-constructed vault 
at Hallmark Cards In Kansas 
| City, Mo. 

Sir Henry Cole, a wealthy 
London gentleman, and founder 
of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, asked his friend, John 
IC. Horsley, noted artist and 
| member of the Royal Academy, 
to design the now-famous card 
as an unusual means of ex¬ 
pressing his kind wishes to 
friends at the holiday season. 

This was the golden age of 
Christms in England, a time 
when the holidays were ob¬ 
served with greater reverence 
and more elaborate 
celebrations than in any period 
before or since. 

The personal exchange of 
good wishes, visiting homes to 
toast a friend's good health, 

[ carol-singing, bringing in the 
Yule log, and great family 
| dinners were all in vogue. 

The year that Sir Henry’s 
I card appeared incidentally, was 
also the year in whichanother of 
his friends, Charles Dickens, 

| published "A Christmas Carol." 
the immortal story of Ebenezer 
| Scrooge, Bob Cratchit and Tiny 
[Tim. 

The first Christmas card had 
j three panels. The large center 
J panel showed a family dinner 
|gathcringand the two side panels 
illustrated the still popular 
holiday charities of feeding the 
hungry and clothing the needy. 
Beneath the illustrations was 
the universal greeting: "A 


Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year." 

Well Researched 

An American antiquarian and 
international authority on 
greeting cards, Carroll A. 
Means of Woodbridge, Conn., 
was instrumental in the 
research that proved the Cole- 
Horsley to be the first Christ¬ 
mas card. And in 1959, Means 
was commissioned to institute a 
search for copies of the original. 

That year he traced one 
specimen through the family of 
Sir Rowland Hill, founder of 
penny postage in England, and 
two years later, Mans brought 
the second Cole-Horsley to this 
country, the unsigned 
specimen. 

Christmas cards were first 
offered "to the trade"by an 
English publishing house in the 
1860's. They carried such 
designs as jolly old gentlemen 
(who might have been the' 
forebears of Santa Claus), plum 
puddings, holly and mistletoe. 

At this point, the production of 
cards coincided with use of 
ornamental paper and color 
reliefs. They were usually 
either lithographed in copper¬ 
plate engravings or colored by 
hand, as was the Cole-Horsley. 

Followed Trend 

Lithographs were crudely 
stenciled in color, cut out and 
pasted on the card, and plain 
embossed reliefs were tinted. 
The cards attest to the Victorian 
trend toward embellishment. 
“Frosting" was a new method 
of decoration. 

It was originally produced by 
a substance made from fine 
glass blown into bubbles and 
then burst. 

At the end of the 19th Century, 
a decoration known as 
"jeweling" became popular. 
This effect was obtained from a 
thin film of copper which was 
heated after being chemically 
treated. 

Lace paper was also used 
extensively. And ultimately, 
just about every other means of 
deocration was used including 
natural grass, seaweed, dried 
flowers, crewel-work, velvet 
and chenille, and anything else 
that could be adhered to paper. 

The first Christmas cards 
were introduced in America in 
1875 by 1-ouis Prang of Boston, a 
German immigrant. They 
were much admired at the 
Philadelphia Centennial 
Exposition and proved to be an 
immediate success.

Chess 

Chatter

Many of the junior members I come into contact with at 
the Newton Club are fairly proficient at the game for their 
age or Just enjoy chess for the sake of playing chess. 

And yet, when I suggest that they make the big step 
upwards from the club player level to competing in a real 
tournament, they freeze! There is nothing mysterious or 
frightening in the change, except perhaps for the ase of the 
chess clock. However, that is a simple operation and is 
quickly forgotten once play starts. Nationally rated play is 
fun. you meet new friends, and once you obtain a U.S. Chess 
Federation (USCF) rating of your playing ability, it urges 
you to climb their ladder of success. So, why not? 

A typical example of a youth who made the jump is 9th 
grader Daniel Shimon of the Highlands. He combines chess 
with varsity soccer and track at Week's Junior High, and 
plays for the Newton South Chess team. I met Danny at a 
tournament in Boston a few years ago where he was just 
watching. Although he has played since he was seven, he 
typically took quite a while to discover the world of tour¬ 
nament competition. He joined the Newton Chess Club 
shortly thereafter, and entered a non-rated scholastic 
tournament in Boston. Unsurprisingly enough, he won It 
with a perfect 5-0 score. Moving to USCF rated play, he 
began a trophy collection by winning consistently. During 
the past half year, he has scored victories in the Boston 
Summer Scholastics, Bay State Summer Scholastics, 
Boston Junior High Scholastics and the list continues. 

So I ask, junior high and elementary kids, what is 
keeping you? A small USCF tournament, complete with 
beginner sections in elementary, junior high, high 
school and adult divisions, will be held at Newton YMCA on 
December 15.

Each year since, the Friday 
after Thanksgiving, Calao ble¬ 
aches his beard, picks up his 
bag and starts "working" 
private parties, schools and 
hospitals. 

Satisfying Work 

“I get the satisfaction of 
pleasing the kids," Calao said. 
"Basically, I give the kids the 
notion that they haven't been 
forgotten.” 

Calao blames the 
materialism of so many 
children who perch on his knee 
nowadays on the impact of 
television commercials. 
Religion, he says, and the spirit 
of the birth of Christ, rarely are 
mentioned. 

"The kids talk strictly about 
material items," he said. "For 
the merchant, it’s good. But it's 
a bad thing for the average 
spirit of Christmas."

Out of Boston’s economic 
distress, the nebula of a united 
people emerged. The people of 
Charleston. S.C., sent rice; 
Brooklyn provided 125 sheep. 
Meal and flour came from 
Maryland, codfish from the 
fishermen of Marblehead. Sup¬ 
plies of rye and bread reached 
the idle mercantile center from 
Baltimore. The people of Boston 
themselves set up what 
amounted almost to a com¬ 
munity work project. 

Colonies Rally 

There were other manifesta¬ 
tions of potential rebellion. The 
people of Suffolk County, Mass., 
passed and sent to the Con¬ 
tinental Congress in Phila¬ 
delphia what became known as 
the "Suffolk Resolves." Adopt¬ 
ed by the Congress, they 
pledged that if the British forces 
took offensive action in Boston, 
the people of the other colonies 
would come to the aid of the 
beleaguered Bostonians. 

Minutcmen units began drill¬ 
ing on village greens throughout 
New England. On Dec. 13, 1774, 
less than a year after the Tea 
Party, a group of New 
Englanders raided the British 
stronghold of Fort William and 
Mary at Portsmouth, N.H., and 
carried off powder and small 
arms stored there. 

Paul Revere had ridden there 
as he had ridden to New York 
and Philadelphia as a courier 
for the rebels. He had another 
road to ride only four months 
later. This one led to Lexington 
and Concord.

The meeting is jointly 
sponsored by the Newton, 
Wellesley, Weston Committee 
to Establish Community 
Residences for the Retarded, 
Inc., the Newton Chapter, 
Greater Boston Association for 
Retarded Citizens, and the 
Newton Special Class PTA. 

Citizen advocacy is individual 
relationships between volun¬ 
teers (advocates) and the 
mentally handicapped 
(proteges). 

There are no set formulas for 
the relationships. They supply 
whatever the protege needs, 
from help with basic personal 
skills to help in dealing with 


agencies, institutions and 
employers. They can be con¬ 
cerned with problem-solving or 
with a simple, warm accepting 
friendship, or a combination of 
the two.

Conservation Laws 
To Be Explained 


A briefing by Mrs. Alexandra 
Dawson of the Conservation 
Law Foundation of New 
England, Inc., for the Com¬ 
missioners, members of the 
Newton Assessing Department, 
and others, on assessing 
policies and procedures with 
respect to lands affected by 
conservation restrictions. 

As authorized by Chapter 184, 
Sections 23-33 of the General 
I^aws, landowners may grant to 
a governmental body or to a 
charitable corporation or trust 
a restriction with the intent of 
retaining a specific parcel of 
land predominantly in its 
natural, scenic and open con¬ 
dition, in agricultural, farming 
or torest use. 

Such a grant oi restriction in 
Newton would require the 
approval of the Board of 
Aldermen and of the Com¬ 
missioner of Natural Resour¬ 
ces, 
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As with other charitable gifts, 
the landowner who donates a 
conservation restriction is 
permitted to deduct for income 
tax purposes the value of the 
y restriction as interpreted by 
United States Treasury 
regulations. 

Also, under the law of 
Massachusetts and many other 
states, the land's assessment 
for property tax purposes must 
reflect the decrease in value for 
development purposes and the 
annual property tax on a 
restricted parcel should be less 
than it would be if the restric¬ 
tion had not been granted. 

It is this latter process which 
Mrs. Dawson's briefing will 
emphasize. 

The agenda for these 
meetings may include other 
items of business which may 
properly come before the 
Commission. The meeting is 
open to the public.

The Newton Redevelcomcnt Authority 
(NRA) voted a third time this week to 
rescind its June 11 vote designating 
Woodland Realty Trust as developer of 
parcels C and B1 in the Lower Falls 
project. 

The Authority also scheduled a special 
meeting for Saturday, Dec. 15, at 9:30 a.m. 
to select a developer for the commercial 
parcels. 

The NRA had previously voted on Oct. 
15 and Nov. 8 to rescind its June vote 
designating Woodland Realty. Challenges 
of both of these votes had been made, and 
the Authority thought it best to revote the 
recession. 

The Oct. 15 vote, which occurred at a 
special meeting, was challenged by Robert 
G. Davidson, former chairman of the 
NRA. Davidson claimed that “the notice 
and the call of the meeting did not state 
that such action would be undertaken or 
considered." 

The NRA asked its counsel, Jaffe and 
Stimpson, for a legal opinion on the 
validity of the Oct. 15 vote. 

Jaffe and Stimpson's opinion stated 
that "the rescission vote of Oct. 15, 1973, 
was invalid in that it was not included in 
the notice to the members of the meeting." 

The Nov. 8 vote was doubted on 
similar grounds. Authority member 
Margaret Smith questioned at a Dec. 6 
meeting whether notice was required of 
the Nov 8 vote also 

Joel Leighton, chairman of the Lower 


Falls Project Area Committee (I DP AC) 
read from a section of the "Robert's Rules 
of Order" which stated that a motion to 
rescind requires previous notice. 

Authority member Richard Clarey 
responded that "Robert's Rules doesn't 
govern us." 

The NRA still thought it best to revote 
the rescission this week. It approved 
rescission 3-0 with Cadwell abstaining. 

Three potential developers were in¬ 
vited to Monday night's meeting. All 
three, Woodland Realty Trust, Boston 
Urban Associates, and Spaulding and 
Slye, had made proposals for developing 
the commercial parcels last spring. 

Woodland- Realty Trust declined the 
invitation to make a presentation. 

In a letter to Chairman Cecil Cadwell, 
Ralph L. EUis, vice-president of Woodland 
Realty Trust stated that, "we feel that 
another presentation of our redevelopment 
proposal would be no more than a futile 
gesture in the face of a predisposed 
resident opinion that has now usurped the 
ultimate decision making authority.” 

The letter added that "we wish, 
therefore, to stand on our original proposal 
while continuing to offer the compromise 
and a willingness to discuss any other 
areas of difference." 

Woodland Realty submitted a one 
building proposal last spring. The com¬ 
promise Ellis mentioned included the 
possibility of breaking up the one building 
plan "into one or more buildings in order 
to meet the principal objection of local 
resident groups." 


Boston Urban Associates presented a 
two building plan for the commercial 
parcels. 

Executive Vice-President Ed Unde 
stated that "the design has to be respon¬ 
sive to what the community wants." 

Both Linde and designer Terry 
Rankine of Cambridge Seven Associates 
emphasized flexibility in their plan. 

Rankine added that "we think of the 
building in the context of the site and 
choose appropriate material 

In relation to building material, Linde 
said that "the debate between pre-cast and 
brick still goes on in my mind." Rankine 
stressed the importance of adjusting 
modem buildings to natural surroundings. 

The Boston Urban Associates plan 
showed two buildings connected by a glass 
enclosed area at the corner of Washington 
Street and the Route 128 Service Road. 

Spaulding and Slye also made a 
presentation. Its plan showed three buff 
colored, pre-cast cement buildings. 

Richard Spaulding, executive vice- 
president, stated that "we continue to be 
proud of our design." 

Spaulding added that "it's an out¬ 
standing site, and we want to work with 
you.” 

Spaulding said that his company did 
some market testing at the outset of the 
plan, and research showed that "the 
market is most fertile in the area of small 
tenants.” 

Charles Twigg, senior vice-president 
of commercial sales, claimed that there

Towers Action 
Delayed Again

Technicalities have led to yet another delay for 
developers of the Chestnut Hill Towers. 

I More than 100 people including both Towers' 

I developers, were in the aldermanic chambers Monday 
night when I,and Use Committee Chairman Aid. Alan S. 
Barkin announced hearings on the Towers' permissive use 
and a Newton Community Development Foundation NCD- 
F) request for the construction of low-moderate income 
housing would have to be delayed. 

Barkin explained that the Newton Law Department had 
discovered “deficiencies” in the notification of abutters on 
Monday night’s hearing. Not all “abutters to the abutters,” 
he explained, received the required letter notifying them of 
the hearing on the Towers' proposals. 

Barkin, before declaring to the public that the hearings 
would not be held, huddled with the other members of the 
Land Use Committee and explained the Law Department 
findings to his fellow aldermen. 

When he made the announcement to the public, he 
indicated the committee had agreed that if the hearings 
proceeded, their legality could be challenged later. 

Barkin told the people ki the chamber that the 
argument against holding the hearings was "purely 
legalistic.” 

"It appears after examination by the Law Department 
that insufficient notice was given," he explained. "I know 
this is a hardship on the public and the petitioners, and I 
deeply apologize on behalf of the city." 

The problem centered on owners of land on "paper 
streets," streets that may appear on planning maps but do 
not actually exist When construction is planned, all 
abutters must be notified, including the ones on “paper 
streets." 

According to explanations given in this case, the city 
clerical staff preparing letters of notification used 
assessors' maps when determining abutters not planning 
maps. 

The developers of the Towers, in no way responsible 
for this problem, also were not aware the hearing would not 
proceed Monday night. 

Asked if they were informed of this legal development 
prior to the hearing, both Mario DiCarlo and Albert 
Goodman said "no.” 

Goodman, who flew in from Detroit, Mich., to attend 
the hearing, was asked if he would return for the next round 
with the Board of Aldermen. 

"This is a $50 million project," he retorted, “what 
would you do?" 

Asked for his views on the departmental error, DiCarlo 
said quietly: “It's unfortunate but understandable — 
everybody makes mistakes." 

The developers of the $42 million high-rise con¬ 
dominium project will probably now have to wait until Jan. 
'4, 1974, for another hearing. 

Several dates were mentioned after the announcement 
Monday, including Jan. 3, and Jaa 9, but the Clerk of the 
Board, Edward English, said Tuesday that Jan. 14. the next 
regular meeting of the committee would probably be the 
hearing night. 

With its schedule of business shortened, the l.and Use 
Committee also spent time debating tlie proposal to make 
one of its unofficial policies official Monday.

The new Board of Aldermen taking office 
Jan. 1 will have Eliot Cohen (Ward 8) again as 
its president and Richard Bullwinkle (Ward 
3) vice-president. 

Both were elected unanimously at an 
aldermanic caucus last week, after single 
efforts to nominate a different president and 
vice-president failed, one for lack of a second 
and the other by an 18 to 5 vote. 

Bullwinkle accepted his election with ob¬ 
vious pleasure, saying smilingly, "I hope I 
can serve as well as my predecessor, and 
maybe better." 

The outgoing vice-president is Rep. Peter 
Harrington, who for the past year has served 
as both alderman from Ward 2 and one of 
Newton’s two state representatives from the 
12th District 

Committee appointments will not be made 
public officially until Jan. 1, but several 
changes are already known. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Alan 
Barkin is passing the scepter to Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell, who will relinquish his Public 
Works Committee chairmanship to Aid. 
Michael An tone Ills. 

Aid. Richard McGrath will probably be 
appointed to the Public Works Committee 
because of his interest and knowledge in the 
field, replacing the present Ward 4 
representative, David Jackson. 

President Cohen is considering how to 
juggle committee assignments, abandoning 


the practice of combined membership in the 
Street Traffic and Public Works, and Fran¬ 
chises & Licenses and Public Buildings 
Committees. 

As presently operating, the identical 
membership on two committees prevents 
some aldermen with expertise or special

Each committee must have one alderman 
from each ward. 

The chairmanship of the Franchises & 
Licenses Committee is expected to go to Aid.

Ernest Dietz at the caucus laid to rest 
published rumors that he did not want to be 
chairman of the Public Buildings Committee 
again, saying that he is campaigning 
vigorously to retain the position. 

Much of the time was devoted to arguments 
about whether the meeting should be open to 
the press (it was not required to bei. A 
compromise was settled on that allowed the 
press to remain but permitted secret ballots 
and, at the request of Aid. Louis Egelson, one 
portion of the meeting to be closed. 

McDonnell, who voted against keeping the 
meeting open to the press, voted agaiast 
allowing a secret ballot. 

"1 voted against an open meeting, because 
this is notan official meeting of the Board, it’s 
a caucus. A secret ballot is unbecoming and 
unnecessary and does nothing except what 20 
members just said they didn't want to do (by 
their vote to keep the meeting open)." 

The vote in favor of a secret ballot was 14-9. 

Egelson’s request for executive (closed) 
session was honored by a 16-7 vote.

A new 18-bod Special Care Unit and a 21 
bed Inputlcnt Mental Health Unit were 
previewed and dedicated at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital following last week's 
annual meeting of the hospital's board of 
trustees. 

Special Care, located on the second floor 
of the North Wing, houses both a six-bed 
Coronary Care Unit and a 12-bed Intensive 
Care section which includes two isolation 
rooms with their own service area and a two- 
bed kidney dialysis unit. 

The Coronary Care Unit is named for Dr. 
Egon E. Kattwinkel, chief of cardiology at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital from 1946-1951 
and chief of medicine from 1951 to 1956, and a 
hospital trustee from 1934 to 1939. His wife 
and two sons, Dr. Norman Kattwinkel, now on 
the staff of the I^hey Clinic, and John Katt¬ 
winkel of Cleveland, Ohio, were present for 
the dedication as were many of Dr. Katt- 
winkel’s friends and associates who con¬ 
tributed the unit in his name. 

The Usen Intensive Care Unit was made 
possible by a gift from Mr. and Mrs. Irving 
Usen whose matching grant to last year's 
campaign to complete the hospital's building 
program was a major contribution toward 
surpassing the overall *600,000 goal.

The hospital's outpatient and emergency 
psychiatric services meet two other 
requirements for such centers and partial 
care facilities to be provided in space being 
vacated by the old Special Care Unit will meet 
yet another. 

The new Special Care Unit is located on a 
level with and near to the Hospital's new 
surgical suite in the West Wing. It is im¬ 
mediately adjacent to the Cardiology 
Department while the Inhalation Therapy 
Department will also be adjacent In the near 
future. A family waiting room is provided at 
the entry to the new unit. 

Coronary care beds are separate from 
but closely incorporated with general in- 
teasive care for the most efficient use of 
personnel and equipment. A "swing" feature 
allows for several of the assigned beds to be 
utilized either as coronary or general care 
beds as needed. 

All individual patient cubicles are located 
around the periphery of the unit with a central 
core of supportive services. A liberal use of 
glass on the corridor side of the generous size 
patient spaces allows visual observation of 
each patient at all times from the nurses' 
stations. Crash carts and supplies and 
equipment used during medical emergencies 
are parked in alcoves ready for use. 

Ample space is provided around patient 
beds for attending personnel and mobile 
equipment. Access to each patient space is 
through full-width curtained openings in the 
general care area. Adjacent circulation space 
can become an extension of patient space 
during emergency situations. 

Two adjacent rooms accessible through a 
separate ante (utility) room with separate

individual toilet facilities are provided for 
nursing isolation techniques. Special services 
and space are included to accommodate 
hemodialysis equipment at two beds. 

Entrance doors to the Special Care Unit 
are automatically operated. A conference 
room with x-ray viewing facilities, 
chalkboard and projector screen and a 
physician's “on-call" sleeping room are 
provided within the unit. 

Space and time orientation has a 
significant stabilizing effect on the confined 
patient and help to alleviate environmental 
stress. 

In the new Newton-Wellesley Special 
Care Unit, each patient space has a large 
exterior window, calendar and clock, all in 
full view of the patient. Coronary care rooms 
and dialysis rooms are also equippped with 
television sets. 

In addition to general illumination, each 
patient space includes night lighting and 
examination lighting. The patient bedhead 
wall contains electrical services and medical 
gas services accessible through removable 
panels. Precautions have been taken with 
these systems for patient safety. 

Included in the bedhead wall are outlets 
for patient physiological monitoring systems, 
nurse call and an emergency call system for 
personnel to signal for assistance from within 
the Special Care Unit. An elapsed time in¬ 
dicator in full view of attending physicians 
and personnel is provided for use during 
emergency medical procedures. Oxygen, 
vacuum (suction) and compressed air outlets 
are also provided. 

The new mental health facility is located 
on the third floor of the East Wing in an area 
formerly occupied by Surgery. The space 
became available for the planning of the In¬ 


patient Mental Health Unit in 1971 when the 
surgical suite occupied new quarters in the 
West Wing. 

Design of the mental health facility is 
based on 10 two-bedrooms and one private 
room. Each patient space contains a com¬ 
plete bathroom and looks very much like a 
comfortable hotel or dormitory room. 

The In-patient Mental Health Unit also 
has a lounge, nurses facilities, patients' 
kitchen, charting area, office, utility room 
and storage space. Pay phones are available 
for patient use. 

Thei e is a complete visual absence of a 
drab institutional-hospital environment. All 
floors, except bathroom and utility areas, are 
carpeted with a medium brown wool. 
Corridors are lighted with recessed in¬ 
candescent lighting fixtures. Wall colors are 
white and a soft gray-beige with strong, 
cheerful accents of yellow, green, burnt 
orange, blue and purple. 

Patient rooms are designed as sitting 
rooms. Each bed is a day bed-an individual 
sofa during waking hours and a comfortable 
bed for sleeping. Lounge chairs, large 
lockers, and a writing desk are provided. 
Modulated recessed lighting can vary the 
room’s moods, and colorful painted graphics 
are on the wall opposite the seating areas. 

The lounge will provide space for 
recreational and rehabilitation activities 
along with lounging, dining and television 
facilities. A series of windows to the corridor 
are accented with bright colors to visually 
signal the location of the lounge from both 
ends of the corridor. 

The unit’s kitchen with its green and 
burnt orange color scheme is available for — 
hospital food service and for personal use by 
individual patients. 


Ralph Seeks Office Study

Middlesex County Com¬ 
mission chairman S. Lester 
Ralph has recommended a 
study of the policies and 
procedures of the county in¬ 
dustrial accident office. 

Current levels of disbur¬ 
sement indicate that Industrial 
accidents have, to date, cost the 
county approximately 
$115,855.12 in workmen’s 
compensation and related 
medical expense; and it is 
logical to presume that more 
funds are going to be expended 
in anticipation of several 
substantial settlements of 
claims against the county. 

The study and report are 
being prepared by Thomas 
Gibson, a third year law student 
who presently works as a 
member of the staff of the in¬ 
dustrial accident office. 

One of the concepts which is 
being looked at very closely by 
the commissioners is that of 
mandating pre-employment 
physical examinations for all 
non-clerical employees. With 
the advent of legislation 
creating the Massachusetts 
Second Injury Fund, such an 
action would allow for the 
documentation of physical 


the fund should the impairment 
contribute to a greater injury 
than would have ordinarily 
occurred. 

It is further anticipated that 
such a physical could be ad¬ 
ministered at the Middlesex 


County Hospital at minimal 
cost, by using hospital staff to 
perform it. 

Gibson's report is expected to 
be ready within a week so that 
the county commissioners may 
analyze It prior to any action.

At the first of a series of 
regular meetings to be held at 
each of the city's five junior 
high schools the School Com¬ 
mittee this week provided a 
forum for Weeks Junior High 
parents and faculty to ask 
questions and asked some itself. 

The value of some of the trips 
taken by Weeks classes was 
questioned by School Com¬ 
mitteeman Alvin Mandell, who 
said "a number of parents" had 
complained to him about the use 
of school time to go bowling. 

Weeks teachers defended 
such experiences. The teacher 
whose class went bowling said 
that the trip was "important," 
because she was a poor bowler 
and some of the children were 
very good, and the effect was to 
break down social barriers 
between child and teacher and 
other children.

School Superintendent Aaron 
Fink referred to the foreign- 
language program in junior 
high school as "a most serious 
concern.” Steps taken to 
upgrade the program, he said, 
were adding a teacher aide to 
the classes and setting a cut-off 
date for withdrawal from the 
course ‘‘to get a sense of 
commitment” from the 
children. 

A parent questioned the ef¬ 
fectiveness of spreading out one 
high-school year of a foreign 
language into three years in 
junior high school, and School 


Committee member Joan 
Needleman suggested 
reorganization of the work so 
that in seventh and eighth 
grades the children would earn 
one high school credit and in 
ninth grade another credit. 


School Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell reported a recent 
analysis of comparisons bet¬ 
ween the same children's 
ability in reading and 
mathematics at third, sixth, 
and ninth grade levels that 


apparently shows an Increase in 
the number who read below the 
national average by the time 
they reach ninth grade.

Special Meeting On Vale Proposals 


The compromise proposal for city acquisition 
of the Webster Vale appears close to acceptance, 
after approval last week by the Conservation 
Commission and the aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

The Public Works Committee will hold a 
special meeting tonight (Thursday) to consider the 
sewage and drainage problems involved in the 
proposal. 

The compromise allows the city to purchase 1.6 
acres of land on two sides of Madoc Street from 
owner Robert Cohen for $40,000, who will in turn 
deed to the city 4.6 acres—the heart of the Vale—to 
the city for conservation purpose. 

Under the proposal, Cohen will build four 
houses on the western edge of the Vale. Present 
plans call for the city to waive construction 
standards for the street in Cohen’s subdivision and 
to take sewer easements on two lots on Madoc 
Street and two on Westminster Road in order to 
connect the subdivision sewer and storm-drain 
pipes into an existing system on Westminster 
Road. 

Residents of Westminster Road who attended 
the Public Works Committee meeting, which was 
not scheduled as a public hearing, expressed fears 
that such a plan would overload the Westminster 
Road system, which they say already has 
problems. 


City Engineer Ulderico M. Schiavone ex¬ 
plained to residents that in his opinion the existing 
system was easily able to handle the four ad¬ 
ditional houses that are planned by Cohen. 

The sewers and the waiver of standard street 
requirements in Cohen's subdivision caused some 
residents to complain that it appeared as if the city 
were doing an unusual amount of work for Cohen’s 
benefit. 

John Callahan of 75 Westminister Rd. com¬ 
mented that the city's taking of easements by 
eminent domain is supposed to be "for the public 
good," but it seemed to him that "this is one for 
individual. This is being steamrollered through." 

Dorothy Stewart, 90 Westminister Rd. (one of 
the properties in which a sewer easement will be 
taken), told Schiavone after his defense of the 
sewer plan, that “you seem to be representing 
Cohen." 

Schiavone, visibly angry, responded, “I hate to 
have my name used in slander. I researched this 
matter for the city fathers, not for Mr. Cohen." 

Alderman Sidney Small tried to explain to the 
assembled residents that Cohen has been able to 
build on the ridge for the past six months and has 
delayed until the city could work out the com¬ 
promise proposal under consideration now.

Three weeks from today. 18-year-olds 
will come into their own. 

As of Jan. 1, 1974. young people who 
have reached their 18th birthday will have 
attained the age of majority in the eyes of 
the law. This will give them certain rights 
and privileges, but also add greatly to their 
responsibilities, and of these they should be 
made aware. 

Representative David C. Ahearn, 
Norwood lawmaker and lawyer, explains 
just what the change in the law means. 

By attaining the rights of majority. 18- 
year-olds will be able to enter into binding 
contracts, serve on juries, open credit 
accounts, and receive medical treatment 
of all types without parental consent. 

Parents will no longer be required to 
provide financial support for their children 
18 years or older even though indigent. 
However, parents who are able will still be 
responsible for the support of totally dis¬ 
abled children 18 years or over. 

This change in our basic statutory law 
places Massachusetts in step with other 
New England states and with a number of 
other states throughout the country which 
have lowered the age of majority to 18 
during the past three years. 

Statute now defines a minor as any 
person up to the age of 17; full age means 
18 years or older, and the age of majority 
means 18 years old. 

The new law also has its effects in the 
areas of crime and welfare. It reduces 
from 21 years to 18 years the age require¬ 
ment of the Department of Public Welfare 
for foster care and adoption proceedings. 
Criminal offenders may now be committed 
to the Department of Youth Services only 
up to the age of 18 instead of 21. 

The statutes were changed as a result 
of the findings of the special legislative 
Commission on the Age of Majority which 
decided that history provided little support 
for keeping the majority age at 21. 

Why was 21 considered in the first 
place as the age when a boy became a 
man? It appears to have been accepted 
originally in days of yore because it was 
believed that it was not until that age that 
one acquired sufficient physical prowess to 
be able to function under the weight of a 
heavy suit of armor. 

But it wasn't always thus. At one time 
Roman law recognized 14 as the age of 
majority since it was at that age that one 
was believed to have the mental capacity 
to understand the law. 

There was little to recommend to the 
commission that the age of majority be 
kept at 21. and that if it was necessary to 
have an age of majority at all, then 18 was 
the much more appropriate age. 

Taken into consideration were 
physical, intellectual, moral, sociological 
and psychological development of young 
people in the 18 to 20 age group. The 
commission felt that as a whole, persons 18 
to 21 years old are capable of acting as 
mature persons, and the legislature con¬ 
curred. 

The 18-year-olds had already won 
some rights. Last year saw the drinking 
age lowered to 18. Legislation was signed 
into law in 1971 setting 18 as the age when 
males can marry without parental consent 
and at which a person can make a will. The 
same year they won the right to vote. 

We feel sure that the 18-year-olds will 
justify the confidence placed in them and 
demonstrate that they are capable of 
handling their new responsibilities. By 
becoming full fledged members of society, 
they may overnight come to the realization 
that, regardless of what they may have 
thought in the past, they have gained the 
admiration and respect of their elders.

Shortages May Arouse 
Public Wrath In 1974 

Democratic Governor Maurice J. Tobin and U.S. 

Senator David I. Walsh were swept out of office on a tidal 
wave of protest votes back in 1946. 

Paul A. Dover, a powerful vote-getter who was seeking 
election as Lieutenant Governor in order to get back into 
politics after serving in the Navy during the war, went down 
to defeat with them. 

Two years later, Daver overwhelmingly won election 
as Governor in a different political climate. 

But In 1916 the people of Massachusetts and across the 
United States gave vent to their dissatisfaction that they 
could not get enough beef, butter and nylon stockings. 

More than a year had elapsed since World War 2 had 
ended, and they felt the Truman administration had not 
made the transition quickly enough to a peacetime 
economy. 

Tobin, Dever and Walsh were in no way responsible ior 
the short supply of beef, butter and nylons, but they were 
available targets for the public wrath. 

Harry Truman wasn’t to run until 1948, and by that time 
the voters had forgotten what they were angry about in '46. 

If Truman had been up for reelectlon in '46, he’d have gone 
down the drain, too. But it was Tobin, Dever and Walsh, all 
great vole-getters, who felt the lash of public resentment in 
that first post-war state election u little over 27 years ago. 

The same thing could happen to Governor Francis W. 

Sargent and other prominent Republicans next year and 
witli much more justification than surrounded the defeat of 
Tobin, Walsh and Dever back in 1346. 

It should not take many polls of public sentiment to 
learn that the people are much more worried about the 
possibility that their homes may be cold this winter or that 
their cars may run dry of gasoline than they are about who 
suid what to whom in the White House. 

Governor Sargent’s aides are blaming the White House 
for the fact that we are not better stocked with fuel supplies 
for the winter aheud. President Nixon's advisers are 
blaming the Arabs, and obviously there is plenty of blame 
to go around for everyone. 

One tiling which is clear is that both Nixon and Sargent 
knew about the threat of an oil shortage long before the 
Arabs opened fire on the Israelis and did little, if anything, 
to get ready for the situation. 

Governor Sargent is Justifiably indignant that at least 
one major oil distributor knew about the threatened oil 
shortage as long ago as June of last year but did not apprise 
state officials of the situation until last January. 

Well, what did good, old Sarge do when he finally did 
get the news about 11 month* ago? As far as we can 
ascertain, he did nothing. 

It would seem we might have built a few oil storage 
tanks in that period of time. But we didn't. Some observers 
say we might have built enough storage tanks to contain 
sufficient oil to last three months. Instead of that, tankers 
loaded with oil have been standing in Boston Harbor 
recently because there wus no place they could unload their 
cargo. 

Experts on the matter say that Mr. Sargent has had 
plenty of time since last January to build storage tanks and 
take otiier steps to meet the oil shortage but that he did 
nothing until it was too late. 

Now he is calling the Legislature hack Into session to 
vote him emergency powers and approve a plan lor handing 
a crisis which might have been avoided If he had moved 
promptly to meet 1L 

The fuel oil situation is surrounded by so much con¬ 
fusion and so many conflicting claims that it is difficult to 
know who is dealing In facts and who is steering away from 
tile unpleasant truths. 

President Nixon did not arouse much public confidence 
by easing John Love out after persuading Love to give up 
die Governorship of Colorado and accept a position as his 
chief adviser on the energy crisis. 

Love apparently disagreed with Nixon on the need lor 
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gasoline rationing, and anyone, who tells Mr. Nixon 
something he doesn't want to hear invariably gets the 
heave-ho. 

Why Governor Sargent could not have prepared his 
program for meeting the oil and energy crisis before the 
Legislature prorogued instead of incurring the great ex¬ 
pense involved in calling the law-makers back into special 
session is another mystery. 

If the coming winter proves to be a cold one and people 
experience hardship which might have been avoided with 
greater foresight on the part of Governor Sargent, it almost 
certainly will be an issue in next year's gubernatorial 
campaign. 

Maurice Tobin was a favorite to win reelectiou to the 
Governorship at tills time in 1945, just as Francis Sargent is 
today. 

If Tobin, Walsh and Dever were alive today, they could 
testify that it is impossible to stop a tidal wave of protest 
votes once it starts rolling, as it did in 1946. 

Public Still Pays Bill 
To Keep Spiro In Style 

Why should Spiro Agnew, who resigned from the Vice 
Presidency as part of a deal which enabled him to escape 
going to prison, be still riding around in a chauffeur-driven 
limousine at your expense and mine? 

Because President Nixon says so. That’s apparently 
why, and there is reason to doubt that it is legal and proper. 

One dispatch from Washington reported that some 
people there feel that fact that about $ 10,000 a week is being 
spent on Agnew is "small enough compensation for all he 
has been through." 

We must have missed something along the way because 
we don't believe Spiro deserves any medals for what he has 
been through. We don't exactly place him in the same 
category with the prisoner heroes brought home from North 
Vietnam. 

But Spiro, who quit in some disgrace after pleading no 
contest to a charge of income tax fraud and paying a $10,000 
fine, seems to be doiug a lot better than the average law- 
abiding citizen. 

He doesn't have to worry about the gasoline shortage 
since he still has the use of government limousines and 
ciiauffeurs. 

An eight-member staff waits upon his needs. Two three- 
story townhouses Ire at his disposal, and he has free 
postage and telephone privileges. He is still protected 24 
hours a day by the Secret Service, with seven agents 
guarding him each eight-hour shift Why? For what? 

One thing which can be established is that President 
Nixon requested the Secret Service guard and presumably 
the other privileges under the provisions of the so-called 
1963 Presidential Transition Law. 

However, that law provides for a continuation of cer¬ 
tain services as a courtesy to former Vice Presidents who 
have completed their terms. Congressman John E. Moss of 
California has pointed out that Agenew did not complete his 
term and thus may not meet the provisions of the law under 
which he is getting services valued at $500,000. 

Boost In State Taxes 
Looms In Near Future 

Governor Francis W. Sargent probably would be hard- 
pressed for an answer if he were asked if he would be more 
opposed to an endorsement next year by President Nixon or 
to signing an increase in state taxes. 

it's unlikely Sarge will be forced to fight off any 
damaging endorsement by Richard Nixon, but he may have 
to come up witli some sleight-of-hand financing to avoid a 
tax hike which would hurt his reelection chances. 

Members of the much-maligned Legislature also are 
traditionally reluctant to enact new taxes In an election 
year. But If we read the state’s financial sheets correctly, 
the Commonwealth will ueed more mouey than it Is likely to

It seems to me that the task of an educational system is 
not only to inform and teach but to spark what I would hope 
would be an insatiable curiosity for the world around us ail.

My first two forays into classes were in another school 
system, but they defined the theory for me. 

First I met sixth graders, about 40 because two classes 
sat in, at one school. I was there to talk about headlines and 
headline writing because the classes were exploring sen¬ 
tence forms. 

My little speech on headlines lasted about 15 minutes; 
my visit took two hours. Here were kids who had questions 
covering every aspect of journalism imaginable, from 
censorship to the Pentagon Papers. With them, it was 
foreign news, local news, machines, crooks, political 
leaders, pressures, everything. 

Finally, the young mind that defeated me. 

How many feet of paper, he inquired, are actually on 
one of those big rolls of paper? 

I never went to another talk without knowing the an¬ 
swer to that question. 

My second trip was tn a group of fifth graders at 
another school in the same system. And I confronted a 
group of children who had already had all of their questions 
drained out of them; their curiosity stifled perhaps beyond 
repair. 

My point is not to equate South students with sixth 
graders. No, not at all. 

The journalism students at South Just proved that 
curiosity, that thought, can survive through the whole 
education process. They too were armed with questions, 
more sophisticated, of course, their curiosity ts not dead. 

We are in another age when the credibility of the press 
is the subject of great debate and scrutiny. Even here in 
Newton, our credibility is sometimes challenged. 

And people in Newton, I feel, should be glad it is. 
Controversy over the media, in my mind, is always a sure 
sign of a viable press. 

My personal opinion is that reporters should always 
remain extremely idealistic about the press. Without legal 
fetters, how could the press survive without its dedication to 
truth and accuracy and ideals? 

Journalists, as is evidenced in the latest issue of 
"Editor and Publisher," which contains new guidelines, 
actually the same old guidelines, never give up when it 
comes to mentioning their ideals. 

What does our "standard of conduct” say? 

"The public’s right to know of events of public im¬ 
portance and interest is the overriding mission of the mass 
media..." 

What did students at South want to know? 

They too, were Interested in Newton, the nation and the 
world. 

"We know what the press has done to Watergate,” one 
student said, "but what has Watergate done to the press?" 

What makes a good story, what makes a good 
newspaper in Newton? They wanted those answers too. 

At least a couple of future journalists were in that group 
and are in every newswriting class at every level. 

That’s why there’s always one thing in particular I 
would like them to glean from my talks. 

This is a business to be taken with the utmost 
seriousness. 

The deeper in you get, the more serious it becomes. 


get In order to pay its bills next year. 

The stop-gap solution probably will be to delay the 
enactment of new taxes until after next year’s state election 
and possibly until 1975. Whatever step Sarge and the law¬ 
makers take and despite the fact some problems and 
programs were delayed, we do face a day of financial 
reckoning in the future a day when new taxes must be 
adopted or old ones increased. 

On the whole, the lawmakers, who recently closed their 
desks and went home at the official end of the 1973 
legislative session, accomplished a good deal under the 
leadership of House Speaker David M. Bartley and Senate 
President Kevin Harrington, two highly competent 
presiding officers. 

Several meaningful and significant political actions 
were taken by the Legislature during the year. One was the 
abolition of the pre-primary State Convention system of 
endorsing State Tickets. 

Political analysts are in general agreement that the 
State Conventions helped the Republicans and hurt the 
Democrats, so wiping out the conclaves should do just the 
reverse, aid the Democrats and hamper the GOP. 

Since the pre-primary State Convention system was 
revived by Christian A. Herter unofficially in 1952 and 
legally in 1954, Republican candidates have won the 
Governorship six times in Massachusetts and Democratic 
candidates only three times, this in a strongly Democratic 
state. 

Christian A. Herter won the elections in 1952 and 1954, 
John A. Volpe in I960,1964 and 1966 and Francis Sargent in 
1970. The only Democratic winners were Foster Furcolo in 
1956 and 1958 and Endlcott Peabody In 1962. 

Groups of both Democrats and Republicans probably 
will hold unofficial caucuses next year, but for the most 
part they will be assemblies designed to help individual 
candidates. 

Aides of Governor Sargent are wary that a rebellious 
Republican State Committee might call an unofficial GOP 
State Convention to endorse a candidate to stand against 
Sarge in the Republican primary. 

It seems unlikely that the Republican State Committee 
would get that rebellious or have enough money to finance 
such a convention,, but if Mr. Sargent loses control of the 
Republican party to that extent, be could find himself in 
trouble if be winds up iu an election fight with au opponent 
of the stature of Attorney General Robert Quinn or Boston 
Mayor Kevin H. White. 

Ironically, the late John F. Kennedy was opposed to 
State Conventions. In 1961, his first year in the White House. 
JFK had a bill calling for the repeal of the State Convention 
law filed in the Legislature by the then Democratic State 
Committee Chairman John M. Lynch. But Kennedy and 
Lynch were unable to muster enough votes to achieve the 
passage of the measure.

"Instant surgery” enables a 
patient with certain specialized 
diagnostic or surgical problems 
to check into the hospital at 8 
a.m. and be home for the 
evening news. 

For instance, orthopedic 
surgeon Dr. John B. McGinty 
uses the instant operation to 
diagnose such mechanical knee 
problems as torn cartilage, a 
common injury among the 
athletically inclined. With an 
optical instrument the size of a 
ballpoint pen, Dr. McGinty can 
explore the entire Inside of the 
knee, thereby discovering the 
nature of the problem, the exact 
site of the tear and whether in 
fact surgery is necessary. 
According to Dr. McGinty, 
approximately 20 per cent of the 


knees so examined don't need 
surgery. This finding may save 
the patient an estimated $700 a 
week in the hospital and several 
weeks out of work as well as 
enabling the hospital to better 
deploy its human and physical 
resources. 

Gastroenterologist Dr. Jay B. 
Shumaker uses short-term 
surgery not only for diagnosing 
such upper and lower 
gastrointestinal tract ailments 
as ulcers, colitis and stomach 
and colonic tumors but also for 
the surgical removal of polyps, 
which may become malignant. 
At present a polypectomy 
requires an overnight stay, but 
Dr. Shumaker predicts that 
within a couple of years a 
maximum of eight hours will be

Housing Authority 
Picks Chairman 


By DANIEL BARKIN 

The members of the Newton 
Housing Authority unanimously 
elected James Miller to serve as 
acting chairman (until October 
1974), filling a vacancy created 
last week by the resignation of 
Anthony Medaglla. 

In subsequent action, Donna 
Berman was boosted into the 
vice-chairmanship slot vacated 
by Miller. 

Authority members were 
otherwise occupied in their 
monthly meeting with a status 
report regarding the proposed 
24 units of low-moderate income 
housing slated for the 
Beaconwood rd. site in Newton 
Highlands. 


Although Medaglia had an¬ 
nounced his intention in 
November, of stepping down 
from the chairmanship. 
Authority members were 
visibly surprised by the swift¬ 
ness of the move. (Medaglla 
does Intend to remain as a 
voting member of the Housing 
Authority.) 

Saying that "lt would be in the 
best interest of the Authority if I 
resign as chairman, although 
requested by the mayor to 
remain in that position," 
Medaglia had words of praise 
for the new chairman, citing his 
confidence and respect for 
Miller.

The Transportation Advisory 
Committee, appointed by 
Mayor Theodore Mann, has 
concluded its activity with a 
final set of recommendations to 
the mayor on the MBTA. 

The advisory committee will 
be superseded in January by a 
"transportation task force," 
consisting of some present 
members and some new 
members, whose goal will be 
recommendations to the mayor 
on a program for implementing 
a demand-response system of 
transportation in Newton. 

Donald Levitan, Newton's 
director of intergovernmental 
relations on loan from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, will play a 
greater role in transportation 
during his second year here, he 
said at the last meeting of the 
advisory committee, coor¬ 
dinating with the new traffic 
planner, David Tannozzlni. 

Levitan defined the term 
"demand-response system" as 
a coalition between the city’s 
taxis, the MBTA, and private 
transportation. 

"We're not setting up a 
system for going shopping," 
Levitan said, "but for getting 
people to the major tran¬ 
sportation lines." 

Demand response implies 
responding to the unmet 
demands for transportation that 

tenure as chairman, and ex¬ 
pressed his gratitude to the 
Housing Authority staff, noting 
their “hard work" on behalf of 
obtaining additional low-income 
housing in Newton. 

Following the change in 
leadership, the Authority 
members settled back in their 
chairs and absorbed a status 
report on the proposed 
Beaconwood rd. project. 

David Sheffield, once again 
appearing on behalf of The 
Architect’s Collaborative (the 
housing project architects), 
discussed his latest encounters 
with the Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs (DCA), the 
project's funding agency, citing 
DCA’s insistence upon a bid 
advertisement date no earlier 
than the first of the year. 
According to Sheffield, DCA is 


may be needed on a much 
smaller scale than for the major 
transportation systems. 

Levitan emphasized that the 
task force will not recommend 
establishing a system com¬ 
peting with present systems. 

Among the recommendations 
presented to Mayor Mann ns a 
culmination of the advisory 
committee’s six months’ work 
were that the MBTA should 
better publicize Its bus and 
trolley routes and schedules, 
install uniform bus-stop signs, 
and display bus number and 
destination on the right side and 
rear of each bus. 

According to Levitan most of 
these recommendations have 
been or will be soon im¬ 
plemented, and a map of 
transportation routes will be 
distributed in January. 

The route revisions suggested 
by the committee, some of 
which would affect buses 
originating in Boston, will have 
to wait, Levitan said, until 
Newton has something to 
“trade off" with Boston. 

Boston will not be willing to 
increase the boarding count in 
that city, thereby increasing its 
MBTA assessment, without 
some compensation, Levitan 
said. 

Other route revisions 


proposed include combining the 
Watertown-Necdham and 
Harvard Square-Watertown 
Square lines to provide a 
through service. 

Chairman Michael LeContl 
and committee Jurgen Elkan 
complained that they were not 
getting definite answers from 
the mayor on these and other 
points raised in the committee 
recommendations, which were 
extensive in the field of route 
revision and especially in at¬ 
tention to traffic safety and 
passenger convenience at

are a number of potential tenants still 
interested In the proposed development 

"The tenants we have are first class," 
Twigg remarked. 

Spaulding mentioned the possibility of 
using one of the three buildings in the plan 
as a medical building. 

Antonio P. DeCastro, representing the 
architectural firm of Samuel Glaser and 
Partners, talked about the design of the 
Spaulding and Slye plan. 

"We were first concerned that the size 
of the area might force a single building," 
DeCastro commented. "Getting three 
story buildings helped the scale." 

DeCastro described the buildings 
as having an arcade effect. “You visualize 
a two story building with a base," 
DeCastro added. 

DeCastro said that" the landscaping in 
the parking area is informal; the lining of 
trees would be formalistic, more urban 
and rigid." 

"The success of the building is related 
to the permanency of the tenants," 
DeCastro continued. He stated that having 
two buildings away from the highway 
would be to the benefit of the residential 
area and future tenants. 


Authority member Otis Robinson said 
that "I like the scheme of three buildings." 
Robinson questioned about one of the 
buildings being a smaller version of 
another. 

After the Spaulding and Slye people 
left, Robinson said that "I am certainly 
partial to the last scheme." 

Robinson reiterated doubt about the 
relationship of the shapes and sizes of the 
buildings. He and Cadwell also expressed 
qualms about a service road in the rear of 
one of the buildings which might detract 
from the aesthetics of a nearby plaza. 

Mrs. Smith also commented on the 
Spaulding and Slye plan. "I like the way 
this one looks,” she commented. "The 
Boston Urban Associates plan is too much 
for me with the buildings right on the 
corner." 

While talking about the objectionable 
service road, Cadwell commented that 
“we're stuck with some designs, and no 
one anticipated the problems they would 
raise." A service road was required in all 
the plans submitted to the NRA. 

Robinson remarked that "I’m sure the 
plan is going to change, but the 
requirements can't change." 

Cadwell said that the plan may end up 
with two of the buildings having been 
Joined.

The committee's habit of asking all private developers 
to give 10 per cent of their units in new projects to the 
Newton Housing Authority for use as subsidized bousing 
will be reported to the full Board of Aldermen at its meeting 
Monday after a 4-2 vote of the committee in favor. 

The official amendment to the city’s zoning ordinance 
asks that 10 per cent of the project's total number of 
bedrooms go to the Housing Authority. The aim, according 
to co-author Aid David Cohen, is to give the Housing 
Authority apartments with more than one bedroom for low- 
income families by using total number of bedrooms instead 
of units as the criteria. 

In this way, the developer could wind up freeing less 
units for Housing Authority Use, but they would be two or 
three bedroom units instead of a number of one bedroom 
units. 

Opposition centered over applying the 10 per cent rule 
to the sale of future condominium units. 

Arguments included the fact that the ordinance was 
worded in such a way as to force the Housing Authority to 
boy condominium units, and after more than 90 minutes of 
argument, it appeared that the amendment might be 
chartered (tabled) or could be defeated at Monday’s 
meeting.

Question: Would you plensc publish b 
recipe for Divinity. 

Answer: The food editors of the Farm 
Journal in their book "Homemade Candy" 
offers the following advice: Making 
divinity is a lot easier than it used to be, for 
electric mixers now do all or part of the 
beating. Use the appliance on medium 
speed, but if the mixture becomes too stiff 
for the mixer, finish up the beating by 
hand with a wooden spoon. 

DIVINITY 
ttt cups sugar 

One-third cup white corn syrup 
to teaspoon salt 
One-third cup water 

2 egg whites 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Two-thirds cup chopped pecans or 
walnuts 

Place sugar, corn syrup, salt and 
water in a 2 -quart heavy saucepan; cook 
and stir over high heat until sugar is 
dissolved. Continue cooking without 
stirring over medium heat until syrup 
reaches the hard ball stage 255 degrees. 
Wipe off any sugar crystals that form on 
sides of pan. Meanwhile, beat egg whites 
until stiff. Pour hot syrup slowly over egg 
whites and beat on medium speed of mixer 
until candy fluffs up. Add vanilla and 
continue beating on medium speed, or by 
hand, until mixture begins to lose its gloss 
and a small amount dropped from a spoon 
holds soft peaks. (If the candy gets too stiff 
for the mixer, complete the beating with a 
wooden spoon.) Fold in nuts. Working 
quickly, drop candy by teaspoons onto 
waxed paper or turn into lightly buttered fl¬ 
inch square pan. If divinity becomes too 
stiff, stir in a few drops of hot water. 
Makes about 1 pound. 

Question: I would appreciate two 
recipes — one for using pork blade steaks 
and the other a simple sort of Saturday 
night supper. Thanks! — E. A., Roslindale. 

Answer: The following should fill the 
bill nicely — enjoy! 

PORK STEAKS ITALIANO 

4 pork blade steaks, cut to inch thick 

3 tablespoons lard or drippings 
to teaspoon salt 

teaspoon pepper 
V« teaspoon Italian seasoning 
V* teaspoon basil 
V 4 cup water 

1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce 

4 green pepper rings, cut to-lnch thick 
4 slices mozzarella cheese 

Brown steaks in lard or drippings. 
Pour off drippings. Add salt, pepper, 
Italian seasoning, basil, water and tomato 
sauce. Cover tightly and cook over low 
heat 30 minutes. Place a slice of moz¬ 
zarella cheese and a green pepper ring on 
each steak. Cover tightly and continue 
cooking over low heat for 30 min. or until 
done. Serves 4.

(You're quite right — I made the cake; it 
ranks very high on the coffee cake list, and 
with the dark chocolate-cinnamon topping, 
the contrast in taste as well as appearance 
is quite remarkable.) 

DUTCH SOUR CREAM 
COFFEE CAKE 
to cup shortening 
lto cups sugar 
2 eggs 

2 cups aD purpose flour 
to teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 cup commercial sour cream 


Grated rtnd of 1 lemon 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Cream shortening and sugar well. Add 
eggs, beating well after each addition; 
beat for 2 minutes. Sift flour, salt, baking 
powder; add flour mixture alternately 
with sour cream to creamed mixture, 
beating until well blended. Add lemon rind 
and juice. Pour into a greased and lightly 
floured 9-inch tube pan. Top with: 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

1 teaspoon cocoa 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

V« cup chopped nuts (pecans or 
walnuts) 

Mix brown sugar, cocoa, cinnamon 
and nuts. Sprinkle over cake batter. Pat 
lightly (so that when turned upside down to 
cool, the topping will adhere to cake). 
Bake at 350 degrees for 1 hour. Invert on 
cake rack to cool. 

Question: Because of economy, this 
year most of our Christmas gifts will be 
homemade. I am now very much into 
putting up jellies and jams and have jars 
sitting on the shelf waiting to be wrapped. 
The way I wrap the jars (these are empty 
peanut butter Jars, mayonnaise Jars, etc.) 
is, I buy 1 yard gay calico print cotton. 


With pinking shears I cut circles about 1 
Inch larger than jar cover; place on top of 
Jar and secure with elastic. Tie a bow of 
colored yarn or ribbon over elastic and the 
gift is wrapped. What I would like are 
some new Jelly or jam recipes, please. 
Many thanks. — G. F. K., Newton. 


Answer: Your gift wrapping idea is 
terrific! The following two recipes should 
please you — they're a breeze to make 
using the short boil method. In this method 
none of the delicate fruit flavor has a 
chance to evaporate in steam, yet con¬ 
sistency and set will be Just right. 


CRANBERRY STRAWBERRY JAM 
4 cups prepared fruit (2 cups fresh 
cranberries and 2 pkgs. (10 oz. ca.) frozen 
strawberries in quick thaw pouch 
5to cups (2 lb. 6 oz.) sugar 
to bottle liquid fruit pectin 


First prepare the fruit. Grind 2 cups 
cranberries. Thaw strawberries as 
directed on package. Combine ground 
cranberries with thawed strawberries and 
measure 4 cups into a very large 
saucepan. 


Then make the jam. Thoroughly mix 
sugar into fruit in saucepan. Place over 
high heat, bring to a FULL ROLLING 
BOIL and boil HARD for 1 minute, stirring 
constantly. Remove from heat and at once 
stir in fruit pectin. Skim off foam with 
metal spoon. Then stir and skim for 5 
minutes to cool slightly and prevent 
floating fruit. Ladle quickly into glasses 
and cover at once with V* inch hot paraffin. 
Or use glasses with tight-fitting lids. 
Makes about 6 and a half cups or 9 (6 fl. 
oz.) glasses. 


Note: Cranberries may be chopped in 
an electric blender, if desired. Place in 
blender a few at a time so that the blades 
are Just covered. Turn from low to high 
until berries are finely chopped (not 
pureed). 


CITRUS JELLY 

2 cups orange juice (6 medium 
oranges) 

Vt cup lemon juice (2 medium lemons) 

3% cups (lto lb.) sugar 

Vi bottle liquid fruit pectin 

First prepare the juice: Squeeze and 
strain the juice from 6 oranges and 2 
lemons. Measure 2 cups of orange juice 
and V« cup lemon juice into a LARGE 
saucepan. Then make the jelly: 
Thoroughly mix sugar into juice in 
saucepan. Place over high heat and bring 
to a boil, stirring constantly. At once stir in 
fruit pectin. Then bring to a full rolling boll 
and BOIL HARD FOR ONE MINUTE, 
stirring constantly. Remove from heat, 
skim off foam with metal spoon, and pour 
quickly into glasses and cover at once with 
Vn inch hot paraffin. Or use glasses with 
tight-fitting lids. Makes 3to cups or about 4 
(6 fl. oz.) glasses. Note: Jelly may be slow 
in setting.

Holiday Gift Chiffon Cake

In most Jewish families the nine- 
branched candelabra called the 
"menorah" has been handed down from 
one generation to another. Next Wed¬ 
nesday evening, the 19th, marks the 
beginning of Chanukah. 

The family will gather around the 
menorah and the center (shamos) candle 
is lit first as a prayer is chanted by the 
head of the family; the shamos will be 
used to light one candle. The second night 
the shamos lights two candles, and so on, 
until at the end of 8 days all candles on the 
menorah are burning brightly. 

For some, gifts are exchanged on each 
night of Chanukah. Sometimes children 
receive Chanukah money... for all it is a 
happy holiday. Traditional foods are 
served, among them the popular potato 
latkes, or potato pancakes. We are in¬ 
cluding a recipe for Cinnamon-Apple 
Latkes — a pancake with a new twist. With 
the main course, a marvelous Harvest 
Tzimmes or pudding. 

POTATO PANCAKES (Latkes) 
lto pounds potatoes (4 medium), 
pared 

1 small onion 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons flour 
to teaspoon salt 

Mi teaspoon nutmeg 

3 tablespoons shortening 

Grate potatoes and onion on medium 
grater; drain well. Add egg and flour. 
Sprinkle with salt and nutmeg; mix 
thoroughly. Heat 1 tablespoon shortening 
in skillet over medium heat. Drop potato 
mixture by scant V« cupfuls into skillet. 
Spread into flat cakes. Fry until golden 
brown on both sides. Add additional 
shortening as needed. (Drain pancakes on 
paper toweling.) 

CINNAMON-APPLE LATKES 
(PANCAKES) 

2 eggs 

3 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 
Mi cup water 

3 cups chopped cooking apples 
Vt cup unsifted flour 

1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 
Peanut oil 
Vfc cup sugar 


Beat eggs until light and foamy. Mix in 
3 tablespoons sugar, salt, 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon and water until well blended. 
Stir in chopped apple, flour and grated 
lemon peel; mix well. Heat about to to Mi- 
inch depth of oil in large heavy skillet. For 
each latke, drop about V* cup apple mix¬ 
ture into hot oil. Flatten slightly. Fry on 
each side until golden brown. Add oil to 
pan as needed to keep proper depth for 
frying. Drain latkes well on absorbent 
paper. Combine to cup sugar and 1 
teaspoon cinnamon to make the topping. 
Sprinkle sugar-cinnamon mixture over hot 
latkes. Serve Immediately. Serves 6. 

HOLIDAY CHIFFON CAKE 
2 to cups silted cake flour 
lto cups sugar 
3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 
to cup salad oil 

5 egg yolks, unbeaten 
to cup cold water 

2 teaspoons fresh lemon juice 
Grated rind of 1 lemon 

1 cup egg whites (7-8) 

to teaspoon cream of tartar 
Sift together flour, sugar, baking 
powder and salt. Add oil, egg yolks, water, 
lemon juice and lemon rind. Beat with a 
spoon until smooth. Whip egg whites with 
cream of tartar until very stiff peaks are 
formed. Gently fold batter Into egg whites 
until well blended. Do not stir. Pour into 
ungreased 10-inch tube pan. Bake in 325 
degree oven 55 minutes, then increase heat 
to 350 degrees and bake 10-15 minutes or 
until top springs back when lightly 
touched. Invert pan on narrow necked 
bottle to cool. To remove, loosen sides with 
spatula and tap lightly. If desired, frost 
with sweetened whipped cream and 
decorate with slivers of lemon. 

OLD FASHIONED CHICKEN 
AND DROP NOODLES 

2 cups chicken broth 
2 cups water 

1 pound carrots, peeled and cut into 
julienne strips 

2 cups diced cooked chicken 

DROPNOODLES 
2 eggs, beaten 
to cup water 
1 teaspoon salt 

About lto cups sifted all purpose flour 


For Broth: Comblnfrchlcken broth and 
water in saucepan. Bring to boil and add 
carrots. Simmer until almost tender, 
about 7 minutes. Return to boil and drop 
noodles into broth. Cover and continue 
boiling gently, stirring occasionally, 8-10 
minutes or until noodles are tender yet 
firm. Stir in chicken and reheat to serving 
temperature. 

For Noodles: Blend eggs and water. 


Stir in salt and about to cup flour and beat 
well. Blend in enough more flour to make a 
very stiff batter. Beat until smooth and 
elastic. Heat bowl of metal spoon in 
boiling broth. Using side of spoon bowl, cut 
off about to-inch strip of batter. Immerse 
in boiling broth until noodle batter slips off 
spoon. Be sure to keep spoon hot so that 
noodle batter will not stick. Repeat until 
all batter is used. Makes 4-6 servings.

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Book Review 

HOTEL 

BY ARTHUR HAILEY, 
BANTAM 

By Michael Allison 

The story of a huge New 
Orleans hotel, crossing the lives 
and passions of many different 
people, is told briillanUy in 
Hotel. Written by Arthur 
Hailey, author of Airport and 
Wheels, all three books are 
proof that Hailey is one of the 
most convincing and absorbing 
novelists around. 

Among the people of the St. 
Gregory Hotel, owned by 
Warren Trent, is Peter 
McDermott, the young general 
manager who has come to New 
Orleans to seek a new career — 
after an indiscretion in New 
York which blacklisted him 
with every chain hotel in the 
country. Also there is Christine 
Francis, the beautiful girl who 
came to New Orleans trying to 
forget a family tragedy ... and 
who is beginning to find life 
pleasant, because of Peter 
McDermott. 

A series of mishaps began 
when the Duchess of Croydon 
became quite angry at a slight 
spilling of shrimp in the 
Croydon’s suite. The Duchess 
complained that they had 
stayed in their rooms all af¬ 
ternoon to rest, and see what 
had happened to upset them ... 
and what did Peter plan to do 
about it? With the Duchess’s 
imperious demands, with the 
racial issue dragged out into the 
open when a Black dentist is 
refused admission along with 
his convention to the St. 
Gregory. 

Also there was the issue with 
hotel tycoon Curtis O'Keefe’s 
pressure on irascible Warren 
Trent to sell — with all these 
factors, no one even noticed that 
the motor switch of elevator No. 
4 was not working, that the 
elevator control was weakening 
dangerously and quickly.

Surrounded with pressing 
problems, Peter didn’t waste 
much time wondering about this 
strange happening; he didn't 
care if the fastidious Duchess 
wanted to be friendly with the 
boorish detective. That is, he 
did not think about it until it 
crossed his mind that the hit- 
and-run accident all New 
i Orleans was talking about had 
’ involved a black Jaguar. 

Almost against his will, Peter 
recalled the Duchess's anger, 
that time she had complained of 
the shrimp, when her husband 
the Duke made a chance 
remark... “I left my cigarettes 
in the car” ... but the Duchess 
had just told Peter the 
Croydon’s had stayed in their 
suite all afternoon? .. . Ogilvie 
driving the Croydon’s car away 
the day after the hit-and-run — 
yes, right after the accident... 
the Duke and Duchess of 
Croydon. 

And still, no one had noticed 
that elevator No. 4 was 
figuratively — and literally — 
hanging by a thread.

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Junior Mothers Rest Club Furnishes Playroom 


COUTURIER 
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A social service group of 
approximately 30 Newton 
women has been meeting for 
nearly half a century, changing 
their goals anil direction ns the 
. social needs of the community 
changed. 

The .Junior Mothers Rest Club 
was formed in 1925 to help the 
parent Mothers' Rest 
Association provide suburban 
vacations for Boston's tenement 
dwellers and their children, 
According to a turn-of-the- 
century pamphlet, written three 
years after the senior Mothers' 
Rest was founded, the club 
hoped to remove city children 
from "the midst of the dangers, 


to Ijo tli lK)dy and soul, of the city 
street (where). . . weariness 
gives way to despair." 

With the advent of day care 
centers, so much In vogue again 
today, the need for such a 
service lessened. Thereafter the 
Junior Mothers' Rest dedicated 
Its time and effort to the 
Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children. In time, medicine 
found cures for many of the 
crippling diseases that had 
incapacitated Peabody 
residents and the institution 
was sold to the City of Newton 
for use as a school. 

Again Junior Mothers' Rest 


looked for a social service 
project and this time their at- 
tention turned to the Children's 
Ward of the Newton-Wellesloy 
Hospital. For the past years, in 
fact, the association of now 
middle-aged women has been 
working on behalf of the 
hospital. 

Originally the club made a 
large assortment of handmade 
articles for infants and young 
children on the hospital's 
nursery and pediatric floors. 
Their sewing today is limited to 
stitching surgical garment, for 
the hospital's Central Supply 
Department. 


Over the years, the club has 
raised money In various 
projects. lately, auctions 
within the club have added to 
their nest egg $3,000 and It was 
recently voted to furnish the 
colorful playroom in Newton- 
Wellcsley's new pediatrics unit. 

Responding to changing 
social needs has kept the 
women young, not to mention 
well-informed, they claim. They 
also find themselves 
rejuvenated by the name of 
their organization. As one 
member puts it: "Not many 
women in their sixties belong to 
a Junior Anything Club."

Governor Sargent 
Signs Divorce Bill 
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of Waltham 
393 Moody St. 
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Governor Francis Sargent 
recently signed Into law a bill 
sponsored by Senator Irving 
Fishman (D-Newton) which 
eliminates recrimination as a 
defense to an action for divorce. 

Previously, a couple in which 
each spouse had grounds for 
divorce could be denied a 
divorce simply because neither 
spouse was considered to be 
innocent. 

"The elimination of the 
recrimination defense is an 
important step in the movement 
to reform Massachusetts 
divorce law," Fishman said. 
"Although every effort should 
be made to achieve marital 
reconciliation, it is absurd for 
the state to force a couple to 


stay together because both 
partners are violating the 
marriage contract.” 

The original recrimination 
repeal bill was prepared in 
cooperation with Newton at¬ 
torney, Murray H. Falk.

Cong. Moakley Warns 
Of "Abuse" Of Powers 
In The Energy Crisis 


, Congressman Joe Moakley 
i (D-Mass.) cautioned against 
Presidential “abuse" of powers 
•Congress will give President 
Nixon to deal with the energy- 
crisis. 

In testimony before the House 
Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, Moakley 
announced plans to deal with 
the oil shortage: 

— A flat prohibition on oil 
exports, which have tripled 
since last year, was also in¬ 
troduced by Moakley on 
Thursday. The Congressman 
was critical of the 
Administration, claiming a bill 
should not be needed to stop 
exports at a critical time. 

—A thorough investigation of 
possible employment problems 
resulting from shortages of 
fuels used in industry has been 
requested by Moakley and other 
New England Congressmen in a 


letter to the President. Moakley 
urged the Commerce Com¬ 
mittee to join in the request, 
pointing out that Congress 
would need this information to 
deal properly with economic 
dislocations. 

—A probe into the extent of 
fuel shortages was demanded 
by Moakley. He had previously 
pointed out that there had never 
been any independent 
verification of industry pleas. 

—A law requiring oil refiners 
to sell well holdings as ad¬ 
vocated by the Federal Trade 
Commission. “This anti-trust 
action is needed to block further 
manipulation of supplies," said 
Moakley. who claims that the 
industry has manipulated oil 
supplies. 

—A Marshall Plan to save 
mass transportation was also 
proposed. Moakley advocated a 
freeze on transit fares and 


subsidies to urban systems, 
commutor trains and intercity 
rail lines. 

Moakley pointed to recent 
announcements that the Boston 
MBTA is weighing reductions in 
service to cope with rising costs 
and fuel shortages. He said, 
“This is the one place we should 
not cut back; we cannot 
alleviate the present situation 
unless we get people out of their 
cars and into mass tran¬ 
sportation." 

Moakley was critical of the 
Nixon Administration, charging 
that it had taken no action to 
improve the situation. “Every 
initiative that has been Liken 
has come from Congress over 
bitter objections by President 
Nixon.” 

The Boston Congressman 
pointed out that, “Rail transit is 
23 times safer than autos, uses 
seven times less fuel, gives off 


Labor Dept. Publishes 
Guide To Pension Plans 


To help participants un¬ 
derstand the provisions of their 
pension plans, the U.S. 
Department of Labor’s Labor 
Management Services 
Administration (LMSA) has 
published a 34-page booklet 
entitled "Know Your Pension 
Plan’’. 


Designed as a checklist 
primarily for pension plan 
participants subject to Welfare 
and Pension Plan Disclosure 
Act regulations (WPPDA), the 
pamphlet asks and answers 
specific questions about pension 
benefits, age and service 
requirements for benefit 
eligibility, credited service 
vesting, applying for benefits, 
and circumstances under which 
benefits will not be received. 
The WPPDA covers plans with 


26 or more participants in 
private industry. 


According to Alexander 
Sutton, I>MSA Area Director for 
New England, the booklet tells, 
in simple, non-technical 
language, how to obtain In¬ 
formation about and un¬ 
derstand the rules of pension 
plans. Questions such as why 
plan participants should take 
the trouble to become familiar 
with the rules of their pension 
plan rather than waiting until 
retirement; what participants 
need to know about private 
pension plans, such as what 
type of benefits beneficiaries 
can hope to receive; how 
benefits are computed; and 
what age and service 
requirements must be met, are 
all outlined in the booklet.

no pollutants and can move up 
to 50,000 people an hour as 
opposed to 4,000 by car.

Newton's historical 
background is documented and 
preserver! at the Newton Free 
IJbrary (NFL) 

A unique historical collection, 
housed separately in the NFL's 
Newton Room, is currently 
being updated in a project made 
possible with support from the 
Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities. 

The Council has given $500 to 
the Newton Free Library from 
funds appropriated by the 
Massachusetts General Court. 

These funds from the Council 
originate in an appropriation 
recommended by the Governor 
and are approved by the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 

The project, which will in¬ 
clude the publication of a 
brochure listing the Newton 


Room's holdings, some of which 
date back as far as 
Revolutionary Times, was 
initiated in preparation for the 
nation's Bicentennial 
Celebration. 

The IJbrary had Initiated a 
program of the preservation of 
historical documents using such 
preservation techniques as the 
deacidification of materials, 
binding, and other processes. 
The Council funds will continue 
the impetus of this program. 

It is expected that the updated 
Newton collection will be of 
particular interest to students, 
historians, and researchers. 

The NFL Ls presently con¬ 
cluding its own year-long 
celebration of Newton's cen¬ 
tennial year, and during this 
time the Main IJbrary and Its 


branches focused on different 
aspects of life in the city, as it 
was in 1873, and as it is today. 

At the Main Library, pro¬ 
grams included a celebration 
honoring thirteen Newton 
authors, a discussion on 
valuable antique books, and a 
play featuring Newton’s 
history. 

Programs at different 
branches included panel 
discussions, skits, readings and 
exhibits. The topics included 
discussions on education, ar¬ 
chitecture, religion, Newton 
Clubs, and the Business Scene. 

The NFL also conducted a 
“River Walk Along the 
Charles," held a program on 


"The Indians in Newton," 
coordinated a "Fashion Show of 
the 1800's,” discussed "From 
Foot to Wheel," the story of 
transportation, held a program 
on the “Notable People of 
Newton" and concluded the 
centennial celebration with a 
Family Holiday Fair. 

With the cooperation of the 
Jackson Homestead and the use 
of materials from the Newton 
Room, changing exhibits of 
Newtonia were featured at the 
Main Library and the branches. 

Exhibits included documents, 
maps, recreational news, city 
records, old newspapers, 
clothing, accessories, utensils, 
toys and tools of the times.

Drama Class Highlight 
Of Winter 'Y' Program 


A new dramatic class for 
teenagers highlights the 
Newton YMCA’s youth program 
this winter, registration for 
which is now underway. 

John Duane, the Y’s ballet 
instructor and a former leading 
performer in a number of 
Broadway shows, will offer the 
new J unior Di amatic Workshop 
for boys and girls 12 to 17 years 
old. Formerly with Warner 
Bros. Studios, the Boston Ballet, 
the New York City Ballet, and 
many other companies, Duane 
will instruct in every facet of 
drama, from stage presence 
and diction to set construction 
and elocutation. A play will be 
presented at the end of the 12- 
week class. 

The popular crafts program 
will once again feature four 
different classes, each taught 
by long-time Y instructor Tobey 
Hirsch, a graduate of Carnegie 
Mellon University.

Bar Is A Hit

1 NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
j restaurant industry may be 
succeeding where home cooks 
often fail —In getting more 
vegetables into the American 
diet. 

“One of the big rages is the 
make-your-own-salad bar," 
says Richard J. Harman, 
president of the National 
Restaurant Association. 

Asked about ingredients, he 
rattled off a list that started 
with greens and included 
cheese, bacon, olives and raw 
vegetables such as tomatoes, 
onions, carrots, cucumbers and 
radishes. 

In an interview, Harman said 
the restaurant industry's re¬ 
sponsibilities include 
developing good nutritional 
habits. He added that 
customers already are asking 
more questions about the food 
they're offered. 

They want to know if there 
are extenders in the hamburger 
and if turkey on the menu 
comes from a turkey roll in¬ 
stead of a freshly roasted bird. 
Ethnic Foods Popular 
Harman added that the 
restaurant and hospitality field- 
hotels and motels—is very 
sensitive to consumer reac¬ 
tions. 

"The fast food trends still are 
accelerating, and ethnic foods 
are becoming quite popular— 
Chinese chow mein, sauer- 
braten, pizza and pasta, tacos 
and other Tex-Mex specialties." 

But roast beef remains the 
best selling entree, followed by 
fried chicken and baked or fried 
fish. 

Harman said cafeteria as a 
word is out of vogue but the 
business itself is expanding, 
especially in the south, the 
southwest and the midwest. He 
himself is owner and chief 
executive of a cafeteria chain in 
the Kansas City, Wichita and 
Topeka areas. 

Variety of Salads 
"We tend to eat with our eyes, 
and cafeteriass present food 
attractively. Many have high 
style decor, even indoor 
waterfalls.” 

He said cafeterias today may 
offer as many as 20 to 25 salads 
and 25 different desserts, and 
wide choices among meats, 
vegetables and soups. 

Nostalgia increasingly 
flavors our dining out, Harman 
said, describing a restaurant in 
Hartford, Conn., that occupies 
an old bank building. Part of the 
dining room is in the former 
bank vault. In Kansas City, a 
warehouse has been converted 
to a restaurant. A San Fran¬ 
cisco firm uses replicas of old 
railroad cars as dining rooms 
around central buildings, he 
added. 

Limited menus such as steak 
and beer or steak and ale win 
wide acceptance when coupled 
with attractive decor, Harman 
added. 

Restaurant volume rises 
The meat boycott and rising 
prices led to a 10 per cent 
decline in meat consumption 
during the third quarter of this 
year, he said, but restaurant 
volume rose. He added that the 
growth was due largely to 
higher food prices, although the 
number of diners out did in- 
creas a bit. 

Despite rising prices, he 
expects eating out to become 
the largest industry in the 
united states by the turn of the 
century. 

"As more women come into 
the work force, they're much 
better prospects for eating out 


at least one meal and possibly 
two a day. Twpnty-four to 34- 
year-olds are the fastest grow¬ 
ing segment of the population, 
and these young people are 
going to be diners out, too, as 
they have more gross disposa¬ 
ble income, with husband and 
wife working." 

Educated waitresses 

Often in recent years, restau¬ 
rant industry spokesmen have 
complained of a lack of young 
people willing to enter the 
business, largely because of its 
long hours and holiday schedu¬ 
les. 

That's changing, said Har¬ 
man. 

"Tens of thousands of people 
in their early twenties are 
coming into the field and there’s 
a great increase of capability of 
people running restaurants. 

"Waiters and waitresses in 
one steak and ale chain are 
college graduates. This pro¬ 
duces a reservoir of manage¬ 
ment people." 

But why, with a college 
education do they take service 
jobs? 

"For fun and tips," Harman 
said. 

He added that food service 
and management-oriented pro¬ 
grams now are avilable at about 
35 senior colleges, about 900 
junior and community colleges 
and about 1.C00 vocational and 
technical schools throughout 
the nation.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Middle East war has 
shattered a number of complacent assumptions about the 
solidarity of the NATO alliance and raised questions about 
the durability of the Soviet-American "detente." 

And the Arab decision to cut off or sharply reduce oil 
supplies to the United States and other pro-Israel countries 
has presented Washington, its European allies and Japan 
with crises of the first magnitude. 

American officials acknowledge the picture is 
depressing. It is particularly so because 1973 had been 
proclaimed by President Nixon as the “Year of Europe." 

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger in April began 
working on what he hoped would be a "New Atlantic 
Charter." This was supposed to consist of new declaration 
revising the security and economic relationships among 
members of the Western Alliance, enabling them to deal 
more effectively with matters of trade and monetary policy 
while negotiating arms reductions with Russia. 

Work on the "Atlantic Charter" is at a standstill for the 
time being, while Kissinger attempts to deal with the Im¬ 
mediate problem of getting the Arabs and Israel to stop 
fighting and begin realistic peace negotiations. Nixon is 
occupied with a host of troubles on the home front. 

NATO, instead of being strengthened, has been rocked to 
its foundations by the war and the Arab decisions to cut off 
or reduce oil shipments. 

The United States has publicly criticized its allies for 
failing to support Washington's prolsraeli stance, par¬ 
ticularly with respect to the airlift resupplying Israel with 
war materiel. 

West Germany and other allies have lashed back. They 
charge that Washington did not consult with them on the 
issue even when Nixon putU.S. nuclear forces on alert. 

The nine members of the European Common Market 
declared that Israel eventually must give up all the 
territory it has gained since the lightning defeat of Egypt in 
1967. Japan has made a similar pronouncement. 

Meanwhile, the Kremlin presumably sees an opportunity 
to use this situation to seriously weaken—perhaps even 
destroy —the NATO alliance, while driving a wedge bet¬ 
ween the United States and Japan. 

And Kissinger may even find some trouble about the 
Middle East when he confers in Peking during the next few 
days with Premier Chou En-Lai. Chou, presumably aware 
that Moscow and Washington have expressed the intention 
of taking a more active role in settling affairs in the Middle 
East, may ask Kissinger whether this does not violate the 
pledge in the Shanghai communique in which the big 
powers said they would not seek "hegemony" over any 
particular area. 


-Safety Belts Shunned 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A 
survey returned by nearly 2,500 
drivers recently Indicated 63 
per cent of them opposed 
legislation that would require 
them to wear both lap and 
shoulder belts. 

The survey by the California 
Automobile Association also 
showed 45 per cent favoring a 
bill that would require drivers 
to use lap belts only. Thirtynine 
per cent were opposed.

A Veterans Administration 
report indicates California, with 
3.23 million veterans, main¬ 
tained its position in fiscal year 
1973 ns the state with the most 
veterans. 

Massachusetts remains in 
ninth position with 870,000 living 
veterans. Approximately 6.2 


percent of all veterans live in 
the 6 state New England area. 

New York ranks second with 
2.52 million veterans, Penn¬ 
sylvania third with 1.75 million, 
Illinois fourth with 1.56 million 
and Texas a close fifth with 1.53 
million veterans. States with 
the fewest veterans are Alaska, 


40,000, WYomtng, 49,000 and 
Vermont, 61,000. 

"Veteran Population," a VA 
pamphlet published semi¬ 
annually in June and Decem¬ 
ber, reports there were 29.07 
million living veterans in June 
1973, as the fiscal year ended. 
Officials noted that figure in¬ 


creased to 29.15 million by 
September, however. 

The pamphlet also reveals 
that 13.96 million World War II 
veterans comprise the largest 
single group of veterans, 
followed by 6.56 million Viet¬ 
nam Era veterans (including 


0.41 million who also served 
during the Korcn Conflict). 

Other groups in order of size 
include 5.94 million Korean 
Conflict veterans (including 
1.26 million who also served in 
World War ID, 3.11 million 
veterans who served between 
the Koren Conflict and the 


Of Living Veterans 


Vietnam Era, 1.18 million World 
War I veterans, and fewer than 
2.000 Spanlsh-Amcrican War 
veterans. 

The average age for all 
veterans is 45 years, with the 
largest number, 4.79 million, 
clustered in the 50 to 54 years 


age group. There are 4.46 
million veterans 45 to 49 years 
old, 3.55 million aged 40 to 44, 
followed closely by 3.54 million 
25 to 29 years old. 

The few remaining Spanish-

Nelson A. Rockefeller said 
Tuesday he will step down after 
four terms in office to devote his 
efforts to the Commission on 
Critical Choices for Americans, 
a blue-ribbon panel that hopes 
to chart the future of the 
country. 

Observers called the an¬ 
nouncement a first step toward 
seeking the 1976 Republican 
presidential nomination. 

"I am not a candidate for 
nomination for the presidency 
or for any other political office. 


whether I will become a can¬ 
didate in the future I do not 
know. I should like to keep my 
options open," Rockefeller said. 

"I have decided not to seek a 
fifth term as governor of New 
York," Rockefeller, 65, told a 
crowded news conference in the 
Red Room at the state Capitol. 
"I will resign next Tuesday 
after 15 years of service to the 
people of the state." 

In turning over the governor¬ 
ship to Malcolm Wilson, his 
lieutenant governor through 
four terms, the governor said he 


regretted the move might be 
viewed as "a political maneuv¬ 
er to seek the presidency,” an 
office he sought in 1960,1964 and 
1968. 

He said he would devote his 
time to running the Commission 
on Critical Choices for Ameri¬ 
cans and another panel—the 
Commission on Water Quality. 
He hoped the resignation would 
not be viewed as "a political 
maneuver to seek the presiden¬ 
cy,” he added. 

The governor said he would 
not "under any circumstances 


consider such a move before the 
latter part of 1975, or while I am 
chairman of these com¬ 
missions." 

In Washington, Sens. Jacob 
K. Javits and James B. 
Buckley, both R-N.Y., praised 
the governor's record, which 
Javits said was marked by 
"great skill and high devotion.” 

George Bush, chairman of the 
National Republican party, said 
“the entire country will gain 
from his experience and leader¬ 
ship as he devotes full time” to 
the commissions.

The Metropolitan District 
Commission has announced it 
will name its bicycle paths in 
the vicinity of the Charles River 
Basin 'The Dr. Paul Dudley

Presently the bike paths total 
16 miles, but within a year it is 
expected the network will In¬

Many Improvements In Income Tax Form 


Massachusetts taxpayers will 
find a number of time-saving 
improvements on 1973 in¬ 
dividual Income tax returns as 
well as shortened and simplified 
instructions, Massachusetts 
District Director of Internal 
Revenue William E. Williams 
said today. 

Describing the long Form 
1040 and the short Form 1040A, 


which are now being printed, 
Williams estimated that over 
2.5 million individual returns 
would be filed in Massachusetts 
for 1973. Taxpayers in 
Massachusetts filed 2.2 million 
returns for 1972. 

Steps taken by the IRS to 
improve tax forms, Williams 
said, "should enable many 
taxpayers to complete their 


returns with less difficulty and 
in less time than last year.” 

So that taxpayers can file 
early and receive refunds in 
less time than those filing closer 
to the April 15 due date, 
Williams urged employers to 
distribute W-2 withholding 
forms as soon as possible. W-2’s 
for 1973, generally, must be 
distributed by January 31, 1974.

volumes are light and roadway 
widths are adequate, painted 
bike lanes will be provided, in 
some areas with a parallel off¬ 
road path for lower speed 
bicycles. 

A novel improvement for both 
bicyclists and pedestrian will be 
the creation of a full width 
sidewalk along Memorial Drive 
near the Longfellow Bridge. At 
that point the wide roadway 
ramp swinging out over the 
river permits the sidewalk 
construction without impairing 
the traffic flow. It will provide 
for connection between the 
Memorial Drive bikepath and 
Cambridge Parkway toward 
the Science Museum and the 
Prison Point Bridge. 

At the Eliot Bridge in Cam¬ 
bridge near the Mt. Auburn 
Cemetery a completely grade 
separated underpass will be 
created in order that bikes will 
not have to cross the heavy 
traffic going between Storrow 
Drive and Fresh Pond 
Parkway. 

The next stage of the MDC 
bicycle path program will be 
the constructioj i eighth along 
Soldiers’ Pi«f3 Woad in Brighton 
t from North Beacon 
iet and Nonantum Road to 
the Storrow Drive esplanade 
near the Boston University 
(Cottage Farm) Bridge. The 
route will be almost completely 
separated from the existing 
roadway and will require 
substantial sections of new 
pathway construction. An 
added feature will be a 
pedestrian bridge over the river 
near the Boston University 
railroad bridge, permitting 
pedestrians and bike riders to 
pass through the Storrow 
esplanade. 

It is expected the additions to 
the present 16-mlle bicycle 
pathway network will be 
completed by late 1974. 

Richard J. Ward of Everett 
an assistant civil engineer in the 
MDC and Engineering Division 
who drew the plans for the 
bicycle paths, is the originator 
of the idea to name the Charles 
River Basin bicycle pathways 
after Dr. White.

Nature's 

Ways

Repercussions from the 
energy crisis may imperil the 
ducks known as "park 
mallards.” 

Park mallards are ducks 
which live on the ponds of public 
parks or on waterholes along 
public roads. One of the criteria 
that separates park mallards 
from other ducks is that they 
are maintained by an artificial 
food source. "Artificial" in this 
sense usually consists of one or 
more persons who lug grain or 
stale bread to the pond and feed 
the ducks. 

The Russian wheat deal 
already had made the park 
mallards' future uncertain. At 
going bread prices, the pickings 
likely would be slimmer. Even 
though a dedicated park 
mallard feeder tends to invest 
in bread returned to the bakery 
and thus sold at a lower pric 
the lower price is not as low as it 
has been. The question that may 
be resolved before winter drags 
to a close is whether the duck 
feeder will have the gasoline to 
get to the bakery and then to the 
pond. 

Although park mallards may 
not all be mallard ducks, they 
mostly are mallards. 

. Park mallards exist in every 
New England state. In winter 
they are more common in 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts, partly because 
the temperature is more 
temperate in those states. 

Since ice is a common pond 
commodity in winter, it sur¬ 
prises some people that park 
mallards winter far inland. H. 
W. Heusmann, waterfowl 
research biologist with the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Game, reports 
that cooperators in his recent 
January park mallard surveys 
found 9671 mallards and 1888 
black ducks wintering at 116 
locations in 13 cities and 55 
towns, predominantly in 
eastern Massachusetts. He is 
convinced that no fewer than 
10,000 mallards and 2000 black 
ducks winter in urban 
Massachusetts. In addition to 
mallards and black ducks, other 
breeds which Heusmann has 
found wintering on urban ponds 
in Massachusetts include wood 
ducks, wigeon, green-winged 
and blue-winged teal, pied¬ 
billed grebes and American 
coots. 

Heusmann's study is part of a 
growing interest among wildlife 
managers in wildlife that 
spends part of its year in urban 
surroundings. The University of 
Massachusetts is a leading 
explorer of urban wildlife 
problems. The Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Game 
also is among the few state units 
around the country that have 
become interested in urban 
wildlife. 

Although the prime goal of 
urban wildlife management is 
to provide city dwellers contact 
with wildlife, such projects 
should Interest game bird more 
than they have in the past. For 
instance, ducks banded by 
Heusmann on Massachusetts 
ponds have been shot in Min¬ 
nesota, Quebec and as far south 
as North Carolina. Similarly, 
among the ducks he has trapped 
on urban ponds were birds 
which had been banded in 
Vermont, Quebec, Ohio, 
Virginia and New Brunswick. 
So despite their seeming 
tameness, urban-living ducks 
are as wild as any others. 

Mallards are fairly recent 
ducks in New England.’ Their 
major home range is the 
Mississippi Valley. Before I960, 
a mallard was almost unknown 
in the wild here. Many New 
England mallards are 
descendants from once-tame 
mallards that escaped from 
barnyards or duck collections.

'a cup celery, chopped 

Few sprigs parsley or dill 

Soften gelatin in 'a cup hot water and put in blender 
with vinegar, mustard, salt and onion. Blend one minute. 
Add salmon juice and all and the celery and parsley. Blend 
until smooth, about one minute. Fold in whipped 
evaporated skirn milk and pour into 1-quart mold. Chill.

Shoes can kill you. So can a lot of other 
fashion items, if you wear them while 
driving a car.

She’s a stunt driver, one of the trio 
you see on TV Commercials for Uniroyal 
Tires. She does ramp-to-ramp jumps and 
two-wheel "high skis" drives, and when 
she isn't being "Uni” with her two pals 
"Roy” and "Al", she tours with an all¬ 
woman thrill-driving show.

Black Powder Guns 


Sheehy 
Clicks With 
Whalers 

BOSTON (UPI) - Tim 
Sheehy is becoming the New 
England Whalers' center of 
attraction. 

Sheehy, an All America at 
Boston College and an Olympi¬ 
an, has switched to center from 
his normal right wing because 
of a season-long injury to Terry 
Caffery. 

Sheehy, recovering from a 
back ailment, is coming into top 
shape. "Tim is Just starting to 
show his true form,” said New 
England coach Ron Ryan on the 
eve of his team's home en¬ 
counter with the Toronto Toros. 

"I was pleased with the way 
Tim played over the weekend 
(on a line with Mike Byers and 
Hugh Harris). The back is bet¬ 
ter and he was skating with the 
type of authority he showed last 
season” in getting 33 goals and 
38 assists, said Ryan.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Thou¬ 
sands of hunters and target 
shooters are following the 
footsteps of their ancestors and 
returning to the use of firearms 
that were first relied upon to put 
meat on the table and ward off 
aggressors. 

Black powder shooting is 
growing more popular an¬ 
nually. 

Target shooters are finding 
it’s an enjoyable and economi¬ 
cal way to pursue their hobby, 
w hereas hunters are finding it is 
often a practical way to put 
venison on the table and still 
cooperate with stringent gun 
control laws in such congested 
states as Illinois, which forbids 
the use of high powered rifles. 

The demand for muzzle 
loading guns has resulted in 
numerous reproductions of fa¬ 
mous flintlock and percussion 
rifles, shotguns and pistols. 

The best part is that the 
reproductions usually are of 
more solid construction, more 
reliable and more accurate than 
those carried when our country 
was still a wilderness. 

The popularity of muzzle 
loaders has grown to such an 
extent, that the National Muzzle 
Loading Rifle Association 
(NMLRA) annually holds a six- 
day shoot to determine the 
country’s muzzle loading cham¬ 
pion. The shoot always Is 
scheduled to end on I^ibor Day 
near the village of Friendship, 
Ind. 

The NMLRA has 7,500 mem¬ 
bers and 150 affiliated clubs, 
which often hold local shoots of 
their own. 

One of the pleasant things 
about muzzle loading is that it 
doesn't take a fortune to begin 
the hobby. Single shot repro¬ 
duction pistols can be pur¬ 
chased for as little as $20 and 
rifles for less than $ 100 . 


The beginner can purchase 
guns, powder, patches, balls 
and other accessories, or can 
build his own gun, pour his own 
shot and cut his own patches. 

Muzzle loading rifles are 
especially popular in such 
states as Illinois because they 
can be used for deer hunting. 
The muzzle loader can provide 
more accuracy and power at 
longer ranges than can a 
modem shotgun loaded with 
slugs, the standard deer gun in 
Illinois. 

The biggest safety tip to 
remember is that shooters 
should never use smokeless 
powder in antique or reproduc¬ 
tion model black powder arms. 

One of the favorite reproduc¬ 
tion rifles on the market today 
is The Hawken, which originally 
was produced in the early 
1800's. 

The Hawken, reproduced by 
Thompson Center Arms Co , 
CHn be extremely accurate 
when loaded properly. 

Harrington & Richardson 
produces a Springfield Stalker 
that closely resembles Spring- 
field rifles used during the Civil 
War. Dixie Gun Works of Union 
City, Tenn., probably the 
largest catalog order store in 
the country, has a large line of 
reproductions, Including kits for 
the shooter to put together his 
own muzzle loader. The list of 
both domestic and imported 
reproductioas seems endless. 

Many shooters are reluctant 
to enter the field of black 
powder guns because they lack 
information on the subject. 
Actually, black powder shooting 
is not as difficult as some 
imagine and not dangerous 
provided necessary precautions 
are taken. 

1 he "Black Powder Gun 
Digest” is available for J5.95 
from most gun shops and large 
book stores. It outlines every¬ 


thing the novice needs to know. 
If the book is not available 
locally, it can be ordered from 
Digest Books Inc., of Northfield, 
Ill. 

The book is an excellent in¬ 
vestment for those wanting to 
enter the sport of black powder 
shooting. 

Besides historical and how-to 
stories, it offers price lists on 
black powder guns a) 
glossary of terms used by 
powder gunners. 

B.C.'s Curley 
Passes Away 

HYANN1S, Mass. (UPI) - 
John P. Curley, who brought 
Boston College to national 
prominence in iootbail during 28 
years as manager of atnletics, 
died Tuesday following a 
lengthy illness. He was 82. 

Curley, a 1913 Boston College 
graduate, assumed the post of 
graduate manager of athletics 
at the Jesuit school in 1929 and 
held the post, until 1957. After 
retirement, he stayed on as 
part-time director of athletic 
facilities until 1965. 

Curley was credited with 
scheduling national opponent 
Tulane in September of 1940, a 
game Boston College won, that 
led the Eagles into the Sugar 
Bowl that year. 

Boston College was known 
only around New England when 
Curley arranged the Tulane 
game. But after the Eagles won, 
27-6, in New Orleaas arid posted 
a 10-0 season, they were invited 
back to New Orleans for the 
Sugar Bowl—which they won, 
19-13 over Tennessee 

Curley also was known for 
bringing Frank Leahy, an 
obscure assistant coach at 
Fordhum, to Boston College in 
1939. Leahy went on to coach 
Notre Dame to greatness after 
leaving. 

Funeral sen ices for Curley, 
who leaves a widow and three 
children, will tie held Friday at 
St. Ignatius Church of the 
Boston College campus.

NRA Approves Developer 


The Newton Redevelopment Authority 
(NRA) voted at a special meeting last 
week to designate Spaulding and Slye as 
* the developer of commercial parcels C and 
Bl. 

The NRA had voted earlier in the week 
to rescind a June 11, 1973, vote which 
designated Woodland Realty Trust as the 
developer. 

Richard Clarey made the motion to 
designate Spaulding and Slye. After Otis 
Robinson seconded the motion, the 
Authority voted 4-0 to pass it Lawrence 
Sullivan, whose term has expired, but who 
has not been replaced, was absent. 

The meeting was disrupted at several 
points by Martin Roach, a former owner 
of the land to be developed by Spaulding 
and Slye. 

Roach objected to a resolution in¬ 
troduced by NRA Executive Director 
Gerald Early which stated the fair market 
value of the designated land is $616,000. 

Roach claimed that he had offered $4 a 
foot to buy back land that is being sold for 
$2.60 a foot to Spaulding and Slye. 

The land was originally taken from 
Roach by eminent domain on May 13, 1969, 
for 51 cents a foot. Roach stated that the 
day before the land was taken, he had 
signed an agreement of intended purchase 


for the land with Arnold G. Haynes of 
Wellesley for $4 a foot. 

“You stole this land,” Roach said to 
Authority memberar-^Yo^re -not doing an 
honest thing.” 

Roach remarked to Clarey that Clarey 
had previously said the land acquistion 
was “a palpable fraud." 

Clarey agreed that he said this, but said 
he made his statement prior to his reading 
a letter from former Alderman Franklin 
Flaschner which said that Roach would be 
unable to get commercial zoning for the 
land. 

After repeated outbursts from Roach, 
Chairman Cecil Cadwell told Early to call 
the police. 

When the police arrived, one officer said 
that he thought the NRA could "handle the 
situation themselves.” 

The police left without Roach. 

Authority member Margaret Smith 
expressed sympathy for Roach. "I guess 
we have to take it from here, and be more 
responsible in the future,” she com¬ 
mented. 

Cadwell explained to Mrs. Smith that 
there were two different appraisals of the 
land — an acquisition price and a selling 
price. 

Clarey noted that “the land Roach 


owned in 1969 was not zoned for this use 
(commercial development). 

Cadwell sait^' , ‘I understand there is 
litigation on the purchase price.” 

Authority members continued to talk 
with Roach after adjournment. 

"There was some reason the community 
was opposed to you (Roach),” Clarey 
remarked. 

Roach responded that there was “a 
conspiracy to swindle Roach out of his 
land.” 

Mrs. Smith said that she thought Roach 
“got a bad deal." 

“In my opinion, the land is still worth 
$4.00 a foot,” commented Roach. "I ask for 
a little honesty.” 

Roach noted that Clarey had asked for a 
new appraisal last year to get him more 
money. 

Early said later that a court has ruled 
that Roach's land was not acquired 
illegally by the NRA. The decision was 
“with prejudice." 

Authority members stated their reasons 
for favoring Spaulding and Slye early in 
the meeting. 

"I have found favor with the Spaulding 
and Slye proposal since the first go-around

At its final meeting of 1973, the Board of 
Aldermen irdulged in a little nostalgia, 
passed some trivial and some important 
measures, and referred a number of 
items, many of major import, to the in¬ 
coming Board. 

Board President Eliot Cohen extended 
"special thanks" to the Board for their 
cooperation during the past two years, and 
noted that "the majority of us will be back 
to face the new challenges the next year 
will bring.” 

Cohen was reelected president for the 
next two years. Four aldermen have been 
replaced. 

Outgoing Alderman Harry Crosby said 
earnestly, “I have lots of memories, lots of 
thoughts. I will be thinking about what 
could have been done, i will wonder what 
people will think of us when we've gone." 

Crosby, thought of by some as the 
"conscience" of the Board, will be out of 
the country on sabbatical leave and 
therefore did not run for reelection after 
his four-year stint as an alderman. 

Aid. Edward Uehlein, reminiscing about 
his 10 years on the Board, said, "One thing 
I’ve learned is that when a young fellow 
comes on the Board, he is going to solve all 
the problems of the city. But fun- 


The Newton School Committee voted 
approval for a city ordinance establishing 
a Community Schools Commission for the 
Community Schoo’s Program at its last 
regular meeting of the year this week. 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 
reported the recommendations of an ad 
hoc committee which studied the proposed 
ordinance. 

"We had communication with Alderman 
Louis Egelson, chairman of the Education 
Committee, and we made recom¬ 
mendations to him," Regal commented. 
"All, save one, of our recommendations 
were incorporated into the ordinance." 

Regal said that the only recom¬ 
mendation not added was the 
establishment of a revolving fund for the 
Community Schools Program. 

“The city solicitor held that the state 
statute concerning revolving funds was not 
applicable in this situation,” Regal added. 
"We need an amendment to the statute 
which would allow a revolving fund. 

“We're asking that the School Com¬ 
mittee approve the ordinance establishing 
a Community School Commission," Regal 
continued. 

The ordinance was approved with no 
opposition. School Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell asked that he be recorded as 
abstaining on the vote. 

Mandell said later that “the ordinance 
creates a bureaucracy over local schools.” 

"The ordinance reduces local control," 
Mandell remarked. He said that he 
thought the Community Schools Program 
could function without the restrictions in 
the ordinance. 

Regal also recommended that the School 
Committee give its approval to an

Pines complimented the diligence 
of the Board, saying she had “never seen 
so many conscientious people.” 

P.ter Harrington, who has served as 
vice-president of the Board for the past 
two years, also left to work full time at his 
position of state representative. 

Harrington apologized to the Board for 
whatever "caustic words" he may have 
used in his four years as ulderman and 
because he himself enjoyed presiding over 
a few meetings of the Board, he invited 


Uehlein to bike over the podium for the 
first part of the meeting. 

In docketed business, after failure of a 
last-ditch effort by Aid. David Cohen to 
acquire the entire Webster Vale, the Board 
voted to appropriate $40,000 for landtaking 
of 1.6 acres in the Vale. 

Cohen's motion became an "advisory 
resolution" attached to the appropriation 
asking the mayor to acquire the whole 
Webster Vale. 

The $40,000 was a figure agreed on by the

School Board Votes 

Approval Of Ordinance Power 

Out Here

amendment to be filed by he and Aid. 
Egelson “which will enable a revolving 
fund for fees collected." 

The motion was passed. 

The community schools ordinance was 
approved by the Board of Aldermen last 
Monday. The ordinance establishes a nine 
- member commission which will oversee 
programs, and submit a formal budget 
annually to the mayor and the School 
Committee. 

Regal noted that the major late changes 
included in the ordinance were an addition 
allowing the commission to provide 
necessary staff, and a change in wording 
regarding the relationship of the Com¬ 
munity Schools Commission and the 
Recreation Commission. 

Early versions of the ordinance said ‘hat 
the Recreation Commission's use of sports 
facilities would “have priority over the 
needs of the Community Schools Com¬ 
mission." 

This caused objections from School 
Committee members who said that it was 
the School Committee which would make 
final decisions over the use of school 
facilities. 

The ordinance was changed to read, 
"programs of the Community Schools 
shall not be established so as to supplant or 
preclude the Recreation Department's use 
of the schools, in particular gyms, 
swimming pools, and other indoor sports 
facilities and outdoor playground areas." 

In other action, the School Committee 
heard discussion of sex roles in the Newton 
School System.

Boston Edison installed a special phone 
in the Newton Police Station this week to 
handle calls relating to Monday's ice 
storm. 

“Edison did a Hell of a job," commented 
Newton police officer Michael Volpe. 
“People were calling about no school 
announcements and about having no 
electricity.” 

Volpe stated that there were no 
automobile accidents reported on the 
storm day until 3:28 p.m. 

"Most people were leery to go out,” 
Volpe conjectured. "The city salted the 
main streets." 

Volpe said that a day later people in 
Newton Highlands and Newton Centre 
were still without electricity. He added 
that a lot of tree branches were knocked 
down by the storm. 

The office of Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
noted that it "did not receive one com¬ 
plaint during the duration of the storm.” 

The mayor's office expressed gratitude 
for the efforts of the "street commissioner, 
the general superintendent of the street 
department and all the working forces of 
the City of Newton" who "did a superior 
job in meeting the emergency of the ice 
storm.” 

City Ombudsman Richard Antonellis 
reported that his office received no 
complaints about city service. He said the 
only complaints received were about 
Boston Edison and lack of electricity. 


Controversial Items Held 
For New Alder manic Board 


Among the 1,008 items before 
the Board of Aldermen in 1973, 
about 175 more or less im¬ 
portant measures have been 
referred to the new Board. 

The more important items 
have to do with solid waste, 
land, and housing. 

The proposed amendment to 
the zoning ordinances requiring 
that developers of multi-family 
housing for sale or lease shall 
lease or sell to the Newton 
Housing Authority a number of 
units containing 10 per cent of 
the total number of bedrooms in 
the development was referred 
to the new Board after con¬ 
siderable debate again at 
Monday night's meeting, the 
last meeting of the Board for 
1973. 

In one form or another the "10 
per cent policy" has been before 
the Board since 1972 as a 
proposed ordinance, and for 
several years before was an 
unwritten policy. 

The Board requires, as a 
condition of granting per¬ 
missive use to a developer to 
build apartments or other 
multifamily rental housing, that 
the developer set aside 10 per 
cent of the total number of 
apartments for lease to the 
Housing Authority for its 
subsidized leased-housing 


program for low-income 
families. 

The policy has come under 
criticism recently, and outgoing 
I .and Use Committee Chairman 
Alan Barkin has often said he 
wished there could be a court 
test of the policy. (He had his 
wish - there is now one under 
way.) 

At Monday night’s meeting 
Barkin gave the minority 
report, opposed to the favorable 
majority report of the Land Use 
Committee. 

"It is not fair to require 
petitioners to come before the 
city and comply with 
everything and then find out our 
10 per cent policy," Burkin said. 

“We get the 10 per cent and 
then we’re not satisfied," 
Barkin said. “We resist every 
effort of the Newton Housing 
Authority to get housing. The 
Housing Authority probably 
could get housing if it had had 
more cooperation from this 
Board," 

"We stand here with our rifles 
cocked (with the 10 per cent 
policy;" Barkin said. 

On the subject of putting 
condominiums within the reach 
of the new ordinance, Barkin 
had this to say: "We just had a 
situation where a developer 
wanted to build $60,000 to $70,000 


condominium units. If he of¬ 
fered some to the NHA, the 
NHA couldn't afford to buy 
them." 

"Then,” Barkin said, "we 
could either say 'Build them 
anyway,’ or ‘You can't build 
any,’ or 'Sell them to the 
Housing Authority for 
$45,000.' " 

The range in bedrooms asked 
for by the ordinance Is 5-20 per 
cent, Barkin said. "What 
standards are these? Where is 
the equal application of the 
law?” 

Barkin also objected to 
another provision of the or¬ 
dinance that specifies if the 
federal rent subsidy program 
comes to an end, the rental shall 
then be at 60 per cent of market 
value. 

"Upon reflection," Barkin 
said, “we probably have done 
better under the unwritten 
policy than we would under this 
proposed ordinance. At least it 
was almost voluntary before.” 

Aid. Michael I.ipof offered an 
amendment "to make the 
proposed ordinance palatable," 
by which developers of con¬ 
dominiums, instead of leasing 
units in the building to the 
Housing Authority, could

Nancy And Michael Are Strangers In Each Other's World 


Nancy Alpcrt, of Newton, a junior at 
Brandeis University, and Michael, age 11, 
ii mentally handicapped resident at the 
Walter E. Fernald State School in 
Waltham, share a common denominator - 
each is a stranger in the other's world, 

Michael's life is bounded on all four 
directions by autism, a state of mind 
characterized by daydreaming, 
hallucinations and disregard of external 
reality. 

Nancy, as one of 30 Brandeis student 
volunteers at the Fernald School, has 
made successful, though abbreviated, 
forays into Michael's restricted sphere of 
autistic existence using only her patience, 
her voice and sugar coated cereal. 

Michael has responded to Nancy's 
intrusion, surrendering small bits of his 
inability to relate to reality. Nancy gives of 
her free time to glimpse into, and 
hopefully, penetrate the void which holds 
Michael in a state of semi-suspension. The 
effort has recorded a measure of success 
for both. Nancy is experiencing, in part, 
the role of a teacher in an unreceptive 
environment where advances are guaged 
only in half steps. 

Michael is learning, too. Thanks to 
Nancy, the program and his own hard 
work, the 11-year-old can tell the dif¬ 
ference between a set of keys and a 
photograph. 

The Michaels outnumber the Nancys 
at the Fernald’s Farrell Hall, but what is 
lacking in numbers by the Brandeis 
volunteers is made up in ordered deter¬ 
mination - guided by considerable thrust 
from Brandeis senior Richard P. 


Brightman. director of the Brandeis 
students. 

The Hull native arrived at Farrell Hall 
a scant four years ago to find a "semi- 
program floundering without major 
volunteer support." 

Brightman since has instituted, with 
the endorsement of Fernald doctors and 
Mass. Department of Mental Health of¬ 
ficials, a full-fledged training program 
which has shown impressive results. 

Brightman, however, is cautious in his 
assessment of the general program, but 
enthusiastic about the contribution made 
by the Brandeis students and elated over 
advances shown by the children. 

"We’re trying very hard here to bring 
about some positive results in the 
education of retarded children by applying 
the principles of a teaching technique 
called 'behavior modification,' that is to 
say, changing his environment from one 
that guarantees failure to one that guar- 
tees success. This Is done by breaking the 
task down to small steps and rewarding 
the successful completion of each step. 
Past volunteer programs largely served 
the children's material needs by providing 
shoes and toys. Now we are trying to teach 
the children to tie those shoes and play 
will) the toys." 

There are some 7P boys and girls, 
between the ages of G and 16, who live in 
"apartments" - each a large, brightly 
decorated, living area accommodating 
nine children. Here, a visitor will find 
autistic and retarded children engaged in 
repetitive, ritualistic games of their own 
invention. They rock in place, whether on 
the floor, a chair or a bed, or they lie 


without moving save for sporadic waving 
of their hands often slapping their bodies. 
Several children have blinded themselves 
by continuously striking themselves on the 
head. Their handicaps arc compounded by 
the dark, but they are not without help. At 
least half will receive individual attention 
from the Brandeis volunteers, who can, at 
best, hope for signs of progress. 

Nancy reflects on her participation in 
the program, and mirrors the feelings held 
by many of her counterparts: "Working 
with Michael lias been a tremendous ex¬ 
perience for me. My first feeling toward 
the Fernald School was one of sadness and 
helplessness. Since then I have come to 
realize these children have great potential. 
Through Michael, I have seen that 
progress can be made. Each time I work 
with him I see improvement. Sometimes 
the progress is slow, sometimes amazing. 
Today, he can match some colors, shapes 
and objects. I look forward to spending 
time with Michael, and I am convinced he 
enjoys the sessions as much as I do." 

The desired goals are not always 
within immediate grasp, but Nancy has 
enjoyed an appreciable measure of suc¬ 
cess with Michael. After seven weeks of 
working alone with him for a few minutes 
each day, usually in a room or area safe 
from distraction, Michael now attends 
Farrell Hall's equivalent of "school" each 
afternoon. His classroom is a smaller 
version of a public school class, complete 
with colorful decor accented by seasonal 
decorations. 

Gently coaxing Michael, Nancy asks 
him to wait by the door until she has 
opened it. If he falters, then she repeats 


her request until he complies. Each 
response is immediately followed by a 
smile and praise from Nancy. Once inside, 
Michael responds to the volunteer by 
selecting his name card, and taking 
his chair to a table. He eagerly accepts his 
"reward"-pieces of sugar coated cereal. 
Michael is learning. 

The rewards are signal instruments 
employed by the volunteers in their work 
with the children, und Mr. Brightman 
explains their significance. 

"Any progress made by the children is 
considered major, because they must 
work to leave their highly individualistic 
world to comply with requests made by the 
volunteers. The children are keenly aware 
of the treats, and we are conditioning them 
to equate doing with receiving. In short, 
we are praising the paints off of them. And 
in many cases it’s working. A year ago, 
several of the children here could not feed 
themselves, nor were they toilet trained. 
Today, those same children, primarily 
through the efforts of the full time staff, 
coupled with assistance from the students, 
are feeding themselves and going to the 
bathroom." 

Brightman, as serious about his 
volunteers as he is about his psychology 
studies at Brandeis, enlists volunteers only 
after a lengthy interview and only after he 
is convinced of the applicant’s sincerity 
in wanting to help. Additionally, he asks 
for, and usually receives, a firm com¬ 
mitment from the potential volunteer that 
he or she will give four hours weekly at 
Farrell Hall, attend a nightly training 
session at Brandeis and complete all 


teaching logs, data charts, etc. during a 
three-month period. 

Dr. Donald B. Anderson, a 
psychologist and director of Farrell Hall, 
has watched the volunteer program 
develop, and his assessment reflects the 
program's efficiency, 

"It is successful, because it helps 
everyone involved," he emphasized. "The 
retarded children benefit from the com¬ 
panionship and instruction offered by the 
volunteers. For their part, the Brandeis 
students who are volunteering their time 
are learning techniques for teaching 
retarded children, and have the op¬ 
portunity to develop a personal 
relationship with a child who appreciates 
their attention. The supervisor of the 
program, Mr. Brightman, is gaining ex¬ 
perience and organizing others to get the 
job done. Finally, the institution benefits 
greatly from the added resources con¬ 
tributed by the volunteer program. Since 
everyone connected with the program 
stands to gain a great deal by it, 
motivation is high to continue it and keep it 
effective." 

Brandeis students can be found at 
Farrell Hall nearly any day or evening of 
the week - dedicated and sincere about 
their work. But their successes are by 
virtue of their non-professional status, 
made possible by the full time employees 
at Farrell Hall. 

"In large measure," explains 
Brightman, "the success of the Brandeis 
volunteers training program is due to the 
cooperation of the staff. The psychologists, 
occupational therapists, teachers and 
attendants have been incredibly willing to 


take time out of their hectic schedule to 
advise the volunteers, suggest new 
teaching approaches and to offer en¬ 
couragement. We will always be deeply 
indebted to them for their patience and 
time." 

On a realted level, the Brandeis senior 
pointed out that in order to help retarded 
children, "one does not have to be a 
professional." 

"This Is not the case," he asserted. "It 
has been clearly demonstrated that with a 
minimal amount of training in behavior 
modification techniques, people who are 
not professionals, such as students, or 
parents and other relatives of the retarded 
children, can indeed accomplish a great 
deal. It is the ultimate goal of our program 
to put together a training package which 
will be made available to other univer¬ 
sities, clinics or agencies, which will be 
designed to train the non-professional and 
maximize his effect in the setting." 

At a 1968 meeting of the International 
League of Societies for the Mentally 
Handicapped, the organization establishsd 
a Declaration of General and Special 
Rights of the Mentally Retarded. 

Article II reads: "The mentally 
retarded person has a right to proper 
medical care and physical restoration and 
to such education, training, habilitation 
and guidance as will enable him to develop 
his ability and potential to the fullest 
possible extent, no matter how severe his 
degree of disability." 

Last week Nancy gave Michael two 
pieces of candy. He’d just correctly 
matched a yellow circle with another 
yellow circle. 


Chief Perkins Offers Fire Safety Tips 


Chief Frederick A. Perkins, 
,Ir., of the Newton Fire 
Department, wishes to bring the 
following “safety points" to the 
attention of all citizens of 
Newton. 

Keep fire out of holiday ac¬ 
tivities. Christmas trees, 
lighted candles, arrangements 
of evergreens - traditional 
decorative touches which 
spread the holiday mood - can 
also spread the horror of fire 
unless great care is taken, 
warns the National Protection 
Association. Chief Perkins 
suggests the following im¬ 
portant points in keeping fire 
safety high on the list of things 
to remember this holiday 
season. 

The Tree - Select a firm, fresh 


one, and pul it at once in a cool 
place with its base in water. 
Before setting it up, cut about 
an inch off the base to help the 
tree absorb water, then place 
the tree in a sturdy stand 
containing water. Be sure the 
water level stays above the cut - 
check it daily. 

Locate the tree away from 
heat and where it won't block 
exists. Take it down as soon as 
possible after Christmas Day - 
the more it dries out the more 
of a hazard it becomes. Don't 
rely on do-it-yourself flame¬ 
proofing treatments. 

If you select an artificial tree 
of the plastic type, check labels 
before buying tree to make sure 
your tree Is of slow-burning 
materials. 
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Lighting - Never use lighted 
candles on a tree or near any 
evergreen decorations. 

Check sets of electric lights 
closely, for worn insulation, 
broken plugs, loose bulb 
sockets, and use only sets with 
Underwriters' Laboratories 
(UI.) or Canadian Standards 
Association (CSA) label. Use 
extension cords sparingly. 
Never hang a set of lights on a 
metallic artificial tree. To avoid 
possible shock hazard, use only 
indirect spot lighting on such a 
tree, which should carry the UL 
label if it has a built-in elec¬ 
trical system. 

Turn off all indoor tree and 
decorative lighting when 
leaving the house or retiring for 
the night. Outdoor lighting 
needs special equipment. 

Decorations - Use materials 
which are non-combustible such 
as glass and asbestos, or which 
are flame-retardant. Keep 
natural evergreens and 
polystyrene foam decorations - 
which burn reudily - away from 
lighted candles and other 
flames. 

Be sure holiday costumes and 
masks, such as Santa suits and 
whiskers and children's 
pageant outfits, are fire 
retardant. 

Wrappings - Pick them up 
while opening gifts and put into 
covered trash containers. 
Never burn wrappings, cartons 
or evergreens in the fireplace - 
they may flare up dangerously. 

Gifts - For safety's sake, 
electric toys should carry UL or 
CSA labels. Avoid pyroxylin 
plastic toys and dolls. 
Remember that toys operated 
by gasoline, alcohol or kerosene 
are especially dangerous in 
children's hands. 

Parents, especially, are 
urged to keep these precautions 
in mind as the Christmas season 
nears: 

Keep children from playing 
under or too close to the 


Christmas tree. Be especially 
careful with matches and 
smoking materials. Review the 
family's home escape plan for 
quick exit in case of a fire 
emergency. 

Never leave children alone or 
without proper supervision, 
even when tempted to do so 
under the pressure of last- 
minute shopping and errands as 
Christmas nears. 

With the energy crisis being 
what it is, many people will turn 
to various types of candles for 
decorations, Chief Perkins 
emphasizes that under no 
conditions should candles be 
used in close proximity to live 
greens, trees, or other 
decorations or flammables.

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Handicapped Guaranteed An Education

A two-year-old law, Chapter 766, whose 
purpose is to insure an education for every 
handicapped child, will go into effect next 
September in Newton and across the state. 

The educational and financial im¬ 
plications of Chapter 766 were outlined 
by John M. Cullinane, director of Pupil 
Personnel Services, and Gerald Peterson, 
director of Special Education for the 
Newton school system at a School Com¬ 
mittee meeting last week. 

The new law requires all local school 
departments to provide programs for 
handicapped children from age 3 to 21. 

("Handicapped" may mean having 
impaired vision, speech, hearing, social or 
mental development, perceptual ability, 
or social or mental development, per¬ 
ceptual ability, or social or mental 
development, as well as major physical 
disability.) 

A major provision of the law is the right 
of parents to be consulted in the 
educational program for their han¬ 
dicapped child, after the child has been 
evaluated by a team made up of teachers, 
psychologists, nurses, and other 
specialists (core evaluation team. 

If a parent feels the program arrived at 
is not appropriate for his child, he has the 
right of appeal. 

According to Cullinane's interpretation 
of the law set forth in a memorandum to 
school staffs. Chapter 766 "sets as a 
positive goal the maximum feasible in¬ 
tegration of handicapped and nonhan- 
dic?^, ed children. The isolation or 
segi s .gation of special education children 
will end." 


“This docs not mean that there will be no 
self-contained classes for handicapped 
children," the letter continued. 

Cullinane went on the explain that the 
law shifts the responsibility of edueatiing 
handicapped children from special 
education, in which general education 
assists, to general education, supported by 
special -education programs as needed. 

Special schooling for the blind and deaf 
may be continued under Chapter 766, but 
the cost of this education will hereafter be 
borne by the city. Newton has fairly 
recently developed its own public-school 
programs for deaf children.) 

Severely retarded and multiply han¬ 
dicapped children who are now residents 
of state institutions will more and more 
continue living at home or in community 
residences, under a new philosophy of the 
suite Department of Mental Health. 

These children, therefore , may par¬ 
ticipate to some degree in general 
education in the public schools. 

Those children who are unable to leave 
institutions will be served by educational 
programs in the institutions. The costs for 
such educational programs will be paid by 
the city. 

While some communities are predicting 
tremendous tax increases to pay for inv- 
plementing the new program, the financial 
impact on Newton may not be severe. 

Another communication from Cullinane 
says, "Newton is in relatively good shape 
as concerns services for children with 
special needs. This is due to the support of 
the School Committee and our own in¬ 
ternal shifting of resources." 

"We have made cuts in Division of 
Program services and activities... and 


have put these positions into social work 
and the Youth Development program." 

Cullinane lias estimated that between 
114 and 234 new positions will be 
required in the School Deparment to 
implement the integration of special 
students. 

The cost to the city for the additional 
staff would, then, probably be between 
$110,000 and $250,000. 

The formula for reimbursement by the 
state for special education will change 
next year as a result of the new law. 

The new reimbursement formula will 
provide state reimbursement of the dif¬ 
ference between Newton's per-pupil cost 
for nonhandicapped children and the 
per-pupil cost for handicapped children, 
up to 110 percent of the statewide average 
per-pupil cost for handicapped children, 
according to the office of Rep. Michael 
Daly, ccv-author of the law. 

When told that Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink had said that Newton's 
average per-pupil cost for the severely 
handicapped is $6700, Daly's spokesman 
explained that this figure would not be 
used, but averages for the various 
programs would be computed separately 
and reimbusemants made separately. 

The statewide average cost per han¬ 
dicapped pupil cannot be determined until 
all cities and towns have prepared their 
1974-75 budgets. 

Therefore, no state reimbursement can 
be expected until at least a year after the 
law takes effect. 

According to Joseph Massimo, chief 
psychologist for the Newton schools, there 
are 1,041 students receiving some form of 
special education in the school system. 


What Next? The Electric Car Perhaps

People may not have to worry 
about getting enough gas for 
their cars a few years from 
now. 

Instead, they may be driving 
cars powered primarily by 
rechargeable electric batteries. 

David Saar, who has driven 
an electric car in two cross¬ 
country races, talked about the 
history of the electric car at a 
recent Newton Rotary Club 
luncheon. 

"The topic is most ap¬ 
propriate with an energy crisis 
and air pollution existing," Saar 
commented. "Oil can be burned 
at a very high efficiency in an 
electric car." 

Saar said that electric cars 
today are similar to the Baker 
electric cars of the early 1900's. 

“In about 1910, when gas cars 
became reliable and efficient, 
'interest in the electric car 


waned," Saar remarked. 

"The typical performance of 
an electric car today is 50-100 
miles on a battery," Saar ad¬ 
ded. "A charge for a battery 
can take from eight to 10 
hours.” 

Lack of sneed has often been 
cited as a drawback of the 
electric car. Saar said that the 
world speed record for an 
electric car is 147 miles per 
hour. He stated that he had 
driven an electric car at 95 mph. 

Saar said that these speeds 
were over short distances. 

"The limitations of the 
electric car come down to those 
of battery technology,” Saar 
commented. 

Saar talked about the life 
span of batteries: “Typically, a 
researcher will put together a 
battery and it might work 10-15 
cycles," Saar remarked. "He 
might change materials and 
then get 20 cycles. 


"Large amounts of money 
have been put into this by 
battery companies. 

"A problem is economics," 
Saar continued. "A battery has 
been developed by the Navy out 
of zinc and silver which could go 
200 miles, but it would cost 
$ 100 , 000 ." 

Saar said that one possibility 
for the future might be the 
leasing of batteries for electric 
cars. When a car owner's 
battery ran low, he would turn it 
into the leasing company and it 
would give him another one. 
The company would then 
recharge the old battery. 

"The federal government or 
the auto companies are going to 
have to help increase volume to 
make electric cars more 
economical," Saar commented. 
"The large auto companies 
have not been particularly 
interested; they have a highly 
successful product."

In a special meeting Tuesday, 
the board voted to accept the 
recommendations of Commis¬ 
sioner Gregory Anrig which will 
set minimum school time on the 
basis of hours rather than days. 
A board spokesman said the 
measure was designed to allow 
"maximum flexibility" for 
local school systems. 

The measure was adopted on 
a temporary basis and applies 
only to the 1973-74 school year. 


Saar said that the electric 
utility companies and the post 
office have shown interest in the 
electric car. The post office is 
using four electric cars ex¬ 
perimentally, and reportedly is 
planning to buy 350 more. 

Saar showed slides of electric 
cars. "The reason for electric 
cars being small and light is 
that their batteries have little 
charge," Saar stated. 

“We are not talking about a 
car that can compete with 
Detroit’s monsters.” 

Saar discussed his experience 
in an electric car sponsored by 
MIT and Cal. Tech in a cross¬ 
country race in 1968, 

The electric car participants 
arranged for 53 hook-ups with 
power companies to charge the 
car’s battery. Saar said that “in 
order to charge an electric car 
battery as quickly as you can 
get gas, it would take three 
wires thicker than your arm." 

Charging during the cross¬ 
country race took about 35 
minutes. Ice was used to cool 
the car’s battery. 

Saar said that competitors 
read releases about using ice to 
cool the car, and they used it 
also. This technique helped 
them to beat Saar's electric car 
team. 

In a second cross-country 
race, Saar drove in a hybrid 
electric vehicle. It had an 
electric motor and an 18 - 
horsepower gasoline generator 
which recharged the battery. 

Saar said that the com¬ 
bination of an electric battery 
and a small gas engine still 
results in a relatively expensive 
car. 

Saar stated that people in¬ 
terested in the electric car are 
"lacking money, research and 
commitment to develop it to get 
it into production.” Also, public 
acceptance. 

"We need an improvement in 
batteries," Saar reiterated. 

Saar referred to a recent 
study which showed that much 
of people's car use is for drives 
15 miles or less. The electric car 
could be feasible for short 
distances. 

"With cooperation, we may 
see electric cars by the end of 
the century," Saar commented. 
"We may all be driving electric 
cars."

Crunch 
Catches Crisis 

It is .'i strange turn of events in this age 
of crisis that the energy crunch has caught 
up with the environmental crisis. 

We never get anything for nothing. 
One of the prices paid for the installation of 
emission control devices on automobiles 
was an increase in the use of gasoline. 
While the new devices reduced air pollu¬ 
tion, engine efficiency went down and the 
demand for gasoline went up, 

This is a classic example of what more 
and more people are beginning to unders¬ 
tand — the meaning of environmental 
trade-offs. 

For years and years we burned papers 
m the backyard, burned leaves in the 
street, and burned trash at the town dump. 
Environmental laws passed by the Com¬ 
monwealth now forbid these practices. But 
here again the trade-off was expensive. To 
clean up the air. everything was carted 
away at increased costs to a sanitary land 
I ill operation which added still more to the 
costs. 

When the waters of the Neponset and 
Charles rivers were ordered cleaned up. 
area industries were forced to install cost¬ 
ly environmental devices which resulted in 
the consumer paying more for the products 
which these industries manufactured. This 
was another expensive trade-off. 

The average housewife should be well 
acquainted with environmental trade-offs. 

It she uses such things as paper towels and 
plates she may be increasing personal 
convenience but in using these disposable 
items she also adds to the ever growing 
mountain of waste. On the other hand, if 
she uses china or linens, energy must be 
used to heat the water for washing, which 
is costly, and detergent is used which goes 
down the drain into the sewer system 
where more money is involved for purifica¬ 
tion to prevent further water pollution. 

Trade-offs such as this require in¬ 
dividual consideration, weighing con¬ 
venience against cost, both in money and 
the effects on the environment. 

Technology is constantly at work in an 
effort to effect a better balance. We hear of 
the possibility of treatment centers turning 
trash into combustible material which 
when burned produces steam for heat, and 
sometimes electricity. But these advances 
are still far off for such communities as 
Norwood. Westwood. Dedham and 
Needham. 

Meanwhile, it might be well for the 
individual to think in terms of the trade-off 
and what it means in his particular case. In 
some instances the price we pay may be 
too high when judged against the benefits. 

For instance, the average car owner 
who feels the pinch in his gasoline budget 
because some environmental gadget under 
the hood is cutting down on his gas mileage 
will, we think, be happy to sacrifice this 
particular technological advance in the 
interests of gasoline economy. There must 
be enough absorptive qualities left in the 
vast reaches of the ozone above to dilute 
our automobile exhausts sufficiently to get 
us past this latest of crisis. 
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I'm going home for Christmas tomorrow. 

And what. I ask you. would Christmas be without going 
home? 

After all. It's one of those holidays, unlike, perhaps, 
others, that you must go home to really enjoy. 

I. after all, have one of those Christmas freak' mothers. 
Her mind starts working in September, and by November, 
she's got every store in the city cased.

We Paid More Taxes 
Than Nixon In 2 Years 

It's too bad ITesident Nixon did not manage the business of 
the United States as skillfully as he did his own personal .affairs 
luring the four and a half years when his net worth more than 
tripled. 

This writer studied the reports on President Nixon's income 
tax returns with confused reactions. 

We didn't know w hether to laugh or cry at the realization that 
we paid more federal income taxes for the years 1970 and 1971 
than did the President of the United States. 

Maybe that's a great honor and privilege, but we have a 
feeling that the President employed sharper tax experts who took 
advantage of every loophole the administration supposedly was 
going to close. 

Even conceding Mr. Nixon's legal right to utilize the un¬ 
closed loopholes, we still need the help of a few M.I.T. professors 
to figure out how we paid more taxes than a man who got $200,000 
a year in his pay envelopes and was allowed a $50,000 annual 
expense account. 

Apparently newspaper accountants are not as liberal with 
reporters as federal officials are w ith Presidents when it comes to 
expense accounts. 

Delving into Mr. Nixon's is a bit dizzying for one who has been 
accustomed to itemizing his expense bill down to the last penny, 
supplying receipts and vouchers and then having something 
sliced off by a skeptic in the business office, apparently on general 
principles. 

Mr. Nixon was allowed $50,000 a year for expenses. He spent 
$111,000 for expenses in four years and put the other $89.00 in his 
pocket. That's a nice trick if you can turn it. We clipped that out 
and will enclose it in our Christmas card to the business manager. 

It certainly is a land of opportunity when a working 
newspaper stiff is allowed to pay more income taxes than the 
President who is getting over 10 times as much in wages and other 
compensation. But we arc managing to keep our feeling of 
gratitude within reasonable grounds. 

Police Not Satisfied 
With Sarge's Decision 

It took courage for Governor Sargent to decide to pocket-veto 
the capital punishment bill, but along the way he lost some of his 
determination and partly bowed to the police officers who had 
loudly demanded that he sign the measure into law. 

Mr. Sargent declared that he favors punishment by death 
only for persons convicted of killing a police officer or prison 
guard. 

That was an obvious play to mollify the policemen who 
marched on the State House after attending the funeral of 
detective John Scbroedor who was gunned dow n while attempting 
to halt a holdup. 

However, the reaction of police spokesmen was sharply 
critical of the Governor. The police favor a much broader law 
than the one proposed by Mr. Sargent. They don't want to be In the 
position of advocating the death penalty for the killer of a police 
officer, but not the murderer of an average citizen. Their stand is 
sound and sensible. 

This writer has been opposed to capital punishment since as a 
young reporter he covered an electrocution at the old State Prison 
in Charlestown for the Boston Post and saw a human life snuffed 
out in the electric chair. 

It was supposed to be quite a distinction to be designated as an 
official w itness to an electrocution and to watch as a man was put 
to death by sending great bolts of electricity through hi6 body. 

For weeks afterward we used to wake up screaming during 
the night. We don't know of anyone who Ills ever seen an elec¬ 
trocution and favors holding another one. 

Many public officials, who strongly favored the death penalty 
and considered it a deterrent to murder, have told us they would 
cheei fully and willingly throw the switch to end the life of a vicious 
killer. We doubt they would in a showdown. 

But if there is to be a death penalty law, it should apply to all 
tlie categories of murder covered in the bill which Governor 
Sargent vetoed. It is a terrible thing to kill a police officer, but it 
ulso is terrible to murder a child who has been kidnaped or a 
woman being raped. 

Representative George L. Sacco of Medford, a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Attorney General and the leading 
advocate on Beacon Hill of the restoration of the death penalty, 
will spearhead a new fight for the adoption of a capital punish¬ 
ment bill. 

Sacco w ill try to get the measure enacted early in the 1974 
legislative session so he would have an opportunity to seek to line 
up the necessary votes to pass it over Governor Sargent's ob¬ 
jection if the latter should veto it again 

However, It probably will prove uo exercise in futility for 
Sacco and the other proponents of enforcing the death peualty for 
certain types of murder. 

Regardless of what capital punishment law they succeed in 
placing on the books, it is unlikely any murderer, however 
vicious, will be electrocuted in Massachuselts. 

For > ears we had a law which provided that anyone convicted 
of first-degree murder should be punished by death in the electric

chair. But the last time anyone was electrocuted in 
Massachusetts was in 1947—over 26 years ago—back in the first 
year of the administration of Governor Robert F. Bradford. 

Governors Paul A. Dover, Foster Furcolo and Endicott 
Peabody shrank from the responsibility of allowing a condemned 
man to go to his death In the electric chair when they had the 
authority to recommend the commutation of his sentence to life 
imprisonment. 

Governors Christian A. Herter and John A. Volpc said they 
would allow the electric chair to be used if the conditions and 
circumstances warranted. They never specified the conditions 
they had in mind. Whatever they were, they did not develop in the 
Volpe or Herter administrations. 

Even if a greatly modified capital punishment law were 
placed on the statute books, the Supreme Court probably would 
rule it unconstitutional. 

While the people of Massachusetts voted for the death penalty 
when the question appeared on the ballot. Governor Sargent's 
action in vetoing the capital punishment bill passed by the 
legislature will not be made an issue in next year’s gubernatorial 
campaign. 

Ironically, all the candidates for Governor, both Democratic 
and Republican, are opposed to the death penalty. 

Attorney General Robert Quinn, who is expected to be 
Governor Sargent's Democratic opponent next year, has declared 
that the bill passed by the Legislature is unconstitutional. 

Middlesex County Sheriff John J. Buckley, who may stand 
against Governor Sargent in the Republican primary next year, 
and former State Representative Michael Dukakis of Brookline 
also are opposed to the death penalty. But Governor Sargent may 
have lost some support as a result of the dispute over the bill he 
vetoed. 

His handling of the situation seems to have displeased both 
advocates and opponents of capital punishment. 

Gov. Sargent Blames 
Everybody But Himself 

Governor Sargent sounded as if he were launching his 
campaign for reelection when he made what was billed as a major 
address on the energy crisis. His speech was so political Attorney 
General Robert Quinn would be Justified in asking for equal time. 

Sarge blamed just about everybody except himself and 
especially the short-sighted Nixon administration for the 
threatened heating oil shortage in Massachusetts, and he listed in 
vivid detail the hardships we may expect in the winter ahead. 

He said nothing about his own failure to build additional oil 
storage tanks after learning last January that we would face a 
shortage of heating oil this winter. 

The extra storage tanks which could have been built but 
weren't would have eliminated some of the harships which Mr. 
Sargent now predicts will descend upon us in the coming months. 

Now that it is too late for him to do anything constructive to 
ease the impact of the shortage, the Governor is seeking to place 
himself in a position where there could be a confusing conflict of 
authority between the state and federal governments. 

He did nothing when he could have and should have. Now he is 
following the old political rule: when you can't do anything else, 
run around and holler and scream. 

Slow Payment Of State 
Bills Closes Hospital 

It is deplorable and incredible that the failure of the state 
government to pay Its bills within a reasonable period of time 
should be u factor in forcing an institution such as the St. John of 
God Hospital in Brighton to close down. 

Because of slppy administration the state Is notoriously slow 
in paying its bills, and this works a hardship oa many individuals 
and firms who do business with or for the Commonwealth and 
extend credit in the process. 

The fact that the state was and is months behind in paying its 
bills made it impossible for the St John of God Hospital to meet 
its obligations. The decision to phase out the operation of the 
hospital was reached when the state medicaid program owed the 
small hospital about $190,000 in unpaid bills. 

In order to continue in existence, the hospital was forced to 
borrow money ami pay interest in order to pay its own bills. Of¬ 
ficials of the hospital decided they could not continue that method 
of operation. 

That is a disgrace. Members of the legislature certainly 
should take steps to correct the situation even though it is now too 
late to save the SI John of God Hospital. 

The hospital, which is now in the process of relocating its 
patients prior to closing its doors, performs a very necessary 
function and virtually a service of mercy. 

Many persons will be deprived in the future of the care and 
treatment this hospital offered because the state didn't pay its 
bills on time. In the end the hospital closing probably will cost the 
slate more money because the people formerly admitted to St. 
Jolui of God Hospital will have to be cared for some place.

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Massachusetts Rated 
A Good Place To Live 

Massachusetts was rated an over-all seventh in an interesting 
quality-of-life study of the nation's 50 states by Dr. Ben-chieh Liu 
of Shawnee Mission, Kansas, an economist who was born in 
mainland China. 

His findings have provoked arguments and disputes, but 
some of the indicate we're pretty well off here in the Bay State. 

For example, he rates Massachusetts No. 1 in living con¬ 
ditions, third in technology, ninth in the quality of its state and 
local governments, 10th in health and welfare, 15th in agriculture, 
20th in education, 24th in economic status, 32nd in individual 
equality and individual status. 

States rated higher than Massachusetts in the over-all 
ranking were: California, first; Colorado, second; Connecticut, 
third; Washington, fourth; Oregon fifth; and Wyoming, sixth. 

California was judged to have the best state and local 
governments and the top economic status. Iowa was ranked No. 1 
in the matter of education. 

Alabama was given the lowest overall rating, and Mississippi 
was judged the next poorest of the 50 states.

would have provided for the 
establishment of such a 
program. The Committee 
report stated; "The Committee 
believes that an outpatient 
prescription drug benefit is the 
most important and logical 
benefit addition to the Medicare 
program." 

In 1971, I had sponsored 
legislation in the House which 
called for such a program. By 
1972, this legislation had 113 
cosponsors from 28 states, in¬ 
cluding five members of the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee, the Chairman of the 
Appropriations Subcommittee 
which deals with health 
programs, and many other 
members knowledgeable on 
health matters. 

Despite this showing of wide 
Congressional support in both 
the House and Senate, a Con¬ 
ference Committee on the 1972 
amendments deleted the 
proposal. Although this defeat 
was a great disappointment to 
myself and other sponsors, our 
bill was re-introduced in the 
93rd Congress. 

Recently, the House approved 
a Social Security bill which 
provides for the long sought 
increase in benefits to meet the 
escalating cost of living. The 
House approved a measure that 
provides for a two part 11 
percent increase. The Senate 


decided to report its own bill 
and in doing so, among other 
provisions, added and passed an 
amendment that is identical to 
our efforts in establishing a 
prescription drug benefit. 

In late November, the Senate 
voted 77 to 11 in favor of the 
establishment of this program. 
The matter again rests with the 
House since a Conference 
Committee will consider this 
and the other proposals offered 
by the Senate. 

I have written to the Chair¬ 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, urging that 
the Conference Committee heed 
the wishes of the many mem¬ 
bers who support this proposal 
and the demands of the elderly 
who desperately need this 
coverage. 

Out-of-pocket drug costs for 
the elderly have escalated from 
$777 million in 1967 to $1.2 billion 


in 1971, representing a 40 per¬ 
cent increase. The program I 
support would have a first year 
cost of about $700 million 
dollars. I can only assume that 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee's objection to this 
proposal is the financing. But, 
this cost represents only .25 
percent of the Total Federal 
Expenditure! 

The legislation would provide 
benefit allowance for the out-of- 
pocket prescription drug costs 
of the 20 million senior citizens 
who suffer the most common 
crippling or life threatening 
diseases. 

For many elderly, illness 
serves as a major cause of their 
poverty by reducing their in¬ 
come, while poverty, on the 
other hand, serves as a major 
cause of illness by making it 
difficult for them to obtain 
adequate health care. While 


pensions remain for the most 
part static, the cost of living 
soars. A chronic lingering 
malady such as heart disease, 
arthritis or respiratory illness, 
can require such large and 
continuing expense for 
medication that all hope can be 
drained from the prospect of life 
ahead. Instead of seeing these 
medications as preserving their 
lives, many chronically ill older 
persons see their lives as dreary 
and painful treadmills - their 
only future being in more costly 
medication which maintains life 
but whose cost saps the spirit. 

For these older Americans, it 
is imperative that we provide 
the assistance they need. 1 have 
the hope that in 1974 we will see 
Medicare extended to pay for at 
least those prescription drugs 
which are essential.

$2 Bill Coming Back 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
nickel hasn’t bought anything 
for a long time. Now, as the 
dollar buys less and less on 
store shelves the Treasury 
Department is considering reis¬ 
suing the $2 bill. 

There is even speculation 
that, as the United States is 
minting $1 coins, the paper 
dollar might disappear com¬ 
pletely, although no such move 
is contemplated for the near 
future, the National Geographic 
Society says. 

Popularity is the question 
confronting advocates of a 
revived $2 bill. The reason they 
were discontinued in 1966 was 
because too many people 
refused to use them—perhaps 
because of widespread belief 
the bills were unlucky. 

Unpopular as the scorned 
"deuce” may be, American $2 
notes are as old as the nation. 
They first were authorized by 
the Continental Congress in 
June 1776 as "bills of credit for 
the defense of America.” 

About 49,000 $2 bills were 
circulated, but inflation so 
plagued the colonies during the 
Revolutionary War that nobody 
wanted paper money of any 
denomination and “not worth a 
Continental" became a catch- 
phrase. 

The $2s weren't issued again 
until 1862, when they were 
authorized by Congress during 
the Civil War. The bills bore the 
portrait of Alexander Hamilton, 
the treasury secretary killed by 
Aaron Burr in a duel. 

Replacing Hamilton’s 
likeness with that of Jefferson 
the following year did nothing 
toward making the bill more 
popular. 

Some authorities claim $2 
bills came into bad repute 


because they were widely used 
to buy votes during the national 
election of 1880. 

Economically, there are ad¬ 
vantages in the $2 bill. It costs 
the government as much to 
print ones as twos—about a 
penny a bill. James A. Conlon, 
director of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Pringin, esti¬ 
mates a savings of $2.1 million a 
year if the bureau replaces half 
of its $1 bills with 2 bills. 

One observer jokes that if the 
Treasury Department wants to 
revive $2 bills at their former 
value, it should take account of 
inflation and print them as $3 
bills. 

It wouldn't be a first There 
were Continental $3 notes and 
New York and Texas once 
circulated $3 bills.

Governor's Energy Proposals G v 0 a ndJi°sm^ 
Now Under Legislative Scrutiny Local Schools 


The Taxation Committee of 
the Massachusetts Legislature 
after a public hearing voted 
unanimously this week to report 
unfavorably two of the 
governor's bills dealing with the 
energy crisis. 

One bill would have provided 
for an income tax exemption of 
five per cent of the cost of 
repairing and improving the 
residence of the taxpayer after 
January 1, 1974, provided ex¬ 
penditures were to be made 
primarily for the purpose of 
reducing consumption of 
energy. The other bill would 
have provided for reim¬ 
bursement of the 3 per cent 
sales tax on any tangible per¬ 
sonal property used directly in 
the repair of an individual's 



principal residence for the 
purpose of reducing con¬ 
sumption of energy after 
January 1, 1974. 

Rep. Lois Pines, a member of 
the committee, pointed out that 
a total income tax benefit of 8 
per cent could cost the Com¬ 
monwealth millions in taxes. 
She stated, "The Commissioner 
of Taxation was unable to 
estimate the potential cost of 
this legislatid'n.SjAlthough I 
sincerely believe that every 
effort ought to be made to en¬ 
courage the homeowner to 
make energy-saving repairs, it 
should not be done without any 
concept of the potential cost 
This proposed legislation would 
not assist the renter or the 
foresighted homeowner who, 
aware of the energy crisis last 
year or this, insulated his home 
at that time. I believe that the 
cost of oil (which for many is 
now twice the cost of last year) 
will be a sufficient incentive to 
homeowners to burn less and to 


do what is necessary to con¬ 
serve oil. Until such time as the 
governor is able to provide the 
legislature with credible in¬ 
formation, it would be 
irresponsible of the legislature 
to enact such tax bills." 

Other legislation being 
considered by the legislature, 
co-sponsored by Speaker David 
M. Bartley, Rep. Robert 
Ambler and Rep. Raymond La 
Fontaine, would provide for the 
establishment of a permanent 
energy commission to deal on a 
continuing basis with energy 
availability, consumption, 
conservation and research. 

Rep. Pines continued, “It is 
obvious that the Commonwealth 
cannot adequately deal with the 
energy crisis on a local basis. 
The problem is a federal one 
which must be solved at the 
national level. The governor 
presently has the powers 
necessary to deal on a local 
level with present problems. As

Over-all Newton-Wellesley 
fuel savings are calculated by 
Director of Maintenance and 
Engineering William J. 
Sargeant as the annual 
equivalent of heating needs for 
ten 1600-square-foot homes. 
While the hospital does not 
benefit directly from the fuel 
saving, utility companies do. 

Newton-Wellesley has 
reduced all thermostats to 68 
degrees and is using an 
estimated 40 percent less 
electricity throughout its seven 
buildings. In an intricate 
projection, Sargeant reckons 
that a five percent voltage 
reduction mandated Nov. 26 will 
enable the hospital to cut its 
demand by 204,000 KWHs. At 13 
KWH per gallon of oil, this is 
tantamount to a possible 15,700 
gallon saving. 

Because decorative lighting 
has been banned in 
Massachusetts hospitals by 
state law for several years, 
Newton-Wellesley is well- 
equipped for energy-short 
Christmas ’73. Last year’s 
tinseled strands and reflecting 
balls are already swinging in 
this year's low-consumption 
lighting.

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Veterans' Information Auditions By 

Choral Society 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Veteran* 
and their famines are nuking 
thousands of questions con¬ 
cerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans 
Administration. Below are 
some representative queries. 
Additional Information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q—About six months ago, the 
Veterans Administration Issued 
me a Service-Disabled Veterans 
Insurance (RH) policy. Does 
this policy pay dividends? 

A—No. Dividends are payable 
only on National Service Life 
Insurance and U.S. Govern¬ 
ment Life Insurance policies 
with "V” or “K" prefixed policy 
numbers. 

Q—As a World War I veteran 
drawing compensation from the 


Veterans Administration for a 
service connected disability, 
am I eligible for a $1,800 
automobile allowance? 

A-No. This benefit is 
restricted by law to eligible 
veterans of World War II, 
Korean Conflict, Post Korean 
period, Vietnam Era and ser¬ 
vicemen currently on active 
duty. 

Q—Do persons 72 years old or 
more who draw pensions from 
the Veterans Administration 
have to file annual Income 
questionnaires? 

A—No. But while a recent law 
excludes these pensioners who 
have been on the rolls during 
two consecutive years from 
filing questionnaires, they still 
must report changes in income.

Court To Decide Drug Case 


WASHINGTON I DPI) - The 
Supreme Court has agreed to 
decide whether servicemen 
accused of trafficking with 
drugs off base should be tried by 
military or civilian courts. 

The U S. Court of Military 
Appeals has generally held that 
use or possession of marijuana 
on or off post is a service- 
connected offense subject under 
earlier Supreme Court rulings 
to military jurisdiction. 

But there have been conflict¬ 
ing decisions in civilian courts. 


later this term the court will 
hear a test case appealed by the 
Justice Department involving 
Capt. Bruce R. Councilman of 
Fort Sill, Okla. He was accused 
of selling marijuana to an Army 
enlisted man while both were in 
civilian clothes and away from 
the base. He was arrested by 
civilian authorities, who turned 
him over to the military foi 
courtmartial. But civiliar 
courts later blocked the court- 
martial on grounds they should 
have jurisdiction.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Adeline 
Gamer Shell remembers when 
people took pride in getting the 
most for their money and set¬ 
ting a good table. 

It still can be done, Mrs. Shell 
tells consumer groups here^and 
classes at the University" of 
Wisconsin-Stout, where she is a 
guest lecturer and consultant on 
consumerism. A dietitian with a 
degree in chemistry and New 
York state teaching certificates 
in chemistry, mathematics and 
home economics, she also 
worked for Bess Myerson 
during part of her term as New 
York consumer affairs commis¬ 
sioner. 

In addition to teaching, Mrs. 
Shell has written "Supermarket 
Counter Power” (Warner 
Paperback Library), which 
shows by example ways to save 
money on your food budget 
while upgrading your nutrition. 

A chapter on costly food 
shopping mistakes suggests 
among other things flexibility in 
shopping lists to avoid high- 
priced, low-quality items; use 
of unit pricing where available 
to get the best buys, and careful 
examination of anything 
marked down for quick sale. 
Budget Busters 

Wilted produce has low 
nutritional value, she writes, 
and cracked produce may be 
contaminated. But any that’s 
only slightly bruised can be a 
bargain when the bad spots are 
removed. 

In an interview, Mrs. Shell 
said advertised specials, cents- 
off and refund coupons and 
special packaging such as 
aerosol cans can be budget 
busters. 

"Most people who read food 
ads think advertised specials 
mean best buys,” she said, 
adding that sometimes they're 
only seasonal products with 
prices normal for the period. 

As for canned goods specials, 
she said even an expert cannot 
make the best decision If the 
label doesn't list drained weight 
and other information, such as 
nutritional content 
Criticizes Food Industry 

"Most consumers say they 
take advantage of coupons. 

. Again, they may be the biggest 
budget buster. They're used to 
introduce new products which 
usually are more expensive. Or 
they may be used to recoup a 
share of the market if a 
manufacturer has lost part of 
it." 

Mrs. Shell criticized the food 
industry and its advertising 
ugencies for products and ads 
that emphasize time and labor- 
saving characteristics without 
telling consumers about cost in 
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terms of nutrition, additives 
and "wonderful taste and 
aroma." 

She said many consumers are 
unaware that many add-your- 
own-meat products actually 
take more time to prepare than 
comparable ones made-from- 
scratch. 

"Teaching buymanship isn't 
enough,” she said. “The best 
buyers can have the worst 
nutrition. I found in my classes 
that people really don’t have 
any concept of nutrional 
value.”

Its companion In the Phoenix 
repertoire is a moot worthy 
revival after 5 years of one of 
the finest modern serious 
dramas, “The Visit” by Frie¬ 
drich Durrenmatt. 

The contrasting demands of 
these two plays points up the 
versatility of the company. 
Rachel Roberts Stars 

“The Visit," of course, is that 
acerbic drama of human 
hypocrisy equated with a 
morality of expediency in which 
the richest women in the world 
returns to her native town to 
demand as the price for its 
economic recovery the life of 
the lover of her youth who 
caused her to be cast out as a 
pregnant wanton. 

Rachel Roberts, British star 
in her first Phoenix service, and 
John McMartin, a veteran of the 
company, are outstanding as 
the principal antagonists in this 
play. 

Good as they are in that, you 
must see them—and all the 
splendid others—in the laugh- 
laden "Chemin de Fer." 

It is a typical Feydeau farce, 
one little known here previous¬ 
ly, that gels an exquisite en¬ 
semble performance in exactly 
the right style under the in¬ 
spired direction of Stephen 
Porter. 

A wife deceives her husband, 
her lover deceives his wife, two 
divorces permit the lovers to 
marry, and they quickly find

Concert 

Recordings

NEW YORK (UPI) - It’s 
strange that Serge Prokofiev’s 
"Romeo and Juliet" ballet 
music has never had a full 
stereo recording before, but 
what makes it more welcome 
now is that it marks the return 
to records of the fine Cleveland 
Orchestra. 

The Cleveland Orchestra, 
which has many records in the 
catalogue under the late George 
Szell, now returns under its new 
musical director, I-orln Maazel, 
to record for London Records. 

Its first recording is "Romeo 
and Juliet” (OSA 2312), and 
London advertises the three- 
record album as the world 
premiere stereo recording of 
Prokofiev’s ballet. 

In fact, it landed on 
reviewers' desks about the 
same time as another complete 
recording by Andre Previn and 
the London Symphony Orches¬ 
tra (SC-3802), so if the London 
version is first, it is not first by 
much. 

That is of little matter. What 
Maazel and the Cleveland 
Orchestra have put on records 
is a rich and exciting perfor¬ 
mance of a rich and exciting 
score. 

The Previn-LSO reading, a 
trifle more slowly pace, is also a 
fine performance, and I won’t 
try to judge in detail between 
them. What is certain is that we 
now have on records two good 
stereo versions of the complete 
ballet where there were only 
excerpts and one old mono 
version by the Bolshoi Theater 
orchestra before. 

Speaking of the Qeveland 
Orchestra, Columbia is repack¬ 
aging in albums some of the 
single records it made under 
Szell which are still in the 
current catalogue. 

Six of the Haydn “London" 
Symphonies have appeared in 
one box of three recrods (D3M- 
323219). Another 3-record set 
(D3M-32317) is of various 
Wagner selections. 

Recommended: 

Mozart's Concertos for Clari¬ 
net and Bassoon (Philips 6500 
378)—Mozart’s Concerto for 
Clarinet was almost his last 
music. His Concerto for Bas¬ 
soon was only his second con¬ 
certo. These are excellent 
performances by Jack Brymer, 
clarinet, and Michael Chap¬ 
man, bassoon, with the 
academy of St. Martin in-the- 
Fields directed by Neville 
Marriner. 

Mendelssohn's Violin Concer¬ 
to in E Minor and Bruch's 
Concerto No. 1 in G minor 
played by Itzhak Perlman with 
Andre Previn and the London 
'Symphony Orchestra (Angel S-' 
36963) —Excellent performance 
of two violin concert show¬ 
pieces.

Boston Custom 
House Medal 

The second in a series of 
medals commemorating 
America’s historic 
customhouses is being struck by 
the Treasury Department's 
Bureau of the Mint in con¬ 
junction with the U.S. Customs 
Service. 

The medal featuring the 
Boston Customhouse was un¬ 
veiled at a ceremony on Friday, 
December 14 in which U.S. 
Commissioner of Customs 
Vernon D. Acree com¬ 
memorated the building as an 
“Historic Customhouse." The 
ceremony was an official ob¬ 
servance of the Mayor’s Office 
of the Boston Bicentennial “Tea 
Party Weekend." 

The medal depicts Boston 
Customhouse, circa 1847, on the 
obverse side and the seal of the 
U.S. Customs Service on the 
reverse. It was designed by 
Edgar Steever of the 
Philadelphia Mint. 

The one and five sixteenths 
inch bronze medal will be sold 
by the Bostonian Society at the 
Old State House on Boston's 
famed Freedom Trail. It may 
be ordered by mail through the 
San Francisco Mint, 55 Mint 
Street, San Francisco, 
California 94175, for 60 cents. 

The exhibit theme is an early 
symbol, "CXIII," stamped on 
public tools after 1775 at the 
order of George Washington. It 
represents the continent and the 
thirteen colonies and was used 
by the Quartermaster of the 
Army in marking 
Revolutionary war weapons to 
prevent theft 

Historical documents in the 
exhibit include: 

—facsimiles of the minutes of 
meetings of the St. Andrew's 
Masonic Lodge, Boston, held 
November 30, 1773 and 

December 16, 1773; both 
meetings ended abruptly: the 
first because members were 
busy planning the Boston Tea 
Party; the second because 
members left to participate in 
the Tea Party; 

—A list of names of the 
participants in the Tea Party 
from the St. Andrew’s Lodge; 

—Original papers from a 
Customs letterbook of 1770's; 
the letters, written to and from 
British Commissioners of the 
American Board of Customs 
stationed in Boston, gave in¬ 
structions on the closing of the 
port of Boston in retaliation for 
the Tea Party. Other letters, 
dated in 1774, describe the 
reassignment of a detachment 
of the 64th British Regiment to 
Marblehead, Massachusetts, to 
carry out provisions of the act, 
and complaints of citizens over 
the inconvenience of tran¬ 
sacting customs business in 
Marblehead. 

—The first U.S. Customs 
entry of good at Boston under 
the Tariff Act of 1789; dated 
August 28, 1789, the goods 
arrived on the Ship “Fair 
Lady"; 

—Contemporary newspaper 
accounts, photographs, and 
papers from the National 
Archives documenting the 
historical development of the 
U.S. Customhouse in Boston 
which was built in 1847 and 
expanded in 1915. 

Special collections in the 
exhibit include facsimiles from 
the archives of the St. Andrew's 
Masonic Lodge, Boston, and 
from the National Archives at 
Waltham, Massachusetts, and 
Washington, D.C. Other 
documents and artifacts on loan 
to the exhibit include papers 
from the collection of Ernest L. 
Chambre of New York City, a 
collector of Americana and 
early Customs papers.

“They get needed 
liquids from all kinds of sour¬ 
ces. But water, seldom." 


State Fire Marshal Joseph G. 
Sneider announced today more 
restrictive regulations con¬ 
cerning the use, distribution, 
storage, anu transportation of 
gasoline. 

fuel in vehicle trunks, in order 
to ensure an adequate supply at 
all times. Others set up 
rapervoirs in their homes and 
garages for the same purpose. 

Marshal Sneider and the 
Board of Fire Prevention 
Regulations, being cognizant of 


the hazards involved, quickly 
enacted emergency measures 
to prevent these dangerous 
practices. 

With the inception of the new 
rules, no person shall sell a 
container of more than seven 
gallons capacity, for the 
transportation of gasoline, or 
dispense gasoline into a such 
container unless the container 
has been approved by the State 
Fire Marshal or a nationally 
recognized testing laboratory 


such as Underwriters 
laboratories or Factory Mutual 
Research. Each container must 
bear the label of the Fire 
Marshal or the aforementioned 
testing laboratories. 

Approved containers used for 
transporting gasoline shall not 
exceed seven gallons, and the 
maximum amount transported 
shall not exceed 14 gallons. The 
transported gasoline must be in 
an open vehicle, or in a com¬ 
partment of a closed vehicle 


separated from the passengers. 

Marshal Sneider warned the 
public that gasoline shall not be 
stored in hahitated buildings or 
attached home garages. 
Gasoline stored in uninhabited 
buildings shall not exceed 7 
gallons in an approved con¬ 
tainer. 

Sneider cautioned the public 
that violations of gasoline 
transportation rules could 
result in a fine of 11,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than 


one year, or both, and asked 
public cooperation in preven¬ 
ting the needless tragedy which 
could result from non- 
compliance with these very 
important safety measures.

lie knows what Dick Williams 
is going through with Finley 
filing suit in Federal Court to 
keep him from biking a new job 
with the Yankees. 

The fact that Finley says five 
minutes later he's perfectly 
willing to drop the suit 
providing he gels "proper 
compensation" from the Yan¬ 
kees doesn't shock Frank Lane 
much either. 

Less than nine months after 
Lane went to work for the A’s, 
Finley fired him. It was the first 
time in his life lane had been 


fired, and he took Finley to 
court for breach of contract 

"We were in the judge’s 
private chambers a few days 
after the trial got under way, 
and the Judge hoped we could 
reach some kind of settlement" 
recalls I>ane. "It was pretty 
obvious, In view of all the 
evidence, the jury was going to

pensation for signing Williams.

The silver-covered annual 
report focuses on highlights of 
the 25 years since the then 
Boston Society of Natural 
History voted to close its 
Berkeley Street museum and 
build a new one that would 
cover all fields of modem 
science. 

From the shirt of this project, 
the report says, the trustees and 
director concentrated on 
enlarging community par¬ 
ticipation in science education. 
The first photo in the report 
shows the traveling 
planetarium of 1948-50 in which 
thousands of New Englanders 
had their first astronomy 
lessons. The final section of text 
emphasizes the Museum’s

Dr. Charles A. Sanders, Reneral 
director of Massachusetts 
General Hospital, forecast 
increased government 
dominance in the health care 
field, the likelihood of some 
form of national health in¬ 
surance, and lower salary 
scales for medical doctors at 
the recent annual dinner of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

The Texas-born ad¬ 
ministrator was guest speaker 
at the dinner, held on Dec. 11 at 
Marriott Motor Inn with ap¬ 
proximately 300 trustees, 
hospital friends, and physicians 
and their wives in attendance. 

Sanders succeeded Dr. 
John Knowles as chief ad¬ 
ministrator at Mass. General. 
He is one of the few U.S. 
physicians now serving in top 
hospital administrative posts. 

Sanders told the Newton- 
Wellesley audience that in his 
view catastrophic health in¬ 
surance plans, advanced by 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff (D., 
Conn.) and Sen. Russell Long 


(D., l,a.), were more clearly 
defined and easier to implement 
than the more comprehensive 
"idealistic" health insurance 
plans advocated by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy (D., Mass.). 

Passage of the more 
restricted catastrophic 
legislation, Dr. Sanders said, 
can result in "a cool, 
unemotional atmosphere for 
working out comprehensive 
health care." He called 
depolitication of this highly- 
charged issue as unlikely but 
necessary. 

The Mass. General ad¬ 
ministrator also warned of 
increasing government control 
of health care when and if 
national health insurance is 
adopted. He noted that $55 
million of $110 million in 
Greater Boston patient 
revenues is derived from 
federal funding. 

"He who pays the piper calls 
the tune," Sanders observed.

Cohen during negotiations that resulted in 
an offer from Cohen to deed 4.6 acres to the 
city for conservation purposes. 

The smaller parcel consists of six house 
lots on Madoc St., and the larger contains 
the Vale proper. 

The Board also voted to take easements 
for sewers through four properties on 
Westminister Road and approved (400 to 
be paid landowners for the easements. 

Two other items related to the 
acquisition of the Webster Vale were 
referred to the new Board. One is a 
resolution proposed by Aid. David Cohen 
asking the mayor to appropriate money 
for tests of drainage from one of the house 
lots on the ridge where Cohen intends to 
build four houses. 

The Conservation Commission would be 
responsible for establishing the baseline 
data on pollutants draining into the Vale 
before any construction is begun, and for 
continuing monitoring of pollutant levels 
thereafter, so that restrictions imposed on 
that lot against causing a change in the 
ecology of the Vale may be enforced. 

The other resolution, offered by Aid. 
Michael Antonellis, proposes that a zoning 
variance be given, if necessary for future 
house enlargement, to any land that would 
otherwise be restricted by the sewer 
easement 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell unsuccessfully 
introduced a proposed amendment that 
would change the $40,000 appropriation to 
$50,000 for the taking of the entire Vale. 

He argued that the city charter gives 
powers of eminent domain to the Board of 
Aldermen. Then if the mayor does not 
request the necessary appropriation the 
Board of Aldermen can by a two-thirds 
vote make the appropriation. 

But Aid. Michael Lipof pointed out that if 
the Board took the entire Vale, including 
Cohen's ridge lots, the litigation about the 
ultimate price would result in the city's 
having to pay several times McDonnell's 
$50,000 price. 

The Vale acquisition vote was taken in 
five parts, with one final vote covering all 
components. The final vote was 22 in favor, 
one opposed (McDonnell), and one absent 
(Sidney Small). 

Also passed by the Board were two 
controversial Public Works Department 
items, transfers of funds for two new gas 
tanks and a collection of books for the 
Public Works Department. 

Alderman Richard McGrath spoke in 
veiled terms about a “dangerous bidding 
procedure” involved in the gas tank 
purchase, adding he was "in no way 
casting aspersions on the Purchasing 
Department" 

McGrath said that the city had privately 
negotiated with one bidder after all bids 
had been thrown out because they were too 
high. 

The situation had arisen, McGrath said, 
because “things are easily held on a 
person’s desk,” and “the specs can be set 
up unclearly." 

The transfer for the gas tanks was ap¬ 
proved in a reconsideration of a vote at the 
previous meeting of the Board, as was an 
accompanying resolution by Harry Crosby 
that a full report on the matter be sub¬ 
mitted by the Purchasing Department to 
the Law Department and then to the 
Board. 

A request by the Director of Public 
Works for a transfer of $400 to buy some 
reference books for the department, 
denied by the Finance Committee, was 
approved by the Board. 

The final version of the community- 
schools ordinance, establishing a Com¬ 
munity Schools Commission, was passed 
21-0, with three absent, and was to be voted 
on by the School Committee Tuesday 
night. 

Rep. Lois Pines' ordinance banning 
smoking in groceries and supermarkets 
was passed after nearly a year of work and 
debate.

James Laurits revealed that 59 per cent of 
Newton classroom teachers are female, 
and 41 per cent are male. 

"In the elementary schools, classroom 
teaching is still dominated by women," 
Laurits commented. "We have tried 
to bring in male teachers." 

Laurits said that 81 per cent of 
elementary school teachers are female, 
and 19 per cent are male. 

"A place where a stereotype is most 
marked in administration Jobs," Laurits 
added. "Males are in preponderance 
three-to-one. 

"We are striving for a 50 per cent 
distribution throughout the school 
system,” Laurits remarked. 

"There has to be the assumption that 
there are well-qualified women," com¬ 
mented Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink. “We have to keep our minds open 
and not handicap women." 

Fink mentioned that in the past, some 
jobs have been characterized as male 
positions. 

School Committee member Joan 
Needlcman noted that one reason women 
may not apply for jobs is because they do 
not expect to be hired. 

Assistant Superintendent for 
Programs Henry Atkins said that "we 
need to make people, who relate to small 
children sensitive to the effects of sex 
stereotyping. 

"We want to open opportunities for 
girls in all areas," Atkins continued. "We 
are careful not to denigrate traditional 
roles some girls may wish to assume.” 

Physical Education Co-ordinator 
Helene Breivogel talked about schools' 
athletic programs. 

Ms. Breivogel said that differences 
between boys' and girls’ programs in¬ 
cluded the fact that boys have more ac¬ 
tivities, and that girls’ programs get less 
recognition from the media. 

Ms. Breivogel recommended that 
three new activities for girls be added each 
year at the high schools.

in April," Clarey remarked. "The 
Spaulding and Slye team has done far 
more work and is better organized.

"I would hope the relationship of the 
corner building to the other buildings 
would be studied and resolved."

submit an alternative proposal 
to build the housing elsewhere 
to comply with the ordinance. 

Lipof's amendment was 
passed by a 144! vote, with Aid. 
Jason Sacks excused because 
the ordinance would apply to 
the Towers at Chestnut Hill, 
where Sacks Is the selling 
agenL 

But Aid. Ernest Dietz' motion 
to refer the item to the new 
Board prevailed by a vote of 14 
to 8 . 

The entire report of the City 
Planning Committee on the 
1973-78 capital Improvements 
program was referred with a 
collective sigh of relief at about 
midnight Monday. 

Even City Planning Chair¬ 
man David Jackson, who had 
begun to try to explain it to the 
Board, agreed, smiling, that he 
would appreciate its being 
referred to the new Board. 

Also passed on to the new 
Board were two measures 
relating to money to be ap¬ 


propriated for the acquisition of 
open space. One proposal is to 
add $1 to the tax rate every year 
to purchase at least 10 acres of 
land per year; the other 
recommends the appropriation 
of $350,000 per year for the next 
10 years for the purchase of 
land. 

Four items concerning the 
sale of city-owned land were 
also referred to the next Board. 

A proposal to institute a 
comprehensive city-operated 
recycling program for bottles, 
cans, and newspapers was 
referred, as was a requested 
amendment from the Newton- 
Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District to extend its 
study period for two months. 

Two major amendments to 
the zoning ordinances - one to 
regulate the development of 
parcels of undeveloped land 
nine acres or more in size and 
one to give the Board of 
Aldermen the authority to grant 


permission for "cluster" 
development - will require new 
public hearings before being 
voted on by the new Board. 

A second hearing has been 
scheduled for Jan. 14 on a 
petition by Dr. Edwin Gulney to 
build a high-cost residential 
facility for the elderly Stanton 
Avenue, Newton Ixjwer Falls. 

Hearings on the Towers at 
Chestnut Hill petition for 
revised sito-plan approval for 
its luxury condominium 
buildings and the related 
petition for sito-plan approval 
by the Newton Community 


Development Foundation for 
low- and moderate-income 
housing adjacent to the Towers 
to be built with Towers' 
financial assistance have been 
rescheduled for Jan. 9. 

The last two, originally 
scheduled for Dec. 10, were 
called off because of deficient 
notice sent to abutters.

School Committee Votes Approval 
Of New Metco Funding Proposal 


The Newton School Committee ap¬ 
proved a proposal which will go to the U.S. 
Department of Education with a requesl 
for 1974-75 funding of the Newton METCC 
program at a special meeting last week. 

The proposal was drawn up by 
Director of Pupil Personnel Services John 
Cullinane and Mrs. Katherine Jones, 
Newton METCO coordinator. 

The METCO program has been funded 
in the past through the Interdistrict 
Transfer (IDT) section of the Emergency 
School Aid Act (ESAA). Cullinane learned 
in mid-November that the IDT section of 
the ESAA would not be funded next year. 

It has been decided that towns 
previously part of the IDT group will seek 
individual funding. 

An amendment was added to the 


proposal which said that METCO per¬ 
sonnel would be carried on the School 
Department roll as consultants rather 
than as regular school personnel. This is 
because the hoped for METCO funding will 
be for only one year. 

METCO employees are presently 
hired through METCO with approval of the 
Newton School Department, and they are 
paid by the federal government through 
the ESAA. 

"I think the whole committee thought 
it a good idea to try for METCO funds," 
commented School Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell. 

The School Committee also approved 
1973-74 tuition rates for non-Newton 
residents and state wards. 

According to Mandell, the tuition rate 
for non-Newton residents in the elemen¬ 


tary schools will be $1,293.44, in the junior 
highs, $1,656.63, and in the senior highs, 
$1,867.82. The average tuition rate will be 
$1,519.41. 

The tuition rates are based on ex¬ 
penditures from the 1972-73 budget. 

Mandell revealed that the average 
tuition rate has gone up 11.8 per cent over 
what it was in 1972-73. 

The approved tuition rates for state 
wards are $1,213.47 for elementary school 
students, $1,552.31 for junior high students, 
and $1,749.38 for senior high pupils. 

In other action, the School Committee 
approved reducing the educational 
specifications of the Newton South High 
automotive addition from the maximum 
specifications to the minimum 
specifications. This was done because of 
•ncreases in costs for the facility.

Newton's Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 24 
aldermen, and eight School Committee 
members will take office at inaugural 
exercises Tuesday, Jan. 1, 1974, at 4:30 
p.m. in the aldermanic chamber of Newton 
City Hall.

Mann will serve the first four-year 
mayoral term in Newton's history and the 
68th term for office of mayor since the 
city's incorporation in 1873. 

Until 1904 mayors served one-year 
terms. After that date until the present 
mayors of Newton served two-year terms. 

The Honorable Franklin N. Flaschner, 
Chief Justice of the Massachusetts District 
Courts, will administer the oath of office to 
Mayor Mann. The mayor will then ad¬ 
minister the oath of office to the members 
of the Board of Aldermen and the School 
Committee. 

Included in the exercises will be an 
invocation delivered by Rabbi Terry Bard 
of Temple Shalom, the singing of 
"America, ihe Beautiful” by the Highland 
Glee Club of Newton, the recitation of the 


Pledge of Allegiance by Capt. U. M. 
Schiavone (U.S.N.R., Ret.), a prayer for 
Newton city officials delivered by Rev. 
Charles Coyle, S. J., and a medley sung by 
the Smith Family, a choral group from 
Newton North High School. 

The exercises will close with a 
benediction delivered by the Rev. Harold 
Pulley of the Myrtle Baptist Church. 

Of special interest to the community at 
large will be the traditional inaugural 
address delivered by Mayor Mann

Review Of Newton's Major News Events Of 1973 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON 
and TOM GRAVES 

In looking back over the year, 
one is struck by the im¬ 
provement in the management 
of the city. Mayor Mann has put 
together his promised team of 
experts to run the city depart¬ 
ments. 

But we are also impressed by 
the notable failure of two bodies 
of government — the Housing 
Authority and the 
Redevelopment Authority — to 
make any serious headway. 
They are not much farther up 
their respective ladders than at 
this time last year. 

For many people 1973 was the 
Year of the Environment for 
Land use receives ever more 
scrutiny and the acquisition of 
the remaining open space is 
assuming ever-increasing 
importance in citizens' minds. 

Following is a capsulized 
version of what we considered 
news during 1973. 

January 

Newton Junior College's 
financial support was put in 
jeopardy by a vote of the School 
Committee to "terminate" it on 
June 30. 1975, subject to a final 
review in September. 

A large turnout of neighbors 
protested at City Hall the 
building of an office building at 
Hte. 16 and Neshobe Rd. 

The Redevelopment 
Authority advertised for 
proposals to build on its Newton 
I Lower Falls site. 


Neighbors of Newman House, 
a drop-in center across from 
Newton North High School, 
asked the city to close the house 
because of objectionable ac¬ 
tivities by the young people who 
used the center. 

At a public hearing neighbors 
leveled bitter charges against 
the management of the drop-in 
center. 

The Housing Authority was 
caught in the HUD moratorium 
on housing, but after meeting 
with HUD officials Mayor 
Theodore Mann expressed 
optimism over the fate of the 
Authority’s 75 proposed units of 
housing. 

Newton taxpayers filed a suit 
against the city to force 
revaluation of real estate, 
claiming unequal assessing 
procedures. 

Newton dead in the Vietnam 
war totaled 25. 

February 

The city’s 18-month budget, 
including the School Depart¬ 
ment budget, was announced as 
$88,245,368.95. The 18-month 
budget was required because of 
state-mandated switch to the 
June-May fiscal year. 

Aid. David Cohen issued a 
report sharply critical of the 
operation of the city garage, 
cluiining to have found a vehicle 
I No. 191 that averaged less than 
five miles per gallon. 

Mayor Mann appeared before 
tlie state legislature's Com¬ 
mittee on Natural Resources to 


support a bill that would 
provide state funds for 
upgrading the incinerator. 

March 

Fiscal autonomy of the School 
Department was hotly defended 
by representatives of the 
League of Women Voters, 
Newton Citizens for Education, 
School Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell, and State Rep. Paul 
Guzzi at an aldermanic meeting 
to discuss a resolution offered 
by Aid. Edward Richmond in 
support of a proposed bill to 
limit school autonomy. 

The Newton Centennial 
Celebration shifted into high 
gear with ticket sales underway 
to planned events. 

Revaluation moved closer as 
bid invitations were sent out. A 
restraining order against the 
city's collecting taxes remained 
in effect. 

A mayoral advisory com¬ 
mittee recommended against 
Newton's establishing a 
municipal electric plant, and 
suggested that the city con¬ 
centrate its efforts on 
upgrading the present street- 
lighting system. 

Incinerator workers walked 
off their jobs briefly to protest 
the city's delay in giving them 
the benefits of the state’s heart 
and lung act. 

The state redistricting plan 
was called "gerrymandering” 
in a resolution signed by 19 
aldermen and sent to the 
Legislative Redistricting 
Committee. Rep. David 


Mofenson was given one 
precinct in Needham. 

The final budget was passed 
at $82.9 million, and city of¬ 
ficials hinted that Newton 
property-tax payers might be 
surprised by a tax increase of 
less than $8 per thousand. 

April 

The recently completed 
American Legion Nonantum 
Post 440 was dedicated with 
much fanfare. The building was 
designed to allow wheelchairs 
easy entrance to the cerebral 
palsy room. 

The "Save the Vale" 
movement was begun in order 
to prevent building on the land 
adjacent to the Webster con¬ 
servation area in Chestnut Hill. 

William Carmen formally 
announced his well-known 
candidacy for mayor. 

Newton’s two returned 
prisoners of war, Maj. Russell 
Temperley and Capt. Paul 
Brown, were given a hero's 
welcome by hundreds of people 
at City Hall. 

A gasoline crisis hit Newton, 
as the city was unable to get 
bids on a yearly supply con¬ 
tract. After a couple of nervous 
weeks, Atlantic-Richfield 
agreed to sell gas to Newton. 

May 

Newton’s Centennial 
Celebration began officially 
May 5 with a ball at Boston 
College attended by 1600 people, 
and a giant family picnic 
around City Hall City Hall mall 
became a sheet lair 


Maxine Kumin, Newton 
Highlands poet, was awarded 
the Pulitzer Prize for her latest 
book of poems. 

Mayor Mann estimated that 
the tax increase would be 
"under $7, barring anything 
unforeseen." 

The owner of the Vale, Robert 
Cohen, announced his intent to 
build on the Ridge of the Vale. 

The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority failed after three 
meetings to select a developer. 

The Board of Aldermen 
halfheartedly approved ar¬ 
chitects’ fees for renovation of 
the old Day Junior High School 
for use as School Department 
headquarters, after wrangling 
much of the year with the 
School Committee over the cost. 
The total cost must not exceed 
$556,000, less than half the 
original School Department 
estimate. 

An Open Space Action Con¬ 
ference held at Boston College 
yielded a number of postive 
recommendations for the city 
on preserving its dwindling 
open space. One was to add $1 to 
the tax rate every year for land 
acquisition, 

A committee was set up to 
make recommendations on 
aldermanic pay. Newton was 
the last of Massachusetts' cities 
not to compeasate its aldermen. 
Preponderantly favorable 
opinions were voiced at a public 
hearing. 

June 

Mayor Mann rejected the 


submitted application for a 
cable-television franchise in the 
city, and deferred further 
consideration of franchises until 
a special committee could 
examine CATV further. 

Francis P. Frazier, School 
Committee member from Ward 
1, announced that he would not 
run for office again. Frazier has 
served the city longer than any 
elected official, having 
represented Ward 1 for 34 
years. 

Newton and Waltham joined 


together in a federally funded 
planning district to study the 
feasibility of joint disposal of 
solid waste. Its report is due 
next spring. 

The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority enraged the Lower 
Falls neighborhood by selecting 
the Woodland Realty Trust over 
Spaulding and Slye as the 
developer of the NRA renewal 
area. Spaulding and Slye was 
first choice of the community. 
The choice was subsequently 
not approved by the state.

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Campaign Disclosure Act 
Praised By Rep. Mofenson 


Representative David J. 
Mofenson iD-Newton) calls the 
Campaign Disclosure Act, 
passed and signed into law this 
month “an outstanding ac¬ 
complishment of the 1973 
legislative session." 

Among the notable features of 
the statue are the following: 1) 
definitions of "candidate” 
which make it clear who is to 
report under the Act; 2i pre¬ 
primary reporting of con¬ 
tributions and expenditures; 3) 
it places a maximum of $ 1,000 
on the amount of money that 
any individual may contribute 
In any one year the previous 
maximum was *3,000 ; 4) it 
reduces candidate committees 
from three to two; 5i it requires 


contributions exceeding $100 to 
be made by check; fi) it requires 
reporting of non-election year 
fund raisers; 7) it places limits 
on spending by candidates for 
state offices. 

A Senate amendment created 
the Office of Campaign Director 
which will have the power to 
investigate the legality, 
validity, completeness and 
accuracy of all reports filed, 
and also has the power to 
require attendance and 
testimony under oath of wit¬ 
nesses and the production of 
books and papers relating to 
any matter being investigated. 

All hearings before the 
director would be private with 
counsel permitted to be present 


to represent anyone called 
before the director. The 
director could hold hearings 
ami would be required to for¬ 
ward evidence of violation of 
the law to the attorney general 
for prosecution. 

"Putting limitations on 
campaign spending is a step in 
the right direction," Mofenson 
said. "Getting voluntary con¬ 
tributions for any cause Ls never 
easy." 

"Getting voluntary con¬ 
tributions for political purposes 
poses special problems 
requiring strict reporting and 
control if our political parties 
and Democratic system are to 
survive." 



Free Lead-Screening 
Tests At Local Hospital 


Free Individual lead¬ 
screening tests for children will 
be available at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital during the 
extended holiday vacation, 
according to Pediatric Nurse 
Practitioner Mrs. Irene Lamb 
of the hospital's outpatient 
department. 

The one-on-one blood tests 
complement the group lead 
screening that has taken place 
in Newton schools this 
academic year. Group testing, 
aimed at determining whether 
or not children have ingested 
lead from peeling or chipped 
paint, will resume in January, 
Mrs. l,amb said. 

Parents are requested to call 


the hospital's outpatient 
pediatric department for ap¬ 
pointments for children. 
Regular clinic sessions are 
scheduled for Tuesday, Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday between 
8 30 a m. and 4 p.m. If a sizable 
group of mothers requests 
appointments for Mondays and 
Fridays, children can be ac¬ 
commodated, Mrs. Lamb said. 

The Newton-Wellesley lead 
screening program, under the 
direction of Mrs. I-amb and 
Chief of Pediatrics Dr. John 
Cohen, has tested 950 children 
since September with the help 
of the Newton Community 
Service Center’s R.S.V.P. 
Program. 


Drinan Petitions FDA For 
Labeling of Food Products 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan ID. Mass.) has 
petitioned the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) "to issue 
a new regulation requiring a 
warning statement on all food 
labels which do not contain a 
complete ingredient listing." 

The request, if granted by the 
FDA, would require each in¬ 
complete label to state: 

'Warning: U n 1 a b e I e d 
Ingredients Contained In This 
Product." 

“Federal law does not now 
r quire food manufacturers to 
specify each and every 
ingredient contained in the 
product," Drinan stated. “As a 
result, consumers are easily 
misled because they assume 
Unit the list of ingredients on a 
lable is complete. 

"On the contrary, many 
labels do not set fortli ail the 
components, and indeed are 
deceptive," Drinan added. 


"The right of the consumer to 
know what is in a product 
should be the governing prin¬ 
ciple," Drinan commented, 
"Many people, for example, 
who have allergies rely on the 
label to tell them which 
products to buy. 

"Unless they know the con¬ 
tents, dire results may follow if 
the product is ingested,” Drinan 
continued. 

The petition recites the case 
of Michael Gryzbinski, a 10 year 
old Massachusetts boy, who 
died in 1972 because of a fata! 
reaction to a product which did 
not state all of its contents. 

"We must take steps im¬ 
mediately to prevent the 
recurrence of such tragedies,” 
Drinan noted. 

"Our petition to require a 
warning to be printed on the 
label is only a stop-gap 


measure," Drinan remarked. 
"It is the responsibility of the 
Congress to strengthen the 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act " 
The Truth in Food labeling Bill 
(HR. 1650) would require 
complete labeling of products. 

"I urge all consumers to write 
to the FDA in support of our 
petition at 5600 Fishers Lane, 
Rockville, Maryland, 20652," 
Drinan said. "It is of the utmost 
importance that Americans be 
given the kind of protection they 
deserve and need in the 
products market. 

Unless that occurs, we can 
expect other citizens to suffer 
illness, permanent disabilities, 
and even death because of in¬ 
complete labeling," Drinan 
concluded. 

The petition to the FDA has 
the endorsement of 37 members 
of the House and nine consumer 
groups.

State Sen. Irving Fishman (D. 
Newton) has filed a bill to 
provide full state reim¬ 
bursement to the cities and 
towns for costs incurred under 
Chapter 766, the new law 
regulating the special education 
of handicapped children. 

Chapter 766 is designed to 
provide every child, regardless 
of handicaps, with an education. 
"While the intent is laudable," 
Sen. Fishman said, "inadequate 
funding arrangements and 
restrictive reimbursement 
ceilings will seriously un¬ 
dermine special education 
efforts in communities like 
Newton which spend more than 
four times the state averages on 
students with special needs.” 

Department of Education 
regulations, which are based on 
the provisions of Chapter 766, 


require school committees to 
provide or contract and pay for 
the provision of all public and 
private services. _ 

School committees are then 
reimbursed for their special 
education expenditures which 
are in excess of the average per 
pupil expenditures for a child of 
comparable age in a regular 
program. This reimbursement 
is limited to 110 per cent of the 
statewide average expenditures 
for a special education child in 
the particular program in 
question. 

“By providing for full state 
funding, my bill will take the 
burden of special education 
payment off the community’s 
property tax, the most 
regressive tax there is, and put 
it on the state level," Fishman 
commented.

"The issue here is a 
philosophical one," Rep. Pines 
said. "Should the 
Massachusetts legislature 
abrogate its legislative 
responsibilities and give the 
governor carte blanche to take 
such acts as he in his sole 
discretion determines ap¬ 
propriate? 

"Shall we allow him to decide 
who shall receive oil and gas 
and who should not? 

“Should we allow him to 
determine without the prior 
consent of the legislature which 
corporations shall receive oil 
and which businesses shall not? 


"Shall we give him our prior 
approval to allocate fuel, take 
possession of land, buildings, 
machinery, vehicles, com¬ 
panies, etc.? 

i think we should not." 

The Civil Defense Act states 
Uiat once a state of emergency 
lias been declared, the governor 
may "use and employ all 
property of which possession is 
taken, for such times and in 
such manner as he shall deem 
for the interests of the Com¬ 
monwealth or its inhabitants, 
and may in particular, when in 
his opinion the public exigency 
so requires, lease, sell, or, when 
conditions so warrant, 
distribute gratuitously to or 
among any or all of the 
inhabitants of the Com¬ 
monwealth anything taken. . ."

At a time when 
the federal government is 
addressing the issue, it appears 
inappropriate for the 
legislature to adopt legislation 
that may very well be in conflict 
with new federal law. I would 
hope that the legislature not 
Like any action on this bill until 
the new federal energy 
legislation is passed and the 
new federal regulations become 
effective. At that time 
Massachusetts will lie able to 
address the issue ap¬ 
propriate," Hep. Pines con¬ 
cluded.

A nursing home can be just 
that — a place where patients 
are taken care of, fed, kept 
clean, and given medicine. 

Or it can be like the Newton 
Convalescent Center, whose 
very name implies the different 
attitude that prevails there. 

Recently the administrator of 
the Convalescent Center, Mike 
Davis, telephoned this 
newspaper to ask whether we 
would like to attend a 
"relatives' meeting" at the 
center, where residents’ 
relatives would meet with staff 
and air their grievances and ask 
questions about the operation of 
tiie center. 

We asked if that were not a 
risky thing to do. The relatives 
might ask questions em¬ 
barrassing to the Convalescent 
Center. But Mike said he 
wanted us to come. 

Furthermore, Newton Con¬ 
valescent Center, which is filled 
to its 120-bed capacity all the 
time, certainly was not trying to 
increase its business. 

About 40 relatives attended 
the meeting, chaired by Mike 
Davis, who explained another 
new program being undertaken 
by the center — a residents’ 
council. 

Mike called the council “an 
important and integral part of 
the policy-making decision’’ 
and said it is “putting power in 
the hands of the residents to 
decide their own lives.” 

Comments from the floor 
ranged from complaints about 
cold food being served to some 
residents (15 of the 40 in the 
audience agreed), lost laundry, 
theft of personal articles, (one 
confused patient throws 
everybody’s clothes down a 
laundry chute) and the like, to

thanks for special attention to a 
problem. 

Clearly this was a time for 
residents' relatives to get things 
off their chests. 

A major concern was the 
relationship of patients with the 
nurses' aides, which some 
members of the audience felt 
were not as sensitive as they 
might be to patients’ needs. 
Others felt the turnover was too 
rapid for a relationship to 
develop between patient and 
aide. 

Mike Davis and Edward 
I^vitt, president of the firm 
that owns and manages the 
Convalescent Center, both 
replied to these comments and 
questions. 

A different system of setting 
up the food carts would be in¬ 
stituted to speed up distribution, 
they said; disposable plastic 
thermal containers, which 
would keep food hot, are for¬ 
bidden by the state Public 
Health Department, under rules 
governing nursing homes, 
which are considered per¬ 
manent residences, as opposed 
to hospitals, considered tem¬ 
porary. 

“We’re working on the 
laundry problem," Mike said, 
“and we're licking it" 

A sensitivity program would 
be started to help the aides 
understand the residents better, 
a staff member reported, and 
Mike said he would try a more 
flexible program for aides, 
many of whom are students, so 
they might be able to work their 
jobs into their other schedules 
and stay at the Convalescent 
Center for a longer period of 
time. 

At the end of the relatives’ 
meeting, we asked and were 
given permission to attend the 


residents' council meeting, 
three weeks later. 

Representatives to the 
residents' council are elected by 
floors by the residents. 

The residents who attended 
this night were weak, strong, 
ambulatory, in wheelchairs, 
old, not so old. They all had 
strong opinions to express, 
either their own or those of the 
people who had chosen them as 
their representatives. 

Already the cold food problem 
had been ameliorated, ac¬ 
cording to mast of the residents, 
but new problems had cropped 
up. 

One elderly man told Mike 
that he had complained about 
his soft-boiled eggs being 
served undercooked. Twice 
after that, he said, he got his 
dinner late and then was served 
a hot, hard-boiled egg for 
breakfast — retaliation for his 
complaint, he felt. 

A woman told Mike that 


Enrichment Popular

Three years ago at Newton 
South, groups of students and 
faculty members began what 
came to be known as the "Mini- 
Course’’ program. That 
- program was organized to let 
students and teachers design, 
teach, and take small group, 
noncredit courses during and 
after school. 

The Mini-Course program 
eventually died out. The 
remains of that program, 
however, have evolved into one 
of the most exciting and vital 
programs the school has seen in 
its 13 year history. 

Headed up by Mrs. Phyllis 
Monderer (who was also in 
charge of Mini-Course), and 
students Adam Birnbaum, 
Sandi Copman, Debbie 
Bluestone, and Lynn Feldman, 
the new program is called the 
Enrichment Program. In it, 
guests from widely varying 
fields and interests are brought 
into the school on an almost 
daily basis to talk, perform, and 
meet with students and 
teachers. Any one in the school 
can take advantage of 
Enrichment activities, provided 
he or she has a free period at the 
time the speaker or guest is 
appearing. 

Over the past two years, - 
guests have included Pulitzer 
Prize-winning poet Maxine 
Kumin, authors and educators 
Jonathan Kozol, John Holt, 
Congressman Robert Drinan, 
television personalities Bob 
Gamere, Chet Curtis, Arnold 
Zenker, and Bob Copeland, 
concert pianist Garrick 
Ohlsson, the three recent 
Newton mayoral candidates 
(appearing simultaneously), 
and writer Jon Landau of 
Rolling Stone. 

Last year, as part of the 
program, Boston Globe music 
critic Michael Steinberg came 
to the school weekly to teach a 
seminar on the writing of 
criticism. 

In addition, students in the 
school themselves often conduct 
their own programs. And full 


weeks are often devoted to one 
specific topic of concern, such 
as alcoholism and drug abuse, 
V.D., and marriage and 
divorce. 

“The program," says Mrs. 
Monderer, “is one of the real 
exciting things that has hap¬ 
pened at South. From the 
reaction of the students and 
faculty and participants, I 
guess 1 would say it’s developed 
into a real cohesive unit within 
the school.” 

Two programs in the works 
for January are a week devoted 
to the "Changing Roles Of Men 
and Women," and another week 
on the energy crisis. 

“We try to keep it as current 
as possible,” Mrs. Monderer 
says. "It’s kind of like a melting 
pot with all kinds of people 
coming in with ideas and 
suggestions." 

Mrs. Monderer and those 
working with her (which in¬ 
clude some parents, too, like 
Mrs. Elsa Robbins and Mrs. 
Barbara Korn) are interested in 
taping, as much as possible, 
the resources of the Newton 
community. Anyone who would 
like to get involved with the 
program can call the Newton 
South Enrichment office at 969- 
9818, ext. 365). 

One South student says of the 
program, "It really is great. It’s 
an exciting way to learn about a 
whole lot of different subjects — 
and it’s nice hearing it right 
from the people who are ac¬ 
tively involved in what they’re 
talking about. I would, however, 
like to see more students 
themselves become 'teaching' 
participants, instead of just 
being observers, and have more 
students come up with ideas for 
programs." 

The Enrichment Program 
looks like it's going to be around 
for quite some time. The 
students seem to really ap¬ 
preciate the program-not many 
programs in the school can say 
they’ve attracted as much in¬ 
terest and enthusiasm as has 
the Enrichment Program. And 
as the students keep attending, 
the guests just keep on coming. 

Says Mrs. Monderer, "You 
just can’t turn it off." 


everybody should him down the 
lights and "be good citizens," 
and that the workers leave the 
hot water running, which also 
wastes energy. 

The laundry problem was 
reportedly improved, after 
consultation with the laundry 
owner, who, Mike said, "was 
surprised to have to deal with 
the residents." 

A complaint that sometimes 
there is no one at the front desk 
to direct visitors elicited a 
suggestion from Neil Shifman, a 
new, young social worker, that 
some of the residents volunteer 
to serve as receptionist when 
needed. 

Shifman's suggestion was 
received enthusiastically by the 
resident representatives, who 
said they would find volunteers. 

The residents' council of¬ 
ficially named itself as the 
group to be in charge of sending 
flowers to residents who are in a 


hospital and getting a plant or 
other gift on birthdays. 

Members of the residents' 
council take their pasitions 
quite seriously, it was evident, 
and are working to make their 
voices heard and mean 
something. 

Mike Davis started at the 
Newton Convalescent Center as 
a staff social worker with 
training in gerontology, and 
became administrator last 
spring. 

Young and obviously full of 
empathy for the elderly in 
general, and "his" residents in 
particular, Mike was recently 
ordained a minister in the 
Methodist Church. 

His strong feeling that a 


nursing home should be a home, 
where all occupants have a 
chance to control some part of 
their living space, motivate him 
to listen and then act. 

Not every problem and 
complaint can be taken care of, 
of course. But Mike Davis tries, 
and encourages the residents to 
take their lives in their own 
hands as much as they are able. 

Participation in the operation 
of a nursing home by residents 
and their families may not be 
unique — to the degree that it is 
occurring at the Convalescent 
Center it probably is, though. 

But the openness with which 
Mike conducted the meetings 
before a stranger whose 
reactions he could not guess 
surely is unique.

Deane, resident supervisor, the 
development of the third floor 
necessitated the construction of 
an indoor fire escape costing 
roughly $10,000.

Of Special Benefit 

The basic ingredients that make 
holidays such a special occasion for 
children has spilled over onto the law books 
of the state of Massachusetts and. grateful¬ 
ly. things will never, ever be the same 
again. 

Although the number of brightly 
wrapped packages varied from home to 
home this holiday time there were, in 
most cases, no shortages of love and care 
and concern for all our children. And it is 
these expressions that are embodied into a 
new law that forbids all future labelling of 
school children into such classifications as 
"mentally retarded", "emotionally dis¬ 
turbed", "perceptually handicapped" or 
any other too cute and cruel category. 

From now on students with special 
needs will be given classroom oppor¬ 
tunities that too often in the past have been 
denied them because they had unusual 
difficulties in such areas as vision, hearing, 
speech, mobility, behavior and mental 
development. 

The new law is called Chapter 766. It is 
a landmark decision. It bans forever the 
slick school labels that were written on the 
personnel cards of many children who were 
penalized for the rest of their lives for 
something that was in no way their fault or 
favor. 

In the past these special school 
children were ignored, hidden away, 
stigmatized for the rest of their lives and 
locked out of regular classrooms. 

No more. 

The law specifically says so. When 
Chapter 7tit> goes into effect next fall each 
and every classroom will be open to each 
and every child 

No one of us has a child he or she does 
not consider “special.” It is this universali¬ 
ty that makes the new law understandable 
in its essence, li is easy to say that children 
are glib m making up nicknames for their 
playmates but. in many cases, it is the 
adults who have been the source for the 
cruelest labels as they attempt to tabulate 
and-struct uro individuals according to their 
differences and not their similarities.

Without Names We 
Will Never Know 

WASHINGTON-The press is forever preaching about 
what it thinks the government does or does not have a right 
to conceal from the American public. But what about the 
people’s right right to know as regards the press? 

For example, do the American people have a right to 
know which of the stories they see in the paper or on TV 
may have been written or are being reported by persons 
possibly under the influence of drugs? I say yes, which is 
why I am disappointed at Timothy Crouse’s refusal to name 
mimes in his recently published book "The Boys on the 
Bus." 

In his book about the way the press corps covered the 
1972 Presidential campaign, Crouse, a contributing editor 
of the Rolling Stone newspaper, writes that his fellow Stone 
(that's Stone, not stoned), reporter Hunter Thompson, was 
able to find kindred spirits without even looking for them: 

"There were usually a few young reporters around with 
whom he (Thompson) could roll a joint or share a tab of 
MDA — not to mention the young staffers on the McGovern 
campaign. Even some of the representatives of the nation's 
great newspapers had taken to smoking dope.” 

Writing about the second McGovern campaign plane, 
the so-called Zoo plane — the one that carried "lesser 
staffers, the backup men from the networks and wires,” 
and an occasional big name who was persona non grata — 
Crouse reports: 

"There were drugs on the plane, too, pot, hash, MDA, 
cocaine. And those who indulged in such stimulants swore 
that there was no greater thrill than standing in the cockpit 
as die plane came in for a landing, listening to the crackle of 
the radio, surrounded by green and orange dials, watching 
the bright blue lights of the runway rush up at the window 
as die powerful engins cut back.” 

When I asked Crouse in a telephone interview just 
exaedy who were "those who indulged" and why didn’t he 
name them he replied: 

"Well, because... it clearly... it's not the kind of thing 
you write in a book. It would get people in trouble at their * 
paper, at home, who knows? 

But don’t people have a right to know which of the 
campaign stories they read, and for that matter stories they 
are still reading or seeing on TV, may be written by people 
zonked out of their gourds on drugs? 

AFTER HOURS 

"Well, I don't think these people work while they are 
that way,” Crouse replied, labeling the entire matter "a 
scare thing, ridiculous. 

"This whole thing about pot, dope, and stuff . . . it’s 
something they did sometimes after work and it’s their 
right, you know," he said. "They can do thaL”Ap- 
proximately how many representatives of the nation’s 
great newspapers were on grass, I asked, 

"Well!” he snapped angrily. "I'm not going into that 
either. There weren't many." 

And you. have you smoked dope. I ask, reminding him 
he doesn’t have to answer if he feels the answer would get 
him in trouble with his paper, at home, or who knows? 

"Uhhh, well, gee—I don't see why I have to go into that. 

I don’t think I'll answer that.”

Sarge Putting On Act 
Wasting Public Funds 

Facts now coming into focus make it increasingly clear 
that neither President Nixon nor Governor Sargent has 
been honest and candid with the people about the oil 
shortage and energy crisis or their own efforts to lessen the 
hardships and inconveniences these scarcities create for 
the public. 

Governor Sargent apparently wasted public funds by 
calling the State Legislature into a special session which 
one of his own experts admitted was unnecessary. 

Mr. Sargent had no answer or explanation when he was 
asked why he could not have waited and submitted his 
eight-point energy crisis program to the State Legislature 
w hen it began its regular 1974 session next Wednesday. 

He said the experts advising him on the energy crunch 
would explain why the liaste was necessary and why it was 
imperative that the law-makers be summoned back into 
special session. 

But Steven Breyer, one of Surgent’s experts ami a 
member of the Governor's Emergency Energy Com¬ 
mission, asserted that the special legislative session was 
not necessary and that Governor Sargent does not need 
emergency powers at the present time. 

"We won't need them until then." he declared, 
referring to the emergency powers and the regular 
legislative session in January. 

It seems obvious now that Governor Sargent was 
putting on a political act and seeking to present the image of 
a Governor str iving to do something about a serious crisis 
when he went on state-wide television to announce that he 
was calling the legislature back into special session in 
order to ask emergency powers. In the process he wasted a 
lot of money. 

"Suddenly we have au energy crisis," Sargent ob¬ 
served in his televised talk. The evidence seems to iudicate 
tliut there was nothing sudden about it. thug in fact, he 
knew it was coming a year ago but failed to do anything 
about it for approximately 11 months. 

We have been told that Richard M. Nixon could be and 
would be a truly great President if he were relieved of the 
weight of the Watergate investigation which has been 
demanding and absorbing so much of his time and at¬ 
tention. 

But the evidence now is that members of the Nixon 
administration were aware lliree years ago—long before 
the Watergate break-in—that the United States would be 
confronted with an oil shortage and an energy crunch but 
that they failed to take any effective steps to head off the 
emergency. 

Now it appears that key officials in the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration. in au effort to avoid their responsibility fur the 
short supply of oil. have becu untruthful with die American 
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people and have distorted and exaggerated the importance 
of the Arab embargo on oil shipments to the United States. 

Responsible sources report that we only get 
a very small percentage of our oil from the Arab 
countries and that, contary to what we have been told, we 
would still face an oil shortage if there were no interruption 
whatever in the flow of Arab oil. 

Experts, who apparently have no axes to grind, say that 
the reason for the oil shortage in the United States is the 
lack of adequate refinery facilities and not the war in the 
Middle East between Israel and the Arab countries. 

They disclose that the five largest oil companies have 
billions of dollars invested in nil operations in the Arab 
countries and have spent other billions for the construction 
of refinery plants and the establishment of marketing 
systems in Europe and Asia to sell the products made from 
crude oil bought from the Arab countries. 

Racism Played No Part 
In Dismissal Of Boone 

Former State Corrections Commissioner John 0. 
Boone, is one of the bigger flops imported by Governor 
Sargent and placed in a key position in the state govern¬ 
ment, is like tiie man who came to dinner. He is staying. 

Now an instructor at Boston University, Boone spoke 
recently at a rally and teach-in against racism held to raise 
funds for the defense of three Columbia Point black youths 
charged with murder. 

The question of racism seems to be brought up 
periodically either by former Commissioner Boone himself 
or by those who defend his administration while he was 
heud of die Massachusetts penal system. 

This observer would not deny that racism exists in 
Boston or, for that matter, in Greater Boston or throughout 
Massachusetts. 

But we would deny that racism had anything whatever 
to do with the ouster of Mr. Boone from his job as state 
correction commissioner. 

Boone wus brought here from Virginia by Governor 
Sargent, was installed as penul head by Sargent aud fired 
by Mr. Sargent after dangerous conditions hud developed at 
Walpole State Prison. 

Whatever else Sarge is or isn't, tie definitely is not a 
racist. He fended off demands for a long time that he oust 
Boone, and he did so only after it was obvious that he had no 
oilier course open to hun unless lie was to risk wholesale 
killings at the prison. 

As Attorney General Robert Quinn observ ed, Boone is a 
delightful persou but a terrible administrator, aud a person 
does uot qualify as a racist by pointing out that Boone’s lack 
of administrative ability produced chaos in the state's 
prison system. 

Mr. Boone has every right to raise his voice against 
racism But he himself certainly was not a victim of racism 
while he was state correction commissioner.

Sarge Not Rated As 
Great Wheeler-Dealer 

Governor Sargent has drawn a sharp fire of eritiesm for 
his action in appointing two Democratic Governor’s 
Councillors to court positions and nominating two 
Republicans, who had been unsuccessful candidates for the 
House of Representatives, to succeed them. 

This does not exactly qualify Sarge as the greatest 
wheeler and dealer ever to serve on Beacon Hill. Except on 
rare occasions, he did not have much trouble persuading 
the Governor’s Council to follow his bidding, and the volleys 
of critism levelled at him for appointfng two Councillors to 
jobs seems to be a bit over-done. 

Some of his critics make it sound as if he looted the 
State Treasury and absconded with the golden dome in the 
process of swapping two Democrats on the Governor’s 
Council for two Republicans. 

However, this onlooker combed through the records of 
the Executive Council, scanned through hundreds of votes 
cast by Councillor Nicholas Mitchell of Fall River and has 
been able to find only one instance where Mitchell, a 
Democrat, ever voted against Governor Sargent. That was 
on a matter of seemingly little importance, and Mitchell's 
record of almost unswerving support for a Republican 
Governor is truly a remarkable one. 

Mitchell has an interesting political background. He 
was a pharmacist, owned his own drug store in Fall River, 
was elected to the Fall River City Council and then the 
Governor's Council, served as both City Councillor and 
Governor's Councillor for a period, was elected Mayor of 
Fall River after a close race, served as both Mayor aud 
Governor's Councillor for four years and was badly beaten 
for reelection as Mayor. 

He supported one of the mayoralty candidates who 
showed strength in the preliminary election and. in turn, 
was appointed a director of the Fall River Industrial 
Commission. 

Under a bill enacted last year by the Legislature and 
signed into law by Governor Sargent a new office of the 
Bristol County Juvenile Court was created, with a 
judgeship and clerkship. Howard Young, a Republican 
State Senator, was named the judge in the court 

But the clerkship remained unfilled for more than a 
year, aud it was that position to which Mitchell was ap¬ 
pointed after a record of utmost unfaltering support of 
Governors Volpe and SargeuL He will bold the position until 
he real lies the retirement age of 70. 

The other Councillor, William McManus, a Worcester 
attorney and Boston College Law School graduate, ap¬ 
parently was appointed Registrar of Probate in Worcester 
County as a reward for his unflagging support of Surge’s 
nominations and as a favor to Toots Manzi, one of Surge’s 
most successful fund-raisers.

We are the first shite 
to set our assistance to these 
people according to levels 
above the low standard budget 
determined each year by the 
II.S, Department of labor.

Child care: "In the 1972 
session, I filed the legislation 
which was the basis for the 
creation of the Office for 
Children now serving as an 
advocate and planner for all 
children's services in the 
Commonwealth. New programs 
for ehiid care have been 
established. For this coming 
session 1 have filed sup¬ 
plementary legislation to make 
day care available for all 
families who desire it. Our goal 
must be that every child in the 
Commonwealth may grow and 
develop to his full potential, 
regardless of physical, mental 
or social disability." 

Real estate tax relief: "I was 
the original sponsor of 
legislation that would have all 
real estate taxes paid directly to 
cities and towns rather than to 
the banks, with payments on a 
monthly basis instead of once a 
year. As a result of these efforts 
and a compromise in tiie 
legislature, a new law will call 
for semiannual payments. This 
will be a direct and significant 
aid to the cities and towns 
because they will receive their 
money earlier in the year, thus 
reducing their need to borrow. I 
favor additional legislation to 
relieve the burden of local real 
estate taxes. One approach to 
the problem would be complete 
state payment for public 
education. Tiiis would insure 
. equal educational opportunities 
| throughout the state and also 
! substantially reduce the 
! property tax." 
k Mental and physical health: 

! "We must complete the 
f restructuring of our repressive 
| mental health institutions so 
J that our citizens may receive 
| help for emotional problems 
i without stigma or in- 

* stitutionaiization. This year, 
j after a two-year effort, my 
i legislation for extended 
" sheltered employment for 
{ physically and mentally han- 
. dicapped has become law. For 

* the first time, thousands of 
| people with disabilities will be 
| able to lead productive and 
' meaningful lives. This 
| legislation will help prevent 
i these persons from becoming

employment under sheltered 
conditions." 

MBTA and mass transit: 
"legislation was co-sponsored 
by me to have the state pay half 
the MBTA costs in order to 
reduce the tax load on 
Brookline, Newton and Boston 
citizens, as well as other cities 
in the MBTA district. As a 
result of this legislation, which 
was enacted, there will be a one- 
year 50 percent reimbursement 
by the state which will reduce 
Newton, Boston and Brookline 
MBTA expenses. I have now 
introduced legislation to make 
this permanent. Our ultimate 
goal must be an improved and 
expanded mass transit system 
that will be capable of tran- 
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sporting people efficiently and 
safely. 

Prison reform: "Many people 
have recognized my efforts on 
behalf of prison reform. They 
believe that we must 
rehabilitate our prisoners so 
that they may return to the 
community as useful citizens. 
Under our present system, we 
warehouse prisoners. Ninety 
percent of these prisoners 
return to our streets within two 
years, only wasted by their 
prison experience. It is im¬ 
perative that we train these 
prisoners for realistic jobs (not 
merely making license plates or 
cement blocks) 'and that we 
attempt to deal with the causes 
that led them to commit crimes 
in the first place. If we do not 
make these efforts, they are 
just as likely to commit crimes 
in the future. Rehabilitation and 
attempts to reverse the 
outrageous percentages of 
repeat crimes are not “being 
soft" on criminals. This is an 
absolute necessity so that 
walking the streets is not to be a 
major risk. We must realize 
that if we fail, we become the 
victims." 

Gun control: “Two years ago 
1 became the first legislator to 
file a measure which would 
restrict the sale or possession of 
handguns. Guns belong with the 
police, not with the average 
family. We must enact some 
form of gun control to reduce 
our rising crime rate. My 
legislation has been cited in the 
Congressional Record by 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
and by the Boston Globe in its 
gun control spotlight and 
editorials.” 

"Some of the other legislation 
with which I have been involved 
includes: Environmental 
legislation for recycling as well 
as water and air pollution 
control. This year, I will focus 
my efforts on creating a Charles 
River Conservancy to restore 
the Charles River as a prime 
recreational asset of the 
Commonwealth. 

"I fought for the reduction in 
the size of the House when I was 
a minority of one on the House 
Judiciary Committee. I,ast year 
we prevailed in the final step for 
a constitutional amendment on 
our ballot in November. 

"I was a member of the Age 
of Majority Commission which 
this last year recommended and 
guided through the legislature, 
a new law which gives to 18 year 
olds the same rights as persons 
21 and older hold. 

"As Chairman of the Social 
Welfare Committee, I guided 
the drafting and passage in 1973 
of the legislation for much- 
needed licensing of ambulances 
and emergency medical care. 
We also studied the problems of 
shortages of medical aide 
personnel and have just suc¬ 
cessfully enacted the 
“physician-assistant" law. 

"The first and only 
Reorganization legislation of an 
operating department to be 
signed into law - the Departs 
ment of Elder Affairs - was the 
work of the Social Welfare 
Committee.”

Letter 

Post-Korean veterans are 
down to about their last 
semester of eligibility under the 
G1 Bill, but an extra year 
remains for those interested in 
farm cooperative training, 
apprenticeship or on-the-job 
training, and those qualified for 
advanced flight training. 

The standard eligibility 
period for GI Bill training for all 
veterans is eight years after 
separation from military 
service, the Veterans 
Administration explained 
today. However, post-Korean 
veterans — those with service 
from Feb. 1, 1955 through May 
31,1966 — were not eligible until 
the current GI Bill became 
effective June 1, 1966. 

As a result, the eight-year 
period for this group of veterans 
expires May 31,1974, for all but 
several forms of GI Bill 
educational training. 

Additional educational 
benefits were added to the GI 
Bill in 1967, thus the extension of 
the expiration date to 1975 for 
these benefits. 

VA officials explained that 
eligible veterans may qualify 
for flight training only when it is 
generally accepted as 
necessary to attain a recognized 
vocational objective. This can 
be in the field of aviation or 
where it is recognized as an¬ 
cillary to the pursuit of another 
vocation. 

Applicants for flight training 
must possess a valid private 
pilot’s license and meet medical 
requirements for a commercial 
pilot's license, officials added. 

The delay in providing post- 
Korean veterans entitlement 
for GI Bill training is seen as the 
primary reason why only 34 
percent of this group has taken 
advantage of its education 
benefits. 

Comparatively, 47 percent of 
servicemen separated after 
enactment of the current GI Bill 
have enrolled in educational 
training under provisions of the 
bill. 

“Some of the post-Korean 
veterans have been out of the 
service for as long as 11 years 
before the GI Bill give them 
their entitlement," a VA 
spokesman said. "By that time 
-many found it impossible to 
take advantage of the GI Bill 
because of family or other 
responsibilities.” 

Age also deterred many post- 
Korean veterans from pursuing 
school enrollment. The average 
post-Korean veteran is 15 years 
older than his Vietnam-era 
counterpart 


Exhibit Set 
Up On Boston 
Tea Party 

A documentary exhibit of the 
Boston Tea Party has been set 
up in the foyer of the Archives 
Museum, State Secretary John (J) 
F. X. Davoren, chairman of the >' 
Massachusetts Historical ^ 
Commission, has announced. 

The exhibit, which ties in with 
the Commonwealth’s ob¬ 
servance of the nation’s bi¬ 
centennial, is believed to be the 
first in the nation showing a 
photoprint of the first page of 
the Act of Parliament, which 
triggered the Tea Party im¬ 
broglio. 

The photoprint was made 
available by the kind 
cooperation of the Lords’ 
Records Office. Also displayed 
are a copy of the entire Act in its 
printed form of a Paul Revere 
cartoon and a printed copy of 
the Boston Port Bill. It was the 
Boston Port Bill that the 
English Parliament passed to 
“punish” Boston for the Boston 
Tea Party. 

The exhibit is open to the 
public and archival staff 
members are on hand to answer 
questions concerning the Boston 
Tea Party.

Across The Kitchen Counter 



New Year's Eve is a time for reflection. 
No doubt the reason why the Romans 
dedicated the day to the god Janus 
represented with two classic profiles, one 
looking back, the other looking towards a 
hopefully brighter future. 

Most celebration parties take place in the 
home with an array of easy-to-eat appetizers. 
If your party is an informal affair it's a good 
idea to prepare foods that are easy to eat — 
none that require the use of a knife. 

Dips, chips, unusual breads, spreads, hot 
and cold hors d'oeuvres are important to 
holiday entertaining. Nothing brings raves 
like the "little something" that comes out of 
the oven after your guests have arrived. The 
key to your "groaning board" is variety. 

There are many kinds of hors d’oeuvres. 
Empanadas, for instance, flavorful half¬ 
moons of Spanish origin or from Spanish¬ 
speaking countries, where they are classed 
among “tapas." The recipe as given below 
starts with a pastry shortened with cream 
cheese and butter, cut in circles and filled 
with a deliciously spiced mixture made of 
ground lean beef, tomatoes, raisins, olives 
and spiced with paprika, oregano, chili 
powder and instant minced onion. 

One of the features of Empanadas is that 
you can make dozens of them before the 
holiday and socializing season starts. Shape 
them ready for baking, place on flat trays and 
tuck them in the deep freeze. Let them thaw 
before the final baking in a hot oven. (In case 
of unexpected guests, set frozen Empanadas 
in a warmish oven thawing. Then remove, 
heat the oven to hot and bake) 

EMPANADAS 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese, softened 
4 cup butter or margarine, softened 
1*5 cups all purpose flour 
1 tablespoon instant minced onion 
1 tablespoon water 
1 tablespoon olive or salad oil 
4 pound ground lean beef 

1 can (8V4 oz.) tomatoes, drained and 
crushed 

2 tablespoons raisins 

2 tablespoons chopped pitted green olives 
4 teaspoons chili powder > 

1 teaspoon salt jjF

In the large bowl of an^gRric mixer mix 
cream cheese and buttqalmtil well blended. 
Gradually stir in flQgg^lend until dough is 
smooth. Divide i^j^balls; cover and chill 
until firm, abour30 minutes. Meanwhile, 
rehydrate minced onion in water for 10 
minutes; set aside. In a large skillet heat oil. 
Add onion and beef; saute for 5 minutes. Stir 
in tomatoes, raisins, olives, chili powder, salt, 
oregano and paprika. Cook, uncovered for 5 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Remove from 
heat and stir in egg; cool. On lightly floured 
board roll each ball separately Vi-inch thick. 
With a 2Vi inch biscuit cutter, cut out circles; 
spoon about 1 teaspoon onto one side of each 
circle; moisten edges with water; fold pastry 
over filling to form a semicircle, press edges 
to seal and crimp with fork tines. Prick tops of 
pastries to allow steam to escape. (If desired 


brush tops with 1 egg yolk beaten with 1 
tablespoon water. Sprinkle with sesame 
seed). Place on cookie sheets. Bake in a 
preheated hot oven (400 degrees) for 12 
minutes or until golden. Serve hot. If desired, 
prepare Empanadas ahead of time up to the 
point of baking. Place on flat trays; cover 
with freezer wrap and freeze. On day of 
serving, defrost and bake uncovered. Yield: 
about 3*4 dozen turnovers.

1 tablespoon prepared mustard 
1 teaspoon Accent 
14 teaspoons salt

4 teaspoon dried leaf thyme 

1 medium onion, chopped

Beat egg in mixing bowl; add milk and 
bread cubes and let stand until bread ab- 
sorbes milk Mash and stir mixture until 
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bread is in very small particles. Add mustard, 
Accent, salt, pepper, basil and thyme; mix 
well. Stir in onion, celery and parsley. Add 
ground chuck; mix well. Shape into 8 small 
oval loaves. Place each on a piece of heavy- 
duty aluminum foil; fold foil over ineatloaf 
and seal tightly. Freeze. To cook, place one or 
more frozen meatloaves in a shallow baking 
pan; do not unwrap foil. Bake in 400 degree 
oven 45 minutes. I-oosen foil and fold back to 
uncover meatloaves. Bake for 15 minutes 
longer. Yield: 8 servings. Note: To prepare 
meatloaves in the evening without freezing, 
do not wrap in foil; place loaves in shallow 
baking pan and bake in 400 degree oven for 40 
minutes. If loaves are prepared as much as 24 
hours in advance, they should be frozen. 

Question: My mother asked me the other 
day if 1 had a recipe for anise tea, and while I 
had no such recipe I searched my recipe 
books and couldn’t find one. You've come up 
with recipes for so many people, maybe you 
can find this.

According to the Museum of 
Science, it is not unusual for 
information to be passed from 
whale to whale, and from ocean 
to ocean, all the way around the 
world. The whale's song, 
recently popularized on 
records, vibrates through the 
water, sending messages to 
other whales within earshot. 

This “grapevine" method of 
communication among whales 
will be one of a number of areas 
of animal behavior covered in a 
Friday evening program at the 
Museum on Dec. 28. As part of a 
series of weekly Friday night 
programs, this introduction to 
ethology, the study of animal 
behavior, will be given twice 
each evening, at? and 8:15 p.m. 

The program, defeloped by 
Museum Instructor Kevin 
Harris, will also delve into the 
intricacies of the honeybee's 
dance. Through the bee’s 
specific movements, it can tell 
the other bees in the hive the 
exact distance to and location of 
flowers, their source of food. 








In addition, Harris will 
discuss the loyalty of gulls to 
their mates, the similarities of 
behavior between Man and 
other primates, and the im¬ 
printing of newborn animals to 
identify with humans rather 
than other members of their 
own species. The bushbaby and 
kinkajou, residents of the 
Museum’s Live Animal Center, 
and films and records will be 
used to illustrate the discussion.

edifice known as Christ Church 
to the public. 

Rev. Robert W. Golledge, 
vicar of Old North Church, and 
rector of the Church of the 
Messiah in Auburndale from 
1960 to 1971, announced the 
historic service this week. 

Among the participants will 
be His Eminence Humberto 
Cardinal Medeiros, Archbishop 
of Roston, who will read a litany 
of prayer; the Right Reverend 
John E. Hines, Presiding 
Bishop, Episcopal Church; the 
Right Reverend John M. 
Burgess, Bishop of the Diocese 
of Massachusetts; Governor 
Frank W. Sargent; Boston 
Mayor, Kevin White; deans of 
Boston Theological Schools; 
and other Protestant church 
leaders. 

An anthem specially com¬ 
missioned for the occasion and 
written by Karl Kohn will be 
played on the church organ, 
which dates back to 1759. 

Since April 18, 1775, when two 
lanterns were hung in the 
church steeple, the lantern 
lights of Old North Church have 
symbolically shed their 
radiance and been an in¬ 
spiration to all freedom-loving 
peoples. 

On that anxious night in 1775 
— while Paul Revere was being 
rowed to a waiting steed on the 
Charlestown side of Boston 
Harbor — sexton Robert 
Newman locked the doors of Old 
North Church against the 
British and carried two lanterns 
up 154 narrow, winding steps to 
give the signal for the start of 
the ride whose hoofbeats still 
echo through Longfellow's 
poem. With the British 
threatening at the front door, 
Newman slipped out a rear 
window to safety. 

The spiritual destiny of the 
Old North had been pronounced 
on December 19. 1723, when the 
Rev. Timothy Cutler, the first 
rector, invoked Isaiah's words 
as the text of his sermon in the 
first service of public worship in 


the edifice. The words had been 
used in Biblical times in regard 
to the sanctuary of the 
Israelites, and Jesus himself 
had repeated them in the 
temple in Jerusalem: 

“For mine house shall be 
called a house of prayer for all 
people" . . . 

The cornerstone had been laid 
by Rev. Samuel Myles, rector of 
King's Chapel, whose 
congregation of non-Puritan 
Anglicans had outgrown the 
small frame building. With so 
many merchants and sea 
captains settling in the area, the 
North End was the ideal site for 
a new church. Inscribed on the 
cornerstone were the words: 
"May the gates of hell never 
prevail against it." 

Another tablet carries the 
names of those who contributed 
their wealth to build the church: 
a king, an earl, and prominent 
merchants. 

Because of strong Anglican 
influences, it was most logical 
that the Boston businessmen 
and intelligentsia who visited 
London to obtain a charter for 
their new parish, would also 
find inspiration in the ar¬ 
chitecture, especially the in¬ 
terior, of Sir Christopher 
Wren's St. Andrew's-by-the- 
wardrobe in Blackfriars 
(destroyed in the Blitz of 1940). 

The timber for Old North 
Church was felled in the forests 
around York, Maine, a royal 
reserve that supplied masts for 
the King's navy, and the bricks 
were fired in the kilns of nearby 
Medford. Mass. The building 
measures 70 feet long, 51 feet 
wide, and 42 feet high, with 
walls 2 Mi feet thick. The belfry 
tower is 24 feet square and 
surmounted by a steeple rising 
190 feet. It took 22 years to 
complete Christ Church. 

In 1804 a hurricane toppled 
the original steeple, long a 
landmark for Boston-bound 
vessels. A new one was built in 
1807 from a Charles Bulfinch 
design. Forth years later it was 
removed for repairs, but in 1954

another hurricane destroyed It. 
This time a duplicate of the 
original colonial steeple was 
erected — and topped with a 
1740 weathervane that had been 
fashioned by Shem Drowne, 
famous for his ornaments and 
vanes. This one resembles a 
waving banner surmounted by a 
five-pointed star. 

In 1810 the Reverend Asa 
Eaton helped organize the 
building of a sehoolhouse on the 
north side of the church 
property. Five years later it 
became the first public Sunday 
school in the northern colonies. 
(A roll of its pupils and their 
residence still hangs in the 
vestry. I 

The Wren inspiration of the 
interior is unmistakable, and 
visitors and worshippers alike 
thrill to its sense of loftiness and 
light. 

During the major restoration 
in 1912 the entire main body of 
the church was painted white to 
augment the clear glass win¬ 
dows, themselves a utilitarian 
idea for better reading of 
prayer books and hymnals. 
Practicality also characterizes 
the arrangement of the simple 
altar, with a plain walnut 
communion table and cross 
beneath the great window. 

Late-aftemoon and evening 
services still are conducted with 
candlelight provided by brass 
chandeliers which were first 
lighted on Christmas, 1724. 

On the recessed wall behind 
the altar is an oil painting of 
Christ at the I.ast Supper, 
flanked by panels bearing the 
Ten Commandments, Apostle’s 
Creed, and Lord's Prayer in gilt 
lettering on a black 
background. 

The wine glass-shaped pulpit 
is on the Gospel < left) side of the 
sanctuary. It is raised well 
above the floor to give wor¬ 
shippers in the high-sided box 
pews a better view of the 
preacher (or, as some say, to 
force attention on the 
minister!). 

The box pews are nearly five 
feet high and the highest of any 
church in America. They were 
designed to keep out wintry 
drafts, and families brought 
footwarmers containing hot 
coals or bricks. Pew ownership 
was a colonial custom, and 


brass nameplates on the pew 
doors reveal that Patriots sat on 
one side and loyalists (Tories) 
on the other. 

The Old North was closed for 
three years during the 
Revolution because of conflicts 
between Patriots and Tories In 
the parish, and the rector, Dr. 
Mather Byles, Jr. was banished 
to the Canadian Mari times as a 
Tory. 

The reopening was marked by 
an unsuccessful attempt by 
French Huguenots to take over 
the parish, which continued 
under the newly organized 
Episcopal Church in this 
country. 

During 1800-1850, three 
successive waves of im¬ 
migrants replaced the affluent 
Bostonians, who moved to the 
“suburbs" to the west: Russian 
Jews, Irish Catholics, and the 
Italians who today dominate the 
North End. On saints days, the 
statue procession halts at Old 
North to serenade the Episcopal 
vicar and receive his blessing. 

No longer a formal parish, the 
Old North is under the ad¬ 
ministration of the diocesan 
bishop, rector ex-officio, and 
since 1939 vicars have super¬ 
vised day-to-day affairs. 

Instead of a vestry, the 
church's resources are handled 
by a corporation whose 
members make up the nucleus 
of a congregation which is 
augmented by a half-million 
visitors from throughout the 
world ... . outdoing Paul 
Revere’s House as a major 
historical attraction. 

Indeed, the 550-seat Old North 
Church has remained a “house 
of prayer for all people" — from 
the time Charles Wesley, co¬ 
founder of Methodism, Visited 
Boston in 1736 and found only 
the pulpits of King’s Chapel and 
Christ Church open to him, to 
the present day when a Della 
Robbia wreath is placed among 
the Christmas greens in 
graceful tribute to the church’s 
Italo-American neighbors. 

Today, as Old North Church 
looks to the nation's Bicen¬ 
tennial, help is urgently needed 
for three major projects: an 
endowment fund to underwrite 
additional staff needed to 
handle the ever-increasing

"little” people directly in 
helping them to solve their 
problems and meet their needs 
when existing agencies cannot. 

The Department has initiated 
a number of unique programs in 
regard to minorities, the young 
and the old, as well as unique 
approaches to individual 
problems. 

Rev. Jerald Stinson, former 
director of the Human 
Resources Department, is as 
unique as his department. He is 
a young be-speetacled man who 
could easily be mistaken for a 
high school student. With the 
aid of qualified people, he did 
some remarkable work in many 
areas of concern involving 
minorities, the young and the 
old. 

Minorities in Newton suffer 
because of racial or religious 
discrimination. The Human 
Resources Department tries to 
help solve problems relating to 
this area. One solution has been 
the creation of streetworker 
teams. Reverend Stinson ex¬ 
plained, "We have had trouble 
with kids hanging around ice 
cream stores. One young man 
was badly beaten up in an anti- 
Semitic incident in front of one 
of these stores, for instance. 
District managers of the ice 
cream shops involved, the 
police, the mayor, and the city 
alderman who witnessed the 


incident were brought together 
with my committee to discuss 
the situation." 

From this came the "Street 
Work Program" funded by 
some of the stores and private 
contributions. Two teams, 
consisting of two young adults 
each, were hired to scout the 
area where kids were present 
and to spot potential 
troublemakers. 

These teams helped these 
youths to find more con¬ 
structive ways to spend their 
time by taking them on cam¬ 
ping trips, showing movies, and 
involving them in more suitable 
activity. 

Before Rev. Stinson left to 
take up the ministry, he hoped 
to continue this program in 1974 
but the decision is totally 
dependent on whether or not 
funds are forthcoming. 

Discrimination of minority 
groups has stimulated other 
plans to promote understanding 
and acceptance of minorities. 
One plan has been the start of a 
six-week social studies course 
for ninth-grade students to 
acquaint them with Jewish and 
Italian ethnic groups through an 
understanding of their cultural 
backgrounds. 

In another attempt to 
alleviate discrimination, Rev. 
Stinson met with the Newton 
country club leaders, because of 


alleged discriminatory prac¬ 
tices, in hopes that these 
practices will be changed. 

Monthly meetings are held 
with the Superintendent of 
Schools and other individuals to 
discuss civil rights problems as 
they relate to the student 
population. There is a general 
discussion of incidents of a 
racial or religious nature 
focusing on possible solutions. 

The department is involved in 
helping the youth of the city by 
designing specific programs, 
like the Job Bank, set up to 
"contract" youth out of existing 
agencies. The department pays 
for the running of this program. 

All the youth of Newton were 
given a unique opportunity to 
become involved with the 
Newton Centennial Celebration 
this past May and June. Rev. 
Stinson helped to set up the first 
youth concert in Newton; before 
he was through he had involved 
4,000 young people. It was the 
high point of the Centennial for 
many people and showed the 
youth of Newton that someone 
was thinking of them. 

Rev. Stinson remarked, 
"What is really remarkable is 
that some of these same kids 
came to me because they felt 
the younger children should 
also be involved somehow in the 
Centennial. On their own, they 
set up a field day at Albemarle

Playground and got the little 
kids into the act." 

The elderly of Newton are 
also helped by the Human 
Resources Department. Many 
programs have been im¬ 
plemented to aid the elderly on 
fixed or limited incomes who 
would otherwise, be isolated. 
"Traveling Meals," funded by 
the churches and private 
contributions, is for individuals 
who cannot prepare their own 
meals. Most of the elderly 
function independently except 
for that. 

"What is important to note," 
stated the Reverend, “is that 
most of these people without 
this program would have to be 
admitted to nursing homes and 
institutions that would cost a lot 
more." A school lunch program 
is available for the elderly 
person who does not need home 
delivery. 

Other services include 
medical clinics at a nominal 
fee, local stores offering 
discounts, library events, and 
the busing program. 

The busing program is a 
heartwarming approach which 
serves to alleviate the isolation 
felt by many of the elderly. 
“This is a way for the elderly on 
limited incomes to get out and 
meet others. There are many 
who have no other form of 
entertainment and who would, 
otherwise, be isolated,” 
remarked Rev. Stinson. Mayor 
Teddy Mann bought an old 
MBTA bus, fixed it up and hired 
an elderly gentleman to drive it. 
Since April, 1,100 oldsters have 
taken trips to many New 
England sites. 

“I’ve had phone calls from 
many, asking for the phone 
numbers of people they have 
met on trips just so they can 
meet again for another trip," 
said Rev. Stinson. 

The bus trips serve to 
alleviate feelings of isolation; 
but there is another type of 
busing service that allows the 
elderly to become more self- 
sufficient and mobile. The 
shoppers' bus picks up any 
elderly person wishing to go 
shopping every Thursday at 
designated areas and takes 
them to the Star Market. It 
costs $5,000 a year and is totally 
funded by the Star Market. 

In order to help the elderly get 
in touch with all the private 
clubs that cater to varied in¬ 
terests, the Human Resources 
Department is in the process of 
developing a drop-in center 
which will disseminate in¬ 
formation about these clubs so 
that interested senior citizens 
know they exist and can become 
involved. The drop-in center 
will let these clubs know of 
other programs designed for the 
elderly so that they can 
mobilize to participate in these 
programs. One recent venture 
was to get these organizations 
to gether their people together 
for flu shots. The city picked 
them up in buses and took them 
to clinics for free flu shots. 

A telephone chain has been 
started in conjunction with the 
Red Cross to aid shut-ins. Each 
person involved calls one 
person each day to see if they 
are all right. If no one answers, 
the Red Cross is notified and 
they check to see whether 
anything is wrong. 

The "Golden Times” is 
published by the department for 
the elderly to make them aware 
of services and events available 
to them. 


The Human Resources 
Department develops programs 
but also deals on a very per¬ 
sonal level as well. Rev. Stinson 
said. "We deal with people. 1 
may develop a program af¬ 
fecting 20,000 senior citizeas but 
I do that based on having met 
and seen particular needs of 
particular individual senior 
citizens. And I think only at the 
municipal level can we get that 
kind of contact." 

"I see people who do not fit 
into other programs. They call 
City Hall in desperation. We try 
the best we can to meet 
whatever that need is. The 
typical problem might be a 
blue-collar worker making $100 
a week with eight children who 
suddenly gets an eviction notice 
or rent increase. Since he is 
working and his family is 
together, he is ineligible for 
welfare or any existing 
program. The particular person 
I have in mind had a child with a 
disability who was being helped 
by the Newton schools, and the 
parents did not want to leave. 
We helped them to stay." 

In another case, the depart¬ 
ment helped a young woman 
and her two children. Her 
parents had disowned her 
because of an interreligious and 
interracial marriage; her 
husband had attempted to kill 
her; she had no money; and no 
place to live. She called in 
desperation at the Resource 
Center. A joint effort was 
made; The mayor donated food, 
a TV and other objects were 
obtained at an auction, and the 


Kiwanis Club gave her a station 
wagon. Reverend and Lynda 
Stinson kept her and her 
children at their home off and 
on for a week until living 
quarters could be found. 

The agencies that work under 
heavy rules and regulations 
could not adopt this way of 
dealing with people. 

The Human Resources 
Department offers a variety of 
services and plans directed to 
particular groups in Newton, 
but other Kewton groups, 
citizens and stores offer 
benefits as well. In order to 
make this information 
available, the Newton Com¬ 
munity Notes Line has been 
installed in the Human 
Resources Center. The Com¬ 
munity Notes Line is a recor¬ 
ding device that when called 
(244-5550) plays back messages 
about event and programs 
occurring in Newton. 

Rev Stinson is a magna cum 
laude graduate of the Harvard 
Divinity School and is an or¬ 
dained minister of the Church of 
Christ; but his parish was City 
Hall. 

"I am a minister and in this 
capacity as director of the 
Human Resources Department 
I feel it very necessary to do 
things for people that have 
never been done before." 

A poster with this caption is 
hanging on the office wall: “The 
more faithfully you listen to the 
voice within you, the better you 
will hear what is sounding 
outside."

Aliens Must 
Register 
In January 

The Immigration and 
National Act required that 
aliens in the United States on 
Jan. 1, each year, shall report 
their address during the month 
of Jan. This is required even 
though the alien has not 
changed his address since the 
last report. 

This law does not apply to 
aliens here in dipolomatic 
status, nor to those who are 
accredited to the United 
Nations. 

The parents or legal guardian 
_ of an alien child under 14 years 
* of age must submit an address 
report for such alien child. 

Any alien who is temporarily 
absent from the United Satates 
on Jan. 1 must report his ad¬ 
dress within 10 days after his 
return. 

The alien may go to any 
United States Post Office or any 
Immigration and 
Naturalization Service Office 
and ask for the Address Report 
Card, Form 1-53. When the alien 
has filled in all the items, he 
should sign the card, place a 
stamp on the reverse side and 
drop it in any mail box. He 
should be careful not to fold or 
tear the card. The alien must 
submit the Address Report 
Card during the month of 
January each year. 

In addition to this address, an 
alien should report the date and 
place of entry into the United 
States, date and place of birth, 
coutry of citizenship and, most 
important of all, his alien 
registration number.
